1. This is an Internet and mail-bid auction held by 
Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., a licensed 
or bonded auctioneer (the “Auctioneer”).

Breen-221. Zelinka 2-A. Glossy dark brown surfaces with only tiny 
spots of corrosion in some of the recesses. There’s a small planchet 
flaw at B of HIBERNIA. Listed on page 28 of the 2002 Guide Book. 

3 1788 Massachusetts Cent AU50 PCGS. Breen-970. A glossy 
example that has variegated purple-brown and tan-brown patina. 
The reverse appears to have a trivial rim ding at 5 o’clock. The cen¬ 
tral reverse has a few very faint and faded pinscratches. The eagle’s 
wing and tail feathers are sharply detailed. Listed on page 40 of the 
2002 Guide Book. 

4 1783 Washington Unity States Cent AU53 PCGS. Baker-1, R.l. 
Partially glossy on the reverse, both sides exhibit golden-brown ton¬ 
ing with splashes of reddish-orange color here and there. Well struck 
in the centers with a single mentionable abrasion on Washington’s 
throat. Listed on page 59 of the current Guide Book. 

5 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, Cinquefoils VF20 ANACS. 
Breen-1310. K. 6-W.l, R.4. About one third of the sundial numerals 
are legible. There are a pair of small planchet flaws (as struck) near 
ES in STATES. There are much smaller planchet flaws scattered 
elsewhere. There is a heavy die break (as struck) through the U in 
YOUR, and a lighter die break on the reverse at 7 o’clock. A scarce 
variety. 

HALF CENTS 

6 1795 Plain Edge—Holed—ANACS. VG Details, Net Fair 2. B-5a, 
C-5a, High R.4. Well worn with a pinscratch through the center of 
the obverse, the surfaces display a mostly medium brown appear¬ 
ance. A sizeable hole is seen at 3 o’clock on the obverse border. 

7 1800—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. C- 
1. B-l, R.l. The only variety for the year. The dark reddish-purple 
surfaces are glossy, but are moderately abraded. There is a curved 
abrasion from Liberty’s mouth to the bust. The reverse has a pin- 
scratch at 8 o’clock. The reverse has a minor rim ding at 3 o’clock. 
There are planchet flaws (as struck) at 5 o’clock on the obverse, and 
below OF on the reverse. Sharply detailed for the net grade. 

8 1804 Plain 4, No Stems XF40 ANACS. B-10, C-13, R.l. This is an 
attractive coin for the grade with medium brown toning and irregu¬ 
lar steel-blue accents in a few of the more protected areas around the 
devices. There are no bothersome abrasions, and the only mention- 
able distraction is striking unevenness that has left the lower left 
reverse softly detailed. 



9 1804 Spiked Chin—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 
C-8, B-7, R.l. The date has a crosslet 4, and the wreath ribbon has 
stems. C-8 is one of four die varieties that features a prominent hor¬ 
izontal spike (as struck) on the chin of Liberty. The obverse die also 
has some wavy damage (as struck) in the fields at 4 o’clock. The 
dark tan-brown surface is lightly hairlined on the obverse, while the 
reverse has a minor contact mark below the A in HALF. 

10 1806 Small 6, No Stems—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF45. C-l, B-3, R.l. The only die pair that features both a Small 6 
in the date and a stemless wreath. The deep red-brown surfaces are 
lightly abraded, and there is a small scrape to the right side of the 
date. The devices are sharply detailed. 

11 1807 VF35 ANACS. C-1, B-1, Low R.2. The only die variety for the 
year. The devices have purple-brown patina, while the fields are tan 
and mahogany in color. There are no mentionable abrasions. The 
strike is sharp only on the central reverse, but all legends and major 
device details are clear. A problem free example. 

12 1809—Rotated Dies, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. C-6, B-6, R.l. There is a pinscratch across the portrait. The 
reverse has a pair of shorter pinscratches that do not distract. The 
reverse legends have some verdigris. The color ranges between pur¬ 
ple-brown and tan-brown patina. Both the central devices and the 
stars are richly detailed. 

13 1809 AU55 ANACS. C-6, B-6, R.l. The obverse is sharply detailed, 
while the reverse is slightly weak in strike only at 10 o’clock. Faded 
mint red outlines the purple-brown devices.

This Marred Field 
variety has deep brown patina over most of each side with pinkish 
accents over the devices, suggesting a long-ago cleaning. 

27 1795 Plain Edge—Corroded, Tooled—ANACS. VF Details, Net 
VG8. S-76b, R.l. The dark brown surfaces appear to have been 
cleaned at one time, probably to remove any active corrosion.

VF Details, Net 
VG10. S-295, R.l. Both sides have moderate corrosion and numer¬ 
ous tooling marks. The stars are flatly struck The second die state 
for this variety, with a die lump below the neck that somewhat 
resembles a beard. 


1814 Plain 4—Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. S- 

295, R.l. The tan-gray surfaces have many tiny pits from moderate 
corrosion. Nicely detailed except for the flat stars. There are no men- 
tionable abrasions. Struck from slightly rotated dies. 

1816 Cent—Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8, N-9, R.3, 
the violet-purple and orange-gold color is not original, the surfaces 
are lightly abraded, the stars are flatly struck, all legends are readily 
legible; and an 1819 Quarter Fine 15 ANACS, B-3, R.l, lavender- 
gray and green-gray patina, a short pinscratch above the right wing, 
most of the eagle’s plumage still has sharp details. (Total: 2 coins)

1860 MS64 ANACS. A sharply struck and well preserved near-Gem 
that has pale tan patina and very good luster. There are some tiny 
lavender spots in the central reverse and the lower right obverse 
field. A raised die line (as struck) crosses the lower bust tip. Struck 
from slightly rotated dies. 

1861 MS64 PCGS. Well struck except for the tips of the headdress 
feathers. A lustrous tan-gold example that has uncommonly well pre¬ 
served surfaces. Both sides have a few carbon flyspecks. 

1864 Copper-Nickel MS64 NGC. Sharply struck with bright gold¬ 
en-tan surfaces. Kept from a higher grade by several spots on the 
reverse. 

1864 Bronze No L AU50 ANACS, a mahogany-brown example 
with sharp details and problem free surfaces; 1908 MS62 Red and 
Brown ANACS, predominantly violet in color with some orange 
color at the borders, nice for the grade; and a 1909 MS64 Red and 
Brown ANACS, a pleasing near-Gem that has rose-violet and 
orange-red patina. (Total: 3 coins) 
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1866 MS64 Brown NGC. Glimmers of reddish-orange luster are 
evident at a few angles, but the outward appearance is one of rich, 
medium brown toning. We can find no areas of bothersome striking 
incompleteness. 

1866 MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. This is a mostly lustrous exam¬ 
ple whose otherwise golden-orange surfaces exhibit the lightest 
blush of olive-tan iridescence. An appealing near-Gem with an 
uncommonly sharp strike. 

1867 MS64 Red PCGS. This golden-orange example is frosty in 
luster quality with no areas of bothersome lack of definition. There 
are few blemishes of any kind. 

1869 XF45 ANACS. Medium brown overall with darker brown 
accents around the devices. A perfect XF coin with no problems. 

1869/69—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. FS-8.3, 
Breen-1977, Snow-3. From an early die state that has a curve of 
extra metal left of the upper loop of the 9. A well struck and lustrous 
example, but the surfaces have obviously been recolored. The 
obverse has green and violet patina, while the reverse has orange and 
rose-violet color. The repunched date details are clear. Struck from 
lightly clashed dies. 

1870 MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. This is a generally well struck 
Gem with dominant reddish-orange luster and minimal olive-brown 
patination. A frosty textured representative of this conditionally 
scarce Indian Cent. 

1871—Corroded—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The otherwise 
chocolate-brown surfaces yield to dark, charcoal colored spots on 
the obverse and at the upper reverse border. Sharply struck with def¬ 
inition that would probably warrant a Choice AU designation. 

1874 MS64 Red NGC. The surfaces have predominantly yellow- 
orange color, but there are numerous pale violet toning spots. The 
obverse field has a few very faint abrasions. Lustrous with a good 
strike. Population: 14 in 64, 22 finer (1/02). 

1877—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. VG Details, Net AG3. The 
well worn surfaces are lightly pitted. An affordable example of this 
popular and low mintage key date. 

1877 AG3 ANACS. Problem-free for the grade, the mostly evenly 
toned, medium brown surfaces do not reveal any mentionable abra¬ 
sions. The right obverse periphery is worn into die rim. 

1877—Corroded—ANACS. Good Details, Net AG3. Somewhat 
dark with rough surfaces from corrosion. A suitable filler. 

1877—Re-engraved Diamonds—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU50. Deep purple-brown in patina with some violet color in the 
reverse field. While the strike is not sharp, the surfaces are free from 
bothersome abrasion. There is a hint of die clash (as struck) above 
the 0 in ONE. The key date of the series. 

1880 MS66 Red PCGS. A bright orange-gold Gem that is well 
struck and lustrous. The surfaces are essentially pristine, but there 
are a few miniscule carbon flecks on each side. While not a rare 
issue in lower Mint State grades, there are very few 1880 Cents that 
have full red color and such magnificently preserved surfaces. Pop¬ 
ulation: 8 in 66, none finer (1/02). 

1884 MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Attractively toned with rich 
green, violet, gold, and rose patina. The date and AMERICA are 
somewhat softly struck. A relatively large planchet flaw (as struck) 
affects the 0 in ONE and the neighboring field.

1884 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Well struck with most of each 
side covered with brown patina and noticeable portions of original 
mint red still surviving around the devices. 

1887 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. The honey-gold surfaces have 
slightly mellowed color in the centers. Well struck except for the tips 
of the upper headdress feathers. There is a light die crack from the 
tip of the bust. Struck from lightly clashed dies. Population: 44 in 65, 
5 finer (1/02). 



67 1888 MS64 Brown PCGS. A lovely purple-brown near-Gem that 
has a very sharp strike and virtually undisturbed surfaces. An origi¬ 
nal Cent that has pleasing eye appeal. Population: 15 in 64, 2 finer 
(3/02). 

68 1891 MS65 Brown NGC. The rich violet-brown patina is virtually 
undisturbed by abrasion. A lovely Gem that has a very good strike. 
Population: 12 in 65, 2 finer (1/02). 

69 1893 MS65 Red PCGS. Ex: Benson. A fiery orange Gem that has 
a hint of bright yellow-green color at the right reverse border. A 
frosty and lustrous Cent that has a very good strike. Both sides have 
a few miniscule carbon flecks, and the portrait has a couple of triv¬ 
ial tick marks. Population: 59 in 65, 17 finer (3/02). 

70 1894 MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. The orange-gold patina has 
mellowed slightly on portions of the devices. Lustrous and sharply 
struck with immaculately preserved surfaces. There is a curly lint- 
mark (as struck) near the lower tip of the bust, with another lintmark 
that touches the O in ONE. 

71 1894 MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. The obverse has rich tan- 
brown color with orange iridescence at the borders. The reverse is a 
subdued orange-gold in color, with some lavender patina on the 
devices. The strike is somewhat soft on the 8 in the date, and the sec¬ 
ond A in AMERICA. The surfaces are extremely well preserved. 

72 1895 MS65 Brown NGC. The violet-gray surfaces are dark but 
attractive. There is a tan spot near the E in AMERICA. A nicely pre¬ 
served Gem. Portions of the obverse legends are lightly strike dou¬ 
bled. Population: 30 in 65, 3 finer (1/02). 

73 1895 MS64 Red PCGS. This rich looking, orange-red example is 
fully lustrous with a mostly above average impression for the type. 

74 1895 MS64 Red NGC. A bright orange example that has some lilac 
color on the portrait and numerous miniscule lavender toning specks 
on each side. Lustrous with a very good strike and unabraded sur¬ 
faces. 

75 1898 MS64 Brown PCGS, well preserved, the upper feather tips are 
not sharply struck, the reverse has much copper-red patina; 1905 
MS64 Red PCGS, orange-yellow color, some obverse carbon 
flecks, upper obverse fingerprint; and a 1939 PR64 Red PCGS, 
orange, yellow, and lilac-violet patina, the lower shoulder is not 
razor sharp. (Total: 3 coins) 

76 1899 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Slightly mellowed mint red lus¬ 
ter is evenly matched from side-to-side. 

77 1901 Cent—Whizzed—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, sharply 
struck and lustrous with tan-gold color; 1906 Cent MS62 Red and 
Brown ANACS, a good strike, light lilac patina on the devices, 
problem-free; 1901 Nickel—Scratched—ANACS, Unc Details, 
Net AU55, a pinscratch across the jaw, lustrous with attractive 
green-gold color; and an 1892 Quarter AU55 ANACS, brilliant, the 
luster is bright and nearly complete. (Total: 4 coins) 

78 1902 MS66 Red NGC. Snow-2. A lustrous Gem that has bright 
gold, green, and rose patina. Well struck except for the upper head¬ 
dress feather tips. There is a tiny contact mark on the jaw, but the 
surfaces are otherwise virtually pristine. The 19 in the date is 
repunched at the bases. 

79 1903 MS65 Red NGC. The fields have rich orange-red color, while 
the portrait has a hint of purple patina. A lustrous Gem that has a 
very good strike, nearly pristine surfaces, and a few tiny lavender 
spots. 

80 1904 MS64 Red and Brown NGC. Evenly subdued mint red color 
and sharply defined. 
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81 A lot of (2) 1907 MS64 Red PCGS. The first Cent has yellow-green 
color with some speckled lilac patina across the portrait. It is lus¬ 
trous, sharply struck, and well preserved. The second Cent is nicely 
struck and has subdued green-gold color. (Total: 2 coins) 

82 1908 MS65 Red NGC. A nicely struck Gem that has pleasing luster 
and a virtually pristine obverse. The borders have a few miniscule 
green-gray spots. 

83 1908 MS65 Red NGC. A bright lemon-orange Cent that has flashy 
luster and an above average strike. The cheek has a pair of miniscule 
contact marks, and a few tiny dark green toning specks are widely 
distributed.

Both sides have rich orange, 
rose, and gold color, and a few scattered specks of carbon. Well 
struck except for the very tips of the headdress feathers. A nicely 
preserved near-Gem. Only 1,817 proofs were struck. 

96 1906 PR62 Red and Brown ANACS. Nicely struck with bright 
gold patina and very pleasing surfaces. The obverse has a few small 
dark toning spots. This Cent seemingly deserves a full red designa¬ 
tion. 

97 1907 PR64 Red and Brown NGC. A richly toned near-Gem that 
has yellow-green and rose-violet pauna. A well struck and immacu¬ 
lately preserved example. Only 1,475 proofs were struck.

Sharply struck with streaky 
brown patina over the basic cherry-red surfaces.

107 1911-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The lower 
right obverse field has a few swirled hairlines. Well struck and lus¬ 
trous with unnatural orange and violet patina. A scarce lower 
mintage issue. 

108 1911-S MS63 Red NGC. This pink tinged example is minimally 
abraded for the grade with only a few, well scattered carbon flecks. 

109 1912 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Mottled glossy-brown toning 
overlays the otherwise cherry-red surfaces of this bold, satiny exam¬ 
ple. Some spotting is evident on the reverse. 

110 1912 MS65 Red PCGS. Sharply struck, the bright orange-red mint 
luster is unmellowed by the passage of the decades. Population: 156 
in 65, 42 finer (3/02). 

111 1912-S MS63 Brown NGC. Well struck with deep brown patina 
over most of each side. A glossy example of this scarcer, semi-key 


112 1912-S MS63 Brown ANACS. The rich mahogany-brown patina is 
interrupted by a blush of lighter saddle-brown color in the upper 
obverse. Sharply struck with good luster and immaculately pre¬ 
served surfaces. A much better date. 

113 1912-S MS63 Red and Brown PCGS. The predominant purple- 
brown pauna is lightened by frequent hints of luminous yellow-gold 
color. A sharply struck example that has good luster and pleasing 
surfaces. A scarce early branch mint issue. 

114 1912-S MS63 Red and Brown NGC. Evenly subdued cherry-red 
surfaces. Well struck.

1947-D MS67 Red NGC, a lustrous and gorgeous Superb Gem; and 
a 1947-S MS67 Red NGC, bright orange color, the strike is not full, 
the reverse has a ghostly imprint of Lincoln’s profile. (Total; 4 coins) 

142 1933-D MS66 Red NGC. Bright with fulsome orange-gold luster, 
the surfaces are virtually pristine with no mentionable distractions. 

143 1933-D MS66 Red NGC. This orange-red Gem is lustrous with a 
bold overall impression. A tiny fleck of pale color is noted near the 
right obverse border. 

144 1934 MS66 Red NGC; 1935-D MS66 Red NGC; 1936 MS66 Red 
NGC; 1937-D MS66 Red NGC; 1939 MS66 Red NGC; 1939-S 
MS66 Red NGC; and a 1940 MS66 Red NGC. A lot of wholly 
original Gems, all examples display rich orange-red and/or orange- 
gold coloration.

Iridescent cherry-red color 
explodes over both sides of this pristine example. The amount of 
contrast is significant for this often uniformly brilliant issue.

A well struck 
Gem that has variegated honey-gold and saddle-brown patina. The 
surfaces are impressively well preserved. The banner that proclaims 
IN GOD WE TRUST is absent its left border due to die polish, as 
struck. 

194 1864 Large Motto MS66 Red and Brown PCGS. Hints of the 
original fiery red color glow from within the vertical lines of the 
shield. A well struck and virtually pristine Gem. The reverse border 
has several heavy die cracks, as struck. Population: 9 in 66, 0 finer 
(3/02). 

195 1865 MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Mottled medium brown over¬ 
tones are seen on both sides, but the outward appearance is one of 
orange-gold luster. This second-year example would fit comfortably 
into a high quality type set. 

196 1865 MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. Flickers of orange-red luster 
peer through the otherwise even endowment of medium brown ton¬ 
ing. This sharply impressed example does not reveal any blemishes 
that would seem to rule out an even higher grade. 

197 1865 MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. Well struck, each side retains 
most of the original mint luster and there is just the slightest dusting 
of light brown patina present.

Pleasing brightness is seen at certain 
angles, there is a mentionable distraction from 2 o’clock from the 
reverse rim. Population: 8 in 65, with just three finer. 

204 1870 PR63 ANACS. Both sides are nicely reflective beneath light, 
hazy, silver-gray patina. Lightly hairlined with a few well concealed 
toning spots around the reverse border.

209 1868 FR65 ANACS. The bright, flashy surfaces are evenly covered 
with rich golden toning. Scarce, early proof issue with a low 
mintage. Ex: Stack’s, 9/1998, lot 374, where it realized $688. 

210 1875 PR65 PCGS. Both sides reveal modest brightness with a dust¬ 
ing of golden-gray iridescence overall. Fully impressed with no 
objectionable contact marks. 

211 1880 PR66 ICG. While the ICG insert proclaims this lovely coin as 
MS66, it is our opinion that it is in fact a proof. An exquisitely struck 
Gem that has green-gray patina and essentially pristine surfaces. A 
seemingly unimprovable example. 

212 1881 PR64 ANACS. Scattered carbon flecks on both sides seem to 
bar this pleasingly reflective example from a full Gem grade. Light¬ 
ly patinated in pastel shades on the reverse. 

213 1883 PR66 PCGS. Blushes of champagne-apricot iridescence over¬ 
lay the otherwise silver-gray features. This is an essentially pristine 
Gem with smooth, premium quality surfaces. 

214 1886 PR66 PCGS. Golden-olive tinting confirms the originality of 
this moderately reflective Gem. The 1886 is an important proof-only 
Three Cent Nickel with just 4,290 pieces produced. 

215 1886 PR67 PCGS. The base of the 6 in the date is repunched. The 
silver-gray surfaces have just a hint of tan color. A well struck 
Superb Gem that would be flawless were it not for a couple of near¬ 
ly microscopic planchet flaws that are as struck. The last of the three 
proof-only dates within the series. Population: 42 in 67, 3 finer 
(3/02). 


SHIELD NICKELS 


216 1866 Rays—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Fletcher- 
9, R.7. The tan-gray surfaces have been thoroughly cleaned. The 
shield is not sharply struck, but the stars and leaves are well detailed. 
All four digits in the date have been strongly repunched. 

217 1866 Rays AU58 ANACS. The date is strongly repunched directly 
north. This is die variety F-14 in the Fletcher reference for the series, 
with the diagnostic radial die crack (as struck) above the D in GOD. 
Fletcher notes that he has only seen two examples of this dramatic 
variety. Sharply detailed with tan-gray color and subdued luster. The 
surfaces are well preserved. The reverse has several heavy die 
cracks, as struck. 

218 1866 Rays MS62 ANACS. The reverse is sharply defined, while the 
obverse has hints of weakness of strike. The luster is good, and the 
surfaces are remarkably clean. The reverse appears to have a minor 
rim ding near 6 o’clock, but the rim is not available for inspection 
due to the encapsulation. 

219 1867 Rays AU58 ANACS. The surfaces have golden-brown and 
lavender patina. The strike is sharp except for the lines of the shield. 
There are a few minor abrasions in the lower left obverse field. The 
obverse is lightly strike doubled. 

220 1867 No Rays MS62 ANACS. The obverse has pastel green-gray 
and gold patina, while the reverse has iridescent green-gold and vio¬ 
let patina. The luster is very good, but the strike is not razor sharp. 
The reverse has a few faint slide marks that account for the grade. 
The obverse periphery is riddled with die cracks, as struck. 

221 1868 MS61 ANACS. A well struck example that has milky tan-gray 
patina. Lustrous for the series, with a few trivial contact marks in the 
centers. From the first of two reverse hubs for the year, which has a 
star that points between AM in AMERICA The reverse periphery 
has several light die cracks, as struck. 


1869 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck example that has 
milky green-gray patina. The central reverse has a few light contact 
marks. The lower right reverse is strongly strike doubled. Both sides 
have lengthy and heavy die cracks (as struck), and could not have 
held together much longer. 

1873 Open 3—Doubled Die Obverse—MS61 ANACS. Fletcher-7 
A rare variety. The doubled obverse is most apparent on the annulet, 
and on the lower tips of the leaves. A well struck and highly 
prooflike example that has light tan-gray color. The obverse is well 
preserved, while the reverse has a few minor contact marks. The 
upper obverse has heavy die cracks, as struck. 

1882 MS61 ANACS, the reverse is well struck, but the shield is not 
sharply defined, well preserved but with subdued luster; and a 1883 
MS61 ANACS, well struck, IN GOD WE TRUST is in high relief, 
a few minor contact marks on the reverse. The penultimate and ulti¬ 
mate issues of the series. 

1882 MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck and mostly brilliant with bright, 
satiny surfaces. 

PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 


1867 No Rays PR63 ANACS. A razor sharp proof that has milky- 
tan and powder-blue patina. A small planchet flaw (as struck) affects 
the O in GOD. An immaculately preserved and pleasing example. 

1868 PR64 ANACS. The date is strongly repunched. The mirrored 
fields flash pastel violet and gold colors when they are confronted 
with light. An exquisitely struck near-Gem that has virtually undis¬ 
turbed surfaces. 

1869 PR63 ANACS. Both sides have streaky golden-brown patina 
that turns iridescent colors when the surfaces are rotated under a 
light. The lower left obverse has a pair of faint handling marks that 
prevent a higher grade. 

1870 PR64 NGC. Mottled tan patina is seen, mostly on the reverse, 
with iridescent blue-gray obverse highlights. This sharply impressed 
example is kept from Gem status by a tiny carbon spot within the 
obverse shield lines. 

1870 PR65 PCGS. The otherwise golden tinged iridescence yields 
to swirls of more hazy patina in and around the centers. The bright 
fields and fully brought up devices are readily evident at all angles. 

1871 PR65 NGC. Mottled silver-gray patina overlays both sides 
with a splash of orange-tan color at the upper reverse border. An 
important Gem quality survivor of this lower mintage (561,000 
pieces) issue. 

1872 PR64 NGC. Pastel silver-gray colors are seen on both sides of 
this uniformly reflective near-Gem. 

1873 PR65 NGC. The minimally toned, mostly silver-gray features 
are free of bothersome striking incompleteness. Solidly graded as a 
Gem. 

1873 Closed 3 PR65 Cameo NGC. The smooth, well preserved sur¬ 
faces are minimally patinated with bright, glowing fields. This is a 
fully impressed Gem. All proof 1873 Shield Nickels display a 
Closed 3 in the date. 

1874 PR65 NGC. Warm, mottled, golden-blue patina confirms the 
originality of this attractive Gem. A few shallow planchet voids (as 
struck) are seen in the left obverse field. 

1875 PR64 NGC. Bisecting streaks of golden-tan patina are seen on 
both sides of this otherwise silver-gray representative. There are no 
areas of noticeable striking softness. 

1875 PR65 PCGS. Lightly toned with blushes of pale yellow-gold 
patina. The strike is good but not quite full. The obverse is virtually 
pristine. The reverse has a lintmark (as struck) near the C in AMER¬ 
ICA, and a few miniscule planchet flaws, as struck. A scarce proof 
issue. Population: 60 in 65, 10 finer (3/02). 
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238 1876 PR65 Cameo NGC. This golden tinged example is bright with 
well frosted devices and reflective fields. Worthy of a premium qual¬ 
ity bid. 

239 1877 PR64 NGC. This is a wholly original example with mottled 
golden-tan overtones and a little more vibrant color over the upper 
left obverse. The Mint produced just 510 Nickels in 1877, all of 
which were proofs. 

240 1878 PR64 NGC. Some pastel-gold iridescence interrupts the oth¬ 
erwise tan-gray sheen of this important proof-only example. There is 
a scratch in the obverse field near the right border. 

241 1879 PR64 NGC. This is an attractive coin from the standpoint of 
originality with competing swirls of powder-blue and golden-orange 
toning over virtually distraction-free features. There is a planchet 
void (as produced) in the reverse field above the 5 in the denomina¬ 
tion. 

242 1880 PR64 NGC. Toned in dappled golden-tan and slate-gray hues, 
the surfaces are fully brought up in all areas. 

243 1881 PR63 NGC. The tantalizingly low mintage (72,375 pieces) of 
the 1881 Nickel confirms the importance of this Select quality proof. 
The otherwise lilac-gray surfaces exhibit mottled blushes of tan pati¬ 
na that are most evident in the center of the reverse. 

244 1882 PR66 Cameo NGC. This is a gorgeous proof whose frosty, 
sharp looking devices rise boldly above the bright fields. A little 
moderate golden-gray patina is seen here and there, but there are no 
blemishes of note on either side. 

245 1 883 PR64 NGC. Toned in dappled slate-gray and golden-tan hues, 
the surfaces are sharply impressed with no blemishes of note. 

246 1883 PR65 PCGS. This final-year example is crisply struck with 
mostly even, golden-tan iridescence over minimally marked sur¬ 
faces. A few faint swirls of carbon are seen in the obverse field. 

LIBERTY NICKELS 


247 1883 No Cents MS64 NGC, two examples, both display warm, 
mottled, orange-tan patina over unevenly impressed features. (Total: 
2 coins) 

248 1883 No Cents MS65 ANACS. This is a bright, lustrous Gem with 
an even overlay of champagne-gold iridescence. 

249 1884 MS61 NGC. Well struck except for a hint of weakness on the 
left ear of com. The luster is especially strong at the borders. The 
upper periphery of both sides has faint die cracks, as struck. A few 
light abrasions limit the grade. 

250 1884 MS64 PCGS. The bright mint luster shows several dabs of 
golden-brown color on each side. Kept from a full Gem grade by the 
presence of a small mark along the jawline of Liberty. 

251 1886 AU50 ANACS. The gray-green surfaces have bright silvery 
luster at the borders. Sharply struck in the centers but the left com 
ear and the upper obverse stars are softly impressed. There are no 
individually mentionable abrasions. Both sides have heavy die 
cracks, as struck. One of the low mintage key dates of the series. 

252 1887 MS64 PCGS. A lustrous and immaculately preserved near- 
Gem that has silver-gray color. A few of the stars lack full cental 
detail, and the left ear of com is characteristically softly detailed. 
There is a pair of tiny planchet flaws (as struck) behind the portrait. 
Both sides have several lengthy peripheral die cracks, as struck. 

253 1892 MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck with deep, multicolored toning 
on each side. 

254 1892 MS64 PCGS. Fully struck with light olive-rose toning over 
each side. 

255 1895 MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and gorgeously toned with milky- 
green, gold, and violet patina. A lovely near-Gem. 


256 1900 MS64 NGC. The luster is very good despite the deep tan-gray 
patina. The obverse is well struck, while the reverse has only a hint 
of weakness on the left ear of com. The obverse is especially well 
preserved. There is a heavy radial die crack (as struck) that passes 
through the 1 in AMERICA. 

257 1901AU55 ANACS, well struck with good luster and golden-brown 
patina; 1902 AU55 ANACS, sharply struck with subdued tan-brown 
color; 1907 AU55 ANACS, typically struck with subtle lavender- 
gold patina; and a 1912 AU55 ANACS, a few contact marks on each 
side. (Total; 4 coins) 

258 1903 MS64 NGC. Well struck and nearly pristine with dusky green- 
gray patina. The obverse in particular is somewhat lackluster, which 
is all that prevents an even higher grade. 

259 1907 MS61 ANACS. Both sides have rich honey-gold patina. The C 
in CENTS has a streak of grease and a hint of active green corrosion. 
The left ear of coin is typically struck, but the devices are otherwise 
sharply detailed. A lustrous and lightly abraded example. 

260 1907 MS64 PCGS. Richly toned with gray-green and golden-brown 
patina. Sharply struck with good luster and clean surfaces. There is 
a tiny planchet flaw (as struck) to the left of the ear of Liberty. 

261 1910 MS63 PCGS. Sharply struck but the luster is subdued beneath 
a thick layer of medium gray patina. 

262 1910 MS65 NGC. The rich sea-green and rose-lilac patina is inter¬ 
rupted by streaks of bright lime-green color. From a good strike with 
moderate luster and well preserved surfaces. Population: 56 in 65, 8 
finer (1/02). 

263 1911 MS63 NGC. Both sides possess milky-gray patina. Typically 
struck but lustrous and with well preserved surfaces. 

264 1911 MS63 ANACS. Bright green-gold in color with a blush of 
lavender patina on the devices. Lustrous with a good strike, and the 
surfaces are clean for the grade. 

265 1912-D MS63 NGC. A bit weakly struck but showing the usual 
satiny luster. Green-gray patina covers each side. 

266 1912-D MS64 NGC. There are swirls of pastel colored iridescence 
over the upper obverse and near the lower right reverse of this oth¬ 
erwise golden-tan near-Gem. The toning is truly remarkable, and the 
eye appeal benefits further from the virtually distraction-free sur¬ 
faces. 

267 1912-S XF40 ANACS. Deep green-gray in patina with devices that 
still have rich detail despite 20 points of wear. Both sides have sev¬ 
eral individually trivial contact marks. The first S-mint Nickel issue, 
which easily has the lowest business strike mintage of the series. 

268 1912-S MS64 NGC. Like the similarly graded 1912-D Liberty 
Nickel in this sale, this otherwise golden-tan example displays swirls 
of pastel coloration on the obverse and near the lower reverse bor¬ 
der. The focal features are at least well struck, and we can find no 
singularly mentionable handling marks. 

PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 

269 1883 No Cents PR65 Cameo NGC. An important coin for proof 
type purposes, this lovely Gem is fully struck with appreciable 
cameo contrast. Pale-orange and tan-gray patina drifts toward the 
left borders. 

270 1883 With Cents PR64 NGC. Lightly toned and deeply mirrored in 
the fields. 

271 1883 With Cents PR64 NGC. Crisply impressed with glistening 
surfaces, there is a moderate planchet flaw (as produced) in the 
lower left obverse field. 

272 1884—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. Proof, Net PR50. The 

light, even toning helps to subdue the bnghtness of the cleaning and 
the numerous pinscratches around the date. 

273 1884 PR63 NGC. Whispers of orange-tan patina drift over the oth¬ 
erwise silver-gray surfaces of this seemingly undergraded example. 
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274 1885 PR64 NGC. An always-popular date, this proof representative 
is warmly toned in competing swirls of orange-tan and silver-gray 
colors. The strike is generally free of criticism. 

275 1886 PR63 ANACS. The well preserved surfaces have yellow-gray 
color. A well struck and seemingly conservatively graded example. 
There is a tiny planchet flaw near the border between stars 4 and 5. 
The second 8 in the date is recut on the upper outside loop. 

276 1886 PR64 NGC. Mottled tan colored patina is seen on both sides 
(mostly the obverse) of this originally preserved specimen. The focal 
features are fully brought up. 

277 1887 PR64 NGC. Moderately toned in streaky sandy-tan colors, the 
surfaces are nearly distraction-free with some unevenness of strike. 

278 1888 PR64 NGC. This smartly impressed near-Gem is lightly toned 
in otherwise iridescent shades that yield to sandy-tan patina through 
the center of the reverse. 

279 1889 PR65 NGC. Pastel-lilac and powder-blue shades add to the 
already impressive eye appeal of this bright, reflective specimen. 
Worthy of inclusion in a Gem quality type set. 

280 1890 PR64 NGC. Deeply mirrored with rich rose and lilac toning. 

281 1890 PR64 NGC. The otherwise dominant tan-gray toning scheme 
yields to brighter, powder-blue accents in select areas on the reverse. 
Struck from slightly misaligned dies—a rare feature for a proof. 

282 1891 PR63 NGC. Sharply struck in virtually all areas with a few 
wispy obverse contact marks and a small planchet void (as struck) in 
the field below Liberty’s chin. Lightly overlaid in pastel tinged iri¬ 
descence. 

283 1892 PR65 NGC. Lovely pastel-lilac and blue-gray iridescence con¬ 
firms the originality of this bright, well mirrored Gem. Perfect for 
proof type purposes. 

284 1893 PR64 NGC. Delicately patinated in pastel shades, the uni¬ 
formly reflective surfaces are sharply struck throughout. 

285 1894 PR64 NGC. Accurately graded at the PR64 level, the other¬ 
wise silver-gray surfaces exhibit monied tan colored patina over the 
lower obverse. 

286 1895 PR63 ANACS. Well struck with pale lavender and yellow pati¬ 
na. Both sides have a few unimportant contact marks that do not dis¬ 
tract. 


287 1896 PR66 NGC. With smooth surfaces and crisply impressed fea¬ 
tures, this colorfully patinated Gem belongs in an advanced collec¬ 
tion of Liberty Nickels. Population: 35 in 66, with only eight finer 
( 1 / 02 ). 

288 1897 PR62 ANACS. Iridescently toned with violet, gold, and elec¬ 
tric-blue patina The left ear of corn is softly detailed, but the strike 
is otherwise very sharp. The obverse has a few light handling marks. 
The reverse legends are strike doubled. 

289 1898 PR64 NGC. The otherwise evenly patinated. lilac-gray fea¬ 
tures exhibit blushes of golden-orange color at the upper and lower 
reverse rims. The strike is typically sharp for a specimen. 

290 1899 PR63 ANACS. The surfaces have pale gold and lavender pati¬ 
na. A few raised die lines (as struck) extend into the field from the 
left side of the neck of Liberty. The portrait has a few faint slide 
marks. 

291 1900 PR64 NGC. Streaks of pastel gold, lilac, and blue colors dec¬ 
orate the seemingly hairline-free surfaces. There are a few toning 
spots on the obverse. 

292 1901 PR64 NGC. Lightly toned in lilac-blue shades with reddish- 
orange rim accents, the smooth, bright surfaces have the look of an 
even higher grade. 

293 1902 PR62 ANACS. Gold and lilac colors intermingle on both 
sides. Well struck with only a few faint handling marks, but there are 
numerous small lavender spots. 


1903 PR66 NGC. Lovely pastel-lilac iridescence bathes the pristine 
surfaces of this simply exquisite Gem. There is not a single note¬ 
worthy blemish, and the devices are fully defined in all areas. 

1904 PR63 ANACS. A beautiful and well struck proof that has yel¬ 
low-gold and pastel lavender patina. The portrait has a couple of 
faint handling marks, but they do not reduce the pleasing eye appeal. 

1905 PR63 NGC. The otherwise iridescent toning scheme yields to 
mottled haziness in the center of the reverse. A few carbon flecks are 
noted on the obverse, most of which are well concealed in the den¬ 
ticles. 

1906 PR61 ANACS. A razor sharp example that has bright copper- 
gold patina. The obverse has a few lavender spots. There are a few 
light handling marks across the centers. 

1907 PR62 ANACS. A well struck example that has milky gray pati¬ 
na. There is a small lintmark (as struck) in the field in front of Lib¬ 
erty’s forehead. A pleasing coin despite a few faint handling marks 
on the reverse. The 1907 issue has the lowest mintage of the series. 

1907 PR65 ANACS. The milky tan patina turns rose, violet, and 
green colors when rotated under a light. A well struck and virtually 
pristine Gem. 

1908 PR64 ANACS. The left ear of com is softly struck, but the 
remainder of the devices are sharply defined. The apricot and laven¬ 
der patina is iridescent and original. A horizontal handling mark at 8 
o’clock on the reverse provides the only distraction. 

1909 PR64 ANACS. Richly toned with purple, gold, and violet col¬ 
ors. A well struck and beautifully preserved near-Gem. 

1910 PR65 NGC. Whispers of pastel-pink iridescence blend with 
golden-gray and powder-blue shades to present a lovely appearance 
of numismatic originality. There is not a single ill-defined feature on 
either side. 

1911 PR62 ANACS. The surfaces have original green, violet, and 
gold patina. A well struck and untroubled proof that is seemingly 
conservatively graded. 

1912 PR65 ANACS. The rich and variegated green, rose-purple, 
and lemon patina leaves a window of brilliance in the center of the 
obverse. A lovely and virtually unimprovable Gem. 

BUFFALO NICKELS 


1913 Type One MS66 PCGS. An exceptional Type One Nickel that 
is fully struck and highly lustrous with multicolored rainbow toning 
over each side. 

1913 Type One MS66 PCGS. Frosted mint luster characterizes this 
lovely, high grade Type One Nickel. Sharply struck, the surfaces are 
virtually untoned but close examination reveals light rose and lilac 
tinted patina over each side. 

1913-D Type One MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and immaculately pre¬ 
served with green-gray surfaces and a very good strike. There are 
heavy die cracks (as struck) through the denomination. Die cracks 
also bookend the legend LIBERTY on the obverse. 

1913 Type Two MS64 NGC. The borders have iridescent violet, 
green, and gold patina, while the centers are lavender-gray in color. 
While the centers of the devices are not fully struck, the surfaces are 
very well preserved. Struck from lightly clashed dies, which appear 
to give the Indian whiskers below his chin. 

1913-D Type Two MS63 PCGS. Well struck with subdued, smoky- 
gray surfaces. 

1913-D Type Two MS63 PCGS. The well preserved, lavender-gray 
surfaces have good luster. The strike is above average, with only 
minor weakness on the front shoulder of the bison. Struck from 
slightly rotated dies. 

1913-S Type Two MS62 PCGS. Both sides have deep yellow-green 
and pastel-violet patina. While the strike and luster are not excep¬ 
tional, the surfaces are immaculately preserved for the grade 
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312 1914-S—Corroded—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, the surfaces 
have pastel gray, violet, and gold patina, sharply struck and lustrous, 
lightly corroded near the nose of the Indian; and a 1938-D MS64 
ANACS, OMM-4, there is a hint of extra metal within the mintmark, 
lustrous with a very good strike and banana-yellow patina, a lovely 
near-Gem. (Total; 2 coins) 

313 1915-D MS61 ANACS. Lustrous with lavender and gold patina. A 
typically struck example that has a filled mintmark and a few minor 
abrasions on the hide of the bison. 

314 1915-D MS63 PCGS. The lavender-gray devices are complemented 
by lustrous, pale green fields. Typically struck, but the surfaces are 
extremely well preserved for the grade. 

315 1915-D MS64 PCGS. Both sides of this golden-gray example are 
rather well defined for the type. A nice Choice quality representative 
of an issue that is difficult to locate as a Gem. 

316 1916 MS64 PCGS. Beautiful rose and lilac toning covers both sides 
of this lustrous, sharply struck near-Gem. 

317 1916 MS65 PCGS. With smooth surfaces and sharp striking defini¬ 
tion, this P-mint example would do justice to a Gem quality type set. 
Streaks of orange-tan, powder-blue, and lilac-gray patina drift over 
both sides. 

318 1916-D MS62 NGC. Fully struck on the obverse with gray-olive 
toning over each side. 

319 1916-D MS63 PCGS. The yellow-gray surfaces are lustrous and 
well preserved. A nicely struck example of this early better date. 

320 1917 MS64 PCGS. Warm, original, olive-gray toning blankets the 
boldly impressed features of this attractive near-Gem. 

321 1919-S AU55 PCGS. The devices and fields have lavender-gray 
patina, with blushes of greenish-brown color on the reverse. A typi¬ 
cally struck example that has good luster and pleasing surfaces. A 
scarce branch mint issue. 

322 1919-S AU58 NGC. Abundant luster shines through the rich green- 
gray and gold patina. The centers are sharply defined, while the 
lower half of the date is slightly weakly struck. The surfaces are 
completely problem free. A pleasing example of this conditionally 
rare issue. 

323 1926-D XF40 PCGS. The predominantly lavender devices have a 
hint of violet color, while the fields have rich golden-brown patina. 
Some mint luster remains, but the bison has obvious high point wear. 
The mintmark is legible although worn. The devices have a few triv¬ 
ial contact marks. Struck from slightly rotated dies. 

324 1926-D MS63 ANACS. Weakly struck, as usual, each side is bright 
and lustrous and there is just the slightest hint of rose and lilac ton¬ 
ing present. A scarce issue and worthwhile in this grade. 

325 1926-S VF30 ANACS. The predominantly silver-gray surfaces have 
some charcoal patina that outlines the devices. A problem free exam¬ 
ple with a sharp date and only the tip of the hom merged into the 
bison’s hairdo. The 1926-S Nickel is the only issue in the series with 
a mintage of less than 1 million pieces. 

326 1927 MS65 PCGS. Pleasing golden tinged patina overlays the lus¬ 
trous, satiny features of this high quality representative. Well defined 
with no bothersome blemishes. 

327 1927-D MS63 ANACS. Dove-gray toning envelops the surfaces 
with flickers of olive-tan color intermixed over both sides. Well 
struck in the centers. 

328 1928-D MS64 PCGS. The otherwise golden-gray surfaces exhibit 
streaks of tan patina over the upper obverse. The strike is not full, 
but most features are uncommonly well detailed for the series. 

329 1929-S MS64 NGC. Light rose and lilac toning covers each side 
with flashy underlying mint luster. Well struck. 


330 1929-S MS65 PCGS. This boldly detailed example is fully Gem in 
quality with nary a distracting blemish to report. The reverse is a lit¬ 
tle more vibrant with golden patination, while the obverse exhibits a 
silver-gray sheen. 

331 1929-S MS65 PCGS. Although appearing silver-gray at indirect 
angles, the surfaces reveal pleasing orange-gold iridescence on the 
obverse. The strike is sufficiently bold, especially on the reverse, and 
there are no abrasions or carbon spots of note. 

332 1930-S MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

333 1930-S MS64 PCGS. Yellow-green fields complement the lilac 
devices. Lustrous with a typical strike and very clean surfaces. There 
are heavy horizontal die polish lines below PLURIBUS, as struck. A 
low mintage issue. 

334 1936 MS66 PCGS. Both sides are bright and essentially untoned 
with a hard, satiny finish. The strike is as close to full as one should 
expect for the type. 

335 1936-S MS66 PCGS. This pastel tinged Gem is bright with a hard, 
satiny sheen and razor sharp striking definition. 

336 1938-D Buffalo Nickel MS65 PCGS, the bright, satiny surfaces are 
delicately veiled in champagne-apricot iridescence; and a 1943-D 
Dime MS66 Full Bands PCGS, peripherally tinged in mottled tan 
hues with silver-lilac highlights in the centers. (Total: 2 coins) 

337 1938-D MS67 ICG. A lustrous Superb Gem that has light lime- 
green patina. A later die state that has some heavy die flow lines 
within the portrait. A seemingly unimprovable example. 

338 1938-D MS67 ICG. Lustrous and virtually pristine with a hint of 
lemon patina. The mintmark is lightly repunched. A wonderful 
Superb Gem. 

339 1938-D MS67 ICG. The lustrous surfaces have blushes of bright 
yellow-gold patina. A beautiful and essentially prist:ne Superb Gem. 

340 1938-D/S MS66 PCGS. Golden toned with fulsome mint luster and 
virtually blemish-free surfaces. An ever-popular overmintmark in 
the Buffalo Nickel series. 

JEFFERSON NICKELS 

341 1938-S MS67 NGC. Untoned and very clean. 

342 1939-D MS65 Five Steps ANACS. Reverse of 1938. A lustrous 
Gem with iridescent green-gold and lilac patina. The strike is very 
good, and the surfaces are well preserved. Both sides have a few car¬ 
bon flyspecks, and the lower right reverse has a pair of tiny russet 
spots. 

343 1943 Doubled Die MS65 ICG. Mostly untoned, the bright, silver- 
white surfaces are free of all but a few wispy obverse abrasions. A 
faint planchet streak (as struck) is seen over the right obverse. 

PROOF JEFFERSON NICKELS 

344 1938 PR65 ANACS, honey-gold patina, nearly pristine, 1939 PR65 
ANACS, iridescent violet and orange-gold color; 1939 PR65 
PCGS, milky-tan color and seemingly unimprovable surfaces; 1941 
PR65 NGC, streaky tan-brown patina; 1950 PR67 NGC, well 
struck with bright lemon patina; 1951 PR67 NGC, milky-gold color, 
there is a lamination (as struck) behind the portrait; 1952 PR67 
NGC, pale violet and gold patina; 1953 PR67 NGC, bright gold, 
rose, and yellow-green patina; and a 1954 PR67 PCGS, brilliant, 
expertly struck, and seemingly perfect. A good start towards the 
completion of a Philadelphia Mint proof short set. (Total: 9 coins) 

345 1939 PR65 ANACS. Reverse of 1940. The so-called “wavy steps” 
reverse variety. Light golden toning is seen over each side with good 
reflectivity in the fields. 

346 1953 PR68 NGC. Seemingly flawless with light golden toning over 
each side. 
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347 1954 PR69 NGC. Very light haziness is seen over surfaces that are 

essentially perfect and as struck. 

BUST HALF DIMES 


348 1829 AU58 ANACS. LM-4, R.3. This is a bright, semi-prooflike 
example with no evident toning. Sharply struck, the surfaces are a 
little scuffy from light circulation. 

349 1832 MS60 PCGS. V-9, LM-7. R.2. The fields have rich green-gray 
patina, while the devices have lilac color. Sharply struck with mod¬ 
erate luster. The surfaces are pleasing despite a tiny scratch in the 
field below the beak of the eagle. 

350 1833 AU55 ANACS. V-l, LM-10, R.l. A well struck example that 
has extensive bright luster that is broken only in the obverse field. 
The peripheral champagne-gold patina is attractive. The fields are 
lightly abraded. The 83 in the date leans closely together, and the 
second S in STATES is filled. 


351 1835 Large Date, Large 5C MS62 ANACS. V-3, LM-3, R.l. The 
rich lilac-gray surfaces betray green, rose, and cobalt-blue patina 
when rotated under a light. The strike and luster are good, and the 
coin is exceptionally well preserved for the grade. 

352 1835 Small Date, Small 5C MS61 PCGS. V-7, LM-10, R.l 
Exquisitely struck with clean surfaces and a hint of gold color across 
the reverse legends. The luster is bright but lacks intensity in the 
fields. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 


353 1838 No Drapery AU58 ANACS. Star 11 is strongly recut. The 
original golden-brown and aqua-green patina is pleasing. The 
obverse is well struck, while the reverse is slightly weak near 10 
o’clock. The reverse is lightly abraded, but the obverse is very clean. 

354 1840 Drapery AU50 PCGS. The deep lavender patina is accompa¬ 
nied by lighter silver-tan color where luster persists. The legends and 
devices have bright luster, and the details are sharp for the grade. 
There are no mentionable abrasions aside from a pair of pinscratch- 
es just below the upper right wreath. 

355 1845 MS62 ANACS. The deep peripheral cobalt-blue patina gives 
way to lighter bands of rose and golden-brown color. Well struck 
with good luster and a few wispy abrasions in the fields. Struck from 
strongly clashed dies. 

356 1846 Good 6 ANACS. The devices lack detail, but the legends and 
stars are clear. There is a pair of small contact marks below the 
wreath ribbon. A rare issue in all grades, as only 27,000 pieces were 
struck. 


357 1848 MS63 NGC. Sharply struck except for the ribbon that binds 
the wreath. The luster is good, and the fields are lightly abraded. A 
heavy die crack (as struck) bisects the reverse. Population: 7 in 63, 
23 finer (1/02). 

358 1854 Arrows MS63 NGC. Densely toned with green, violet, and 
gold patina. Well struck with modest luster and a well preserved 
obverse. There is a pinscratch below the denomination. The date is 
lightly repunched directly west, as photographed in the A1 Blythe 
reference for the series. 

359 1856 MS61 NGC. The golden-brown patina becomes more rich at 
the margins. A well struck and attractive example that has moderate 
luster. There is a minor scratch above the L in HALF. Struck from 
heavily clashed dies. 

360 1856 MS63 NGC. The periphery has iridescent golden-brown and 
yellow-green color, while the centers have dusky lavender color. The 
strike is very good, and the borders have bright luster. There are a 
few trivial abrasions in the field above the denomination. The 5 in 
the date is recut. 

361 1857 MS62 NGC. The borders have dense cobalt-blue and purple- 
brown patina. The strike and luster are good, and the surfaces are 
clean for the grade. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 


1857 MS63 NGC. Richly toned with grape-purple and electric-blue 
patina. Well struck except for the right side stars. A nice coin for the 
grade. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

1857 MS63 PCGS. Richly toned with sea-green and rose-violet 
patina. A lustrous, nicely shuck, and problem free example. Struck 
from heavily clashed dies. 

1858 MS63 PCGS. A well struck and immaculately preserved 
example that has subdued luster and milky yellow-gray patina. 
Struck from heavily clashed dies. 

1858-0 MS64 PCGS. A high mintage O-mint Half Dime, the 1858- 
0(1.6 million pieces produced) is relatively easy to obtain in grades 
up to and including the present level of preservation. This is a pleas¬ 
ingly original near-Gem with antique-copper and lavender-gray ton¬ 
ing in the centers, electric-blue peripheral accents, and streaks of 
near-brilliance over the lower obverse. Well struck for the type with 
no singularly mentionable abrasions. 

1859 MS63 PCGS. V-4. The date is strongly repunched on the bases 
of the digits. Gorgeously toned with violet, golden-brown, aqua- 
green, and electric-blue patina. The lower left stars and upper left 
wreath are softly shuck. The fields have a few wispy and trivial 
abrasions. Population: 21 in 63, 52 finer (3/02). 

1860 MS65 NGC. A strong candidate for inclusion in a first-year 
type set, this softly frosted Gem is tinged in delicate pastel irides¬ 
cence that appears to drift toward the denticles. Fully impressed with 
few abrasions of any size. 

1862 MS64 NGC. Densely toned with blue-violet and purple-laven¬ 
der patina. Lustrous despite the rich colors, with a sharp strike and 
pleasing surfaces. Shuck from lightly clashed dies. 

1871 MS62 NGC. The surfaces have rich grape-purple and electric- 
blue patina. The strike and luster are good, but there is a pinscratch 
below the wreath. A few minor contact marks are also noted. 

1871 MS64 NGC. The golden-brown and aqua-blue patina is most 
intense at the borders. Shuck from heavily clashed dies. The strike 
is very good, and the luster is full. There is a faint slide mark below 
the E in AMERICA, with the surfaces otherwise nicely preserved. 

BUST DIMES 


1827—Damaged—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. JR-11, R.2. 
The devices have numerous faint scratches, apparently performed by 
somebody who had too much time on his hands. Gray and lavender 
patina dominates the surfaces, with some green-gray color where 
luster persists. Lightly worn, but with sharp plumage details on the 
eagle’s neck. 

1831—Environmental Damage—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. JR-1, R.l. The borders have crusty charcoal patina, while the 
centers have attractive slate-gray color. The obverse field has a few 
faint slide marks. Sharply struck with considerable luster on the 
devices. Struck from slightly rotated dies. 

1833 AU53 PCGS. JR-5, R.l. Richly toned in rose and green-gold 
patina. The fields have a few faint abrasions that do not reduce the 
eye appeal. The knob of the second 3 in the date appears to be recut. 
Sharply detailed with a hint of rub. An attractive and original exam¬ 
ple. Struck from rotated dies. 

1835 AU58 ANACS. JR-1, R.l. Attractively and originally toned 
with most of the original mint luster still intact. This piece looks very 
much like a Gem at first glance. 

SEATED DIMES 


1837 No Stars—Fields Tooled, Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, 
Net VF30. The fields have been extensively tooled, and have blue 
and green-gold color. Struck from lightly clashed dies. A short lived 
type. 

1853 Arrows MS62 ICG. This BU example is richly toned in 
cobalt-blue and lavender colored shades. Neither side reveals any 
outwardly distracting abrasions, but the luster is too subdued to war¬ 
rant a higher grade. Well struck throughout. 
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377 1857 MS63 PCGS. A well struck example that has dusky lavender 
patina. The surfaces are certainly pleasing for the grade. Struck from 
lightly clashed dies. Population: 49 in 63, 44 finer (3/02). 

378 1858 MS60 PCGS. A well struck and untoned example that has 
extensive luster and a few wispy slide marks. Struck from lightly 
clashed dies. 

379 1858 MS64 NGC. This is a mostly satin textured near-Gem with 
light golden tinged patina. Due to a relatively large mintage of 1.5 
million pieces, the 1858 is a prized coin among type collectors. 

380 1862 MS64 NGC. While not sharply struck, this lustrous example 
has attractive peripheral golden-brown, violet, and cobalt-blue pati¬ 
na. The obverse has been struck from a lightly clashed die. The 
fields have a few unimportant luster grazes. 

381 1871 MS66 NGC. This is a Condition Census representative of this 
P-mint Seated Dime with an original mintage of 907,710 pieces. 
Both sides are richly frosted, although modest hints of brightness are 
noted in the fields at certain angles. Warm golden patina overlays 
both sides and highlights the razor sharp striking definition. NGC 
and PCGS combined have seen just seven coins in MS66, and there 
are none finer. 

382 1875-CC Mintmark Above Bow MS63 PCGS. Both sides have 
rich lilac-gray patina. Sharply struck with modest luster and a few 
faint handling marks in the obverse field. The mintmark is widely 
spaced, and the first C is noticeably lower in the field than is the sec¬ 
ond C. The reverse has several wispy die cracks, as struck. 

383 1875-S Mintmark Above Bow MS63 NGC. Softly struck, the sur¬ 
faces are bright and there is a significant accumulation of golden- 
brown and cobalt-blue toning around the peripheries. 

384 1876 MS63 NGC. Hazy lilac-gray and blue toning covers both sides 
of this well struck Dime. 

385 1880 MS64 PCGS. Richly toned with aqua-blue, russet, and gold¬ 
en-brown patina. The strike is very good, the luster is mildly 
prooflike, and the fields have only a few wispy abrasions. Only 
36,000 pieces were struck. 

386 1883 MS62 NGC. Rose and aqua-blue toning give this piece con¬ 
siderable eye appeal for an MS62. 

387 1885 MS62 NGC. Richly toned with purple-brown and cobalt-blue 
patina that lightens in the centers. The strike is very good, and the 
surfaces are relatively clean for the grade. An attractive and problem 
free example. 

388 1885 MS64 NGC. Untoned on the reverse, the obverse displays gor¬ 
geous, concentric circles of electric-blue and crimson-gold colors 
around the border. A fully original example with the eye appeal of a 
Gem. 

389 1885-S AG3 ANACS. The obverse legends are complete and legi¬ 
ble, but the reverse rim has worn into much of the wreath. Only 
43,690 pieces were struck, with few examples set aside by collectors 
of the day. 

390 1887 MS64 NGC. Originally toned with rich green-gray patina. The 
strike is sharp, and the coin has good luster. The reverse is especial¬ 
ly well preserved. There is a pair of small planchet flaws (as struck) 
on the right side of the denomination. The reverse periphery is rid¬ 
dled with die cracks, as struck. 

391 1887 MS64 NGC. Densely toned with original green-gray, violet, 
and golden-brown patina. An immaculately preserved near-Gem that 
has moderate luster and a typical strike. 

392 1889 MS62 ANACS. Both sides have vivid swirls of burnt-orange 
and aqua-blue color. Well struck aside from a couple of wheat 
grains. A nicely preserved and mildly prooflike example that has 
wavy lines (as struck) from die clash on each side. 

393 1891 MS62 NGC. The borders have bright electric-blue, rose, and 
yellow-gold patina. The strike is very sharp aside from a few grains 
of wheat. A lustrous representative of this final year issue. The fields 
have faint abrasions that are consistent with the grade. 


PROOF SEATED DIMES 

394 1859 PR64 PCGS. A well struck near-Gem that has a hint of lemon- 
olive patina. Intense inspection reveals only the faintest handling 
marks. There is a small planchet flaw on the left elbow. 

395 1869 PR63 PCGS. Rather deeply toned in olive-charcoal shades, 
the surfaces are boldly, if not sharply struck in all areas. 

396 1873 No Arrows, Closed 3 PR64 PCGS. All 1873 proof Dimes of 
the No Arrows type display a Closed 3 in the date. This fully defined 
example is richly toned in charcoal-gray shades that mute the proof 
finish a little. Certain angles do, however, reveal iridescent, pastel 
tinged undertones 

397 1873 Arrows PR64 PCGS. This is an attractive example that would 
fit comfortably into a near-Gem type set. Warm crimson-gold irides¬ 
cence overlays the obverse with lighter, dove-gray shades on the 
reverse. Were it not for a few hairlines in the lower reverse field, this 
pleasingly reflective example would probably warrant a full Gem 
grade. 

BARBER DIMES 

398 1892 MS62 PCGS. Rich olive-green patina dominates the obverse, 
while the reverse has dense lilac color. Well struck with a nearly 
pristine reverse and a few unimportant luster grazes on the obverse. 
The lower right bust tip has a die break (as struck) with extra metal 
to the upper right of the date. 

399 1894-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Silver-gray 
in color with generally sharp details and lightly abraded surfaces. 
The devices have moderate luster. There is a brief curve of extra 
metal directly below the mintmark. One of the key dates of the 
series. 

400 1897-S AU50 ANACS. Deeply toned with lavender and gray-green 
patina. Luster persists at the borders and on the devices. A sharply 
detailed example that has pleasing surfaces. The mintmark appears 
to be lightly repunched directly east. 

401 1899 MS61 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck example that has 
light peripheral lemon-brown patina. The surfaces are pleasing for 
the grade despite a minor pinscratch in the upper right obverse field. 

402 1900-0—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
Moderately toned. 

403 1900-0 AU53 ANACS. A bit softly struck but bright overall with 
just a bit of light toning around the margins. 

404 1900-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. The medi¬ 
um gray centers deepen to golden around the margins and the effects 
of the cleaning are not obvious at first glance. 

405 1900-0 AU55 ANACS. Lustrous, lightly toned, and well struck. 

406 1902 MS63 PCGS. Both sides are richly toned and, were it not for 
somewhat deficient luster, the smooth surfaces would probably war¬ 
rant a finer grade. 

407 1905-S VF30 NGC. Original medium gray patina with deeper char¬ 
coal accents around the devices. 

408 1907-S MS60 ANACS. The borders have cobalt-blue patina, while 
the centers have blushes of grape-purple color. Well struck with 
modest luster and pleasing surfaces for the grade. The mintmark is 
repunched, but does not match the photograph in Wexler/Miller. 
There is a trio of tiny planchet flaws (as struck) in the lower obverse.

The peripheries have rich violet-brown and 
aqua-green color. A lustrous and well struck Dime that has a pleas¬ 
ing reverse. A few very faint slide marks on the cheek are all that 
prevents an even higher grade. A deceptively scarce issue. Popula¬ 
tion: 21 in 63, 40 finer (1/02). 

411 1911-S MS66 PCGS. A handsomely toned Dime, the surfaces col¬ 
ored to a neutral silver-gray, darker at the peripheries. A warm 
orange glow from the original luster shines through this covering. 
Although PCGS has graded 31 in MS66, only four have been grad¬ 
ed higher (3/02). 

412 1912-S MS63 NGC. Bright mint luster with deeper tonal qualities. 
Sharply struck. 

413 1913-S—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
The devices and legends have bright luster. There is a band of gold¬ 
en-brown patina at the bottom of the reverse. The obverse has sev¬ 
eral very tiny digs, and there are a few wispy abrasions on each side. 
A better date that one of the lowest mintages of the series. 

414 1913-S MS64 NGC. A lustrous and well struck near-Gem that has 
attractive gold and violet peripheral patina. A lovely near-Gem of 
this popular low mintage issue. Population: 18 in 64, 24 finer (1/02). 

415 1914 MS63 PCGS. Lightly toned with faint speckles of green-gray 
patina. A well struck and lustrous Dime that has remarkably clean 
surfaces for the grade. 

Lightly toned with a clean reverse and a few 
trivial contact marks on the portrait. Well struck with very good lus¬ 
ter.

486 1946-S Dime MS67 NGC, dusky lilac-gray and cobalt-blue patina, 
faint scratch on the cheek, the torch is not fully struck; and a 1962- 
D Half Dollar MS64 Full Bell Lines ANACS, some streaky tan 
color, lustrous with a good strike, a pleasing near-Gem. (Total: 2 
coins) 

487 1949 MS67 PCGS. Rich, mottled, steel-gray and crimson-orange 
Mint Set toning confirms the originality of this pristine Roosevelt 

488 1952-S MS67 PCGS. This is a beautiful, original Superb Gem with 
mottled crimson-russet peripheral toning that is most vibrant at the 
left reverse border.

491 1875 PR66 NGC. The premier proof issue in the short-lived Twen¬ 
ty Cent series, the 1875 was produced to the extent of 2,790 pieces. 
A respectable total for the era, this issue is still, however, elusive at 
the finer levels of preservation. An uncommonly well preserved 
Gem, the obverse displays medium intensity dove-gray patina with 
splashes of steel-blue undertones around the periphery. The reverse 
is more extensively toned in antique-copper colors with bright elec¬ 
tric-blue undertones. A lone contact mark in the lower right obverse 
field is the only mentionable blemish. (See Color Photo) 

BUST QUARTERS 

492 1818—Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. B-10, 
R.6. A rare variety, but the fields have been extensively tooled and 
cleaned. The blue-purple and golden-brown patina is suspect as well. 
The devices are sharply detailed. 

493 1822 VG10 ANACS, B-l, High R.3, the brown-gray patina is lighter 
on the devices than in the fields, LIBERTY is sharp, there are a few 
light and faded pinscratches; 1898-S—Surface Residue—ANACS, 
AU Details, Net XF40, the ‘surface residue’ is apparently a refer¬ 
ence to the thick yellow-green patina that outlines the devices, the 
obverse has a few minor scratches: and a 1914-S Fine 12 ANACS, 
predominantly gray in color with peripheral russet patina and a few 
speckles of green-gold, LIBERTY is nearly full, problem free. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

494 1835 AU58 ANACS. B-3, R.4. A scarce variety that has a pair of 
prominent raised die lines that pass through the lower two arrow¬ 
heads. "Hie reverse border has attractive gold and violet patina. The 
reverse is well struck, while the obverse lacks crisp details within the 
star centrils. The fields are lightly abraded, and the peripheries have 
bright mint luster. 

495 1835 AU58 NGC. B-7, R.2. Both sides have rich yellow-green and 
lavender patina. Luster clings to the devices. A well struck example 
that has a lightly abraded obverse and a pleasing reverse. 

SEATED QUARTERS 

496 1841-0 MS64 PCGS. Discovered in 1982, the New Orleans Hoard 
contained numerous Mint State examples of this early O-mint Seat¬ 
ed Quarter. Most of the coins in that hoard are, however, lackluster 
and/or corroded, and this issue is still a significant rarity in the finer 
Mint State grades. This olive-gold representative is a little softly 
struck in a few areas with smooth, nearly Gem quality surfaces. A 
couple of swirls of charcoal color are noted in the reverse field. NGC 
and PCGS combined have seen just six coins in MS64, with a mere 

. three finer (1/02). (See Color Photo) 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the March 7, 2002 Pobulation Rebort from PCQS;

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497 1844—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. The reverse has 
many heavy die cracks (as struck) that form retained cuds. Unnatu¬ 
rally prooflike due to a harsh cleaning. The fields have a purple 
color, while the devices are brilliant. 

498 1850 AU55 ANACS. A bright and lightly toned Seated Quarter that 
has considerable mint luster across the devices. From a good strike, 
but the fields are moderately abraded and there is a minor scratch on 
the the eagle’s shield. 

499 1851-0 Good 4 ANACS. The rich golden-brown and violet patina 
is original and attractive. A well worn Seated Quarter. However, 
BERT in LIBERTY is clear, and all other legends are complete. Both 
sides have a few minor pinscratches, the most notable of which is 
across the neck of Liberty. A low mintage, rare, and underappreciat¬ 
ed issue. For example, NGC has a total population in all grades of 
just 8 pieces. 

500 1853 Arrows and Rays MS62 ANACS. The surfaces are clean on 
this popular one-year type, but the luster is subdued. Lightly and 
evenly toned with strong striking definition. 

501 1854 Arrows AU58 ANACS. Brilliant except around the margins, 
with good remaining luster and clean features. 

502 1855 Arrows AU50 ANACS. Deep golden-rose and cobalt-blue ton¬ 
ing covers each side of this original coin. 

503 1862 MS62 PCGS. The golden-brown and cobalt-blue peripheral 
patina is highly attractive. Lustrous and well struck, with a faint slide 
mark in the upper left obverse field. Population: 17 in 62, 70 finer 

(3/02). 

504 1876-CC MS61 PCGS. Sharply struck with light, even, subdued 
gray toning. 

505 1876-S MS64 ANACS. Essentially untoned in the centers, the 
peripheries are layered in charcoal-gray shades with some mottled 
copper-tan color intermingled on the reverse. A sharply struck coin 
for near-Gem type purposes. 

506 1878-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Sharply 
struck and clean overall but the surfaces are dull from cleaning. The 
1878 is the final year of Quarter Dollar production from the Carson 
City Mint. 

507 1889 MS66 NGC. From an original mintage of just 12,000 business 
strikes comes this fully frosted, premium quality Gem. Fully struck 
in all areas, the surfaces are dusted in pale-gold iridescence. There 
are no abrasions of note. (See Color Photo) 

508 1891 MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck with deep russet and cobalt- 
blue toning surrounding the devices. 

BARBER QUARTERS 

509 1892 MS61 ANACS. Both sides have dusky-lavender, golden- 
brown, and cobalt-blue patina. Type One reverse. Well struck with 
good luster and a very clean reverse. The obverse has a few light 
slide marks across the cheek. 

510 1892 MS63 PCGS. The 8 in the date is repunched, with a secondary 
curved remnant southeast of the primary 8. The variety is No. 106 in 
David Lawrence’s Complete Guide to Barber Quarters. Type Two 
reverse. Well struck and lustrous with light olive patina. The reverse 
is seemingly pristine, while the reverse has a few faint slide marks. 

511 1892-S AU50 ANACS. The surfaces have wisps of golden-brown 
patina. The devices have bright luster and only a hint of wear. The 
obverse has a few unimportant contact marks. A better date that has 
a mintage below 1 million pieces. 

512 1893-0 MS63 NGC. This O-mint issue is scarce in all Mint State 
grades. The present example is well defined in virtually all areas 
with a mostly even overlay of steel-lilac patina. There is an area of 
disturbance in the right obverse field. 


513 1896-0—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. The surfaces 
have a minutely granular texture, perhaps due to a brief encounter 
with baking soda. The borders have hints of yellow-green patina. A 
much better date. 

514 1897 MS64 PCGS. The rich purple and gray-green patina is unques¬ 
tionably original. A well struck near-Gem that has good luster and 
very impressive surfaces. The reverse has a few raised lines from die 
clash, as struck. Population: 31 in 64, 18 finer (3/02). 

515 1897-S VF25 ANACS. The peripheral green-gray patina accompa¬ 
nies the lilac tinged devices. The reverse has a few faded pin- 
scratches. LIBERTY is complete, and the horizontal shield lines are 
fully separated. A low mintage key date. 

516 1898 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with dusky green, gray, 
and purple-violet patina. There is a trio of small tear-shaped planchet 
flaws within the stars above the eagle’s head. A pleasing near-Gem 
that has unquestionably original color. 

517 1898 MS64 PCGS. Both sides are lightly toned with blushes of tan- 
gold color. A lustrous near-Gem that has a razor sharp strike. The 
reverse is nearly pristine, but the obverse is also well preserved. Pop¬ 
ulation: 34 in 64, 35 finer (3/02). 

518 1904 MS63 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with seemingly pris¬ 
tine fields and wisps of light golden-brown patina. There is a faint 
but lengthy vertical pinscratch on the cheek. Population: 34 in 63, 39 
finer (1/02). 

519 1907-0 MS61 NGC. This original example is toned in copper-gray 
shades with streaks of olive colored patina on the reverse. Some 
other colors are noted around the peripheries of this moderately 
abraded and somewhat subdued representative. 

520 1908-0 MS64 NGC. Brilliant except for a hint of lemon color. A 
lustrous and sharply struck near-Gem that has a nearly pristine 
reverse. The obverse rim has a recessed area (as struck) at 7 o’clock. 
Population: 51 in 64, 21 finer (1/02). 

521 1915 AU58 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with almost all the original mint 
luster still intact. 

522 1915 MS64 ICG. Orange colored iridescence overlays both sides 
and lightens somewhat on the reverse. The strike is uncommonly 
sharp for the type, and the luster quality is solid for the near-Gem 
grade level. 

523 1916 MS63 ANACS. A lustrous and sharply struck representative 
that has dusky grape-purple patina. The reverse is beautifully pre¬ 
served, while the obverse has a few faint slide marks. 

524 1916-D MS62 ANACS. Very lightly toned with dusky lemon color. 
A lustrous, sharply struck, and seemingly conservatively graded 
example of this final year issue. 

PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

525 1894 PR64 Cameo NGC. A generally brilliant example that has a 
few speckles of gold patina on the portrait. An exquisitely struck 
near-Gem that has a well preserved reverse and pleasing cameo sur¬ 
faces. There is a tiny planchet flaw (as struck) on the cheek. Just 972 
proofs were struck, and most of the survivors lack cameo contrast. 
Population: 1 in 64, 12 finer (1/02). 

526 1901 PR60 ANACS. A sharply struck coin that has light olive pati¬ 
na. The obverse field is moderately abraded. Die polish (as struck) 
has eliminated some of the portrait below the ear. There is a dot of 
extra metal within the lower loop of the 9 in the date. Only 813 
pieces were struck. 
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STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

527 1917 Type One MS63 PCGS. Although not designated as such, this 
coin appears to possess Full Head definition. The surfaces are a tri¬ 
fle lackluster beneath rich orange-copper toning. 

528 1917 Type One MS65 Full Head PCGS. A well struck and lustrous 
Gem that has a blush of golden-brown patina. The surfaces are inor¬ 
dinately free of abrasion. Liberty has a spike from her neck due to 
die clash, as struck. 

529 1917-D Type One MS63 Full Head PCGS. Lustrous and exquis¬ 
itely struck with gorgeously preserved surfaces. A seemingly con¬ 
servatively graded example. 

530 1917-S Type One—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
Retoned in not unattractive lilac-gray toning, the surfaces are free of 
singularly mentionable distractions. 

531 1917 Type Two MS63 Full Head PCGS. Mostly brilliant with an 
outline of charcoal around the devices. 

532 1917-D Type Two AU58 PCGS. Lightly toned around the margins. 

533 1918-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. The light 
and attractive toning that is seen over each side helps to subdue the 
effects of the cleaning. 

534 1919 MS66 PCGS. Light, streaky toning covers both sides of this 
lustrous and obviously original example. Well, but not fully struck 
on Liberty’s head. Population: 61 in 66, 12 finer (3/02). 

535 1923 MS66 PCGS. Well struck except for the sprigs on Liberty’s 
helmet. A lustrous, brilliant, and remarkably well preserved Gem 
that has outstanding eye appeal. 

536 1926-D MS63 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, but weakly defined on 
Liberty’s head. 

537 1927 MS63 NGC. Attractively toned and lustrous but not quite fully 
struck. 

538 1927 MS64 ANACS. Rich, original, crimson-russet toning is seen in 
most of the peripheral areas with alternating near-brilliance and 
antique-gold colors toward the centers. Well frosted with no singu¬ 
larly bothersome abrasions. 

539 1927-S VF25 PCGS. Unnaturally bright with deep gray accents of 
color around the devices. This key issue is desirable in all grades. 

540 1927-S VF30 ANACS. Richly toned with tobacco-brown and russet 
colors. The reverse has a few light contact marks. A circulated but 
problem free example of this popular low mintage key date. 

541 1928-D MS66 PCGS. Highly lustrous and showing just the slight¬ 
est bit of toning on each side. Weakly defined on Liberty’s head, 
though. Population: 45 in 66, 1 finer (3/02). 

542 1928-S MS65 NGC. The margins have bright lime-green and gold 
patina. A lustrous example that is sharply struck except for the cen¬ 
ter of Liberty’s head. An exceptionally well preserved Gem. 

543 1928-S MS64 Full Head PCGS. Well struck except for the waist of 
Liberty. A lustrous and nicely preserved near-Gem that has a whis¬ 
per of russet and green patina. 

544 1929 MS62 ANACS. The deep violet, gold, and green patina does 
not subdue the strong luster. Nicely struck and not too far from a Full 
Head designation. The surfaces are very pleasing for the grade. 

545 1929 MS63 Full Head ANACS. Very sharply struck throughout but 
somewhat lackluster. 

546 1929-D—Scratched Reverse—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Brilliant with good mint luster, there is a scratch on the lower reverse 
just below the eagle. 

547 1929-D MS62 ANACS. Lustrous with slight peripheral toning. 


1929-S MS65 ANACS. While not technically a Full Head Quarter, 
the detail on Liberty’s head is very close to complete. Each side is 
toned in deep, mottled patches of sea-green, russet, and scarlet-rose 
with significant portions of original brilliance still in evidence as 
well. 

1929- S MS63 Full Head PCGS. The borders have a hint of olive- 
green patina. A nicely struck example that has flashy luster and rel¬ 
atively clean surfaces. 

1930 MS64 Full Head NGC. Richly toned with rose-gold and 
lavender patina. A lustrous near-Gem that has a sharp strike and vir¬ 
tually pristine fields. The final year of the series. 

1930 MS64 Full Head PCGS. A lustrous and sharply struck near- 
Gem that has faint lime-green patina. The obverse is especially well 
preserved, although the reverse is also pleasing. 

1930- S MS65 ANACS. The letter E from E PLUR1BUS UNUM is 
die clashed (as struck) left of the knee of Liberty on the obverse. 
Lustrous and well preserved with milky-gray and gold patina. The 
strike is above average, and comes close to a Full Head designation. 

WASHINGTON QUARTERS 


1932 MS65 PCGS. The periphery has hints of russet and tan-brown 
patina. A lustrous Gem that is well struck with immaculately pre¬ 
served fields. 

1932 MS65 NGC. Dazzling mint brilliance covers both sides of this 
popular first-year issue. 

1932-S XF45 ANACS. Even pinkish-gray patina covers both sides 
of this always-popular key issue. Problem-free for the grade. 

1932-S MS61 ANACS. Bright and well struck with just the slight¬ 
est hint of color on each side. Scarce and important to Washington 
Quarter collectors in all grades. 

1934 Light Motto MS65 PCGS. Frosted mint luster and clean sur¬ 
faces characterize this scarce issue. Population: 55 in 65, 28 finer 
(3/02). 

1935 MS66 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

1935-D MS66 W NGC. A highly lustrous example of this scarcer 
issue from the 1930s. Quite a challenge so fine. Population: 50 in 66, 
4 finer (1/02). 

1935- S MS63 ANACS. Moderate golden-gray tinting overlays the 
bright, satiny surfaces of this relatively abrasion-free Select BU rep¬ 
resentative. There is some slightly deeper color around the reverse 
periphery. 

1936- S MS65 PCGS. Lightly overlaid in golden hues, the frosty fin¬ 
ished surfaces are expectantly abrasion-free for the Gem BU grade 
level. 

1936- S MS65 ANACS. Intensely lustrous with a light accent of 
peripheral toning on each side. 

1937- S MS64 NGC. Light, original golden-rose has no dampening 
effect on the underlying mint luster. 

1937- S MS66 NGC. Lustrous with variegated, multicolored toning 
splashed over each side. 

1938 MS65 PCGS. The bright mint luster shows just a bit of light 
color on the reverse. 

1938 MS66 NGC. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

1938- S MS65 PCGS. Untoned and lustrous. 

1938-S MS66 NGC. Sharply struck and brilliant with superior lus¬ 
ter characteristics. 

1939 MS66 NGC. Nearly flawless with glowing, satin-like surfaces. 
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570 1939 MS67 NGC. This high grade survivor is fully endowed with 
mint frost. The smooth surfaces are toned in light, mottled, golden- 
tan shades. 

571 1940-S MS65 PCGS; and a 1944-D MS66 PCGS. Both are brilliant 
and highly lustrous. (Total: 2 coins) 

572 1940-S MS66 NGC. Thick, frosted mint luster and untoned. 

573 1941 MS67 NGC. The thick mint frost is undisturbed by any notice¬ 
able abrasions and there is a rich accent of golden patina around each 
side. 

574 1941-D MS67 NGC. Sharply struck with shimmering mint bril¬ 
liance. 

575 1942-D MS67 NGC. Lustrous and nearly flawless with light gold¬ 
en-olive peripheral toning. 

576 1943 MS67 NGC. Intensely lustrous with light golden peripheral 
toning. 

577 1943-D MS67 NGC. Lustrous and problem-free, as the grade would 
indicate. Population: 117 in 67, 0 finer (1/02). 

578 1943-S MS67 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous with light golden 
toning at the top of the reverse. 

579 1944 MS67 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck with just the slight¬ 
est hint of color on each side. 

580 1944-D MS67 NGC. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

581 1944-S MS67 NGC. Highly lustrous with a few light flecks of pale 
blue patina on the obverse. 

582 1945-S MS67 NGC. Light speckled toning is seen over each side of 
the frosted, lustrous surfaces. 

583 1946 MS65 NGC; 1948-S MS66 NGC; 1952 MS65 NGC; and a 
1953 MS66 NGC. All coins are toned, some deeply, with no indi¬ 
vidually mentionable abrasions. (Total: 4 coins) 

584 1946-D MS67 NGC. Thick mint frost covers both sides, more sug¬ 
gestive of an S-mint actually, with light golden-brown toning over 
each side. 

585 1946-S MS65 W NGC, five examples, all of which are either 
untoned or lightly patinated in golden iridescence. One of the coins 
was struck from slightly striated dies with a moderately bright sheen 
overall. (Total: 5 coins) 

586 1946-S MS67 NGC. Thick mint frost with rich golden-brown 
peripheral toning. 

587 1947-D MS67 ICG. Highly lustrous with rich golden-olive toning 
on the obverse and a nearly brilliant reverse. 

588 1947-D MS67 NGC. Thick mint frost and showing just a hint of 
light patina on each side. 

589 1947-S MS67 NGC. Flashy and highly lustrous with smooth, 
unblemished surfaces. 

590 1948 MS66 NGC, a lustrous and well preserved Gem that has olive- 
gold patina, 1949 MS66 NGC, a brilliant and highly lustrous Gem, 
1951 MS66 NGC, speckles of golden-brown color, a few minor 
contact marks on the portrait; and a 1955 MS66 NGC, the devices 
have light contact marks, the obverse has several heavy die cracks, 
as struck. (Total: 4 coins) 

591 1948-S MS65 PCGS, splotchy charcoal and orange-tan toning is 
seen on the obverse; 1952 MS65 PCGS, both sides exhibit cham¬ 
pagne-apricot patina with swirls of richer color in a few peripheral 
areas; and a 1954-S MS66 PCGS, crimson-russet Mint Set toning 
confirms the originality of this fully frosted Gem. (Total: 3 coins) 

592 1948-S MS67 NGC. Mottled lilac-gray and tan colored patina is 
draped over richly frosted surfaces. This is a pristine near-Gem. 
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593 1950-S MS66 PCGS; 1952 MS66 PCGS; and a 1953 MS66 
PCGS. All examples display rich, multicolored, Mint Set toning. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

594 1953 MS66 NGC; 1954 MS66 NGC; 1955 MS66 PCGS; 1956 
MS66 PCGS; and a 1957 MS66 PCGS. With the exception of the 
final example, all coins display rich, mottled, Mint Set toning. A lot 
of fully lustrous, premium quality Gems. (Total: 5 coins) 

595 1953-D MS66 NGC, cheetah spots cover the obverse with a lighter, 
tamer reverse; 1958 MS66 W NGC, dazzling mint luster; and a 
1959 MS66 NGC, brilliant and lustrous. (Total: 3 coins) 

596 1953-S MS67 NGC. Intensely lustrous with a couple of specks of 
color in the center of the obverse. 

597 1954 MS65 NGC, five coins, all are untoned with smooth, Gem 
quality features. (Total: 5 coins) 

598 1954 MS65 NGC, five examples, the first displays a blush of tan iri¬ 
descence over the lower right reverse, the balance of the coins are 
untoned with frosty-white surfaces. (Total: 5 coins) 

599 1956 MS66 NGC; 1961 MS66 NGC; 1962 MS66 NGC; 1963 
MS66 NGC; and a 1964 MS66 NGC. The final two coins exhibit 
pale, mottled, tan tinged iridescence, the balance of the examples are 
frosty-white in sheen. All are free of bothersome abrasions. (Total: 5 
coins) 

600 1956-D MS66 Toned NGC. Densely toned with iridescent rose-vio¬ 
let, lime-green, and gold patina. Well struck with good luster and 
immaculately preserved surfaces. 

601 1958 MS67 PCGS. Beautifully toned, probably of mint set origin. 

PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

602 1953 PR68 Cameo PCGS. It is quite disarming to see cameo con¬ 
trast this sharp on a Quarter from 1953—not 1983 or 1993—but 
1953. Essentially a perfect coin and quite rare as such. Population: 
12 in 68, 0 finer (3/02). 

603 1954 PR67 Cameo PCGS. Very nicely contrasted with a pleasing, 
wide, but light ring of golden color around the peripheries. Popula¬ 
tion: 104 in 67, 27 finer (3/02). 

604 1956 PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. Exceptional quality and overall 
eye appeal, the mirrored fields are “black” against the snow-white 
devices. Population: 96 in 68, 31 finer (3/02). 

605 1957 PR68 Cameo NGC. Brilliant with modest cameo contrast pre¬ 
sent. 

606 1957 PR68 Cameo NGC. Smooth and untoned, this nicely con¬ 
trasted example is every bit the Superb Gem. 

607 1958 PR68 W Cameo NGC. Devoid of toning, the silver-white sur¬ 
faces are also free of grade-limiting blemishes. The frosted devices 
rise powerfully above the glassy fields. 

608 1959 PR68 Cameo PCGS. A moderately contrasted coin that has 
exceptionally deep mirrors in the fields. Population: 43 in 68, 3 finer 
(3/02). 

609 1963 PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. Brilliant and starkly contrasted on 
each side. 

610 1964 PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. Flashy and deeply mirrored with 
thick mint frost on the devices. An important date for both cameo 
collectors as well as collectors of the regular series as this is the final 
year of business strikes in 90% silver alloy. Population: 105 in 68, 
53 finer (3/02). 

611 1969-S PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. Astonishingly sharp cameo con¬ 
trast on each side with a pale accent of golden color around the mar¬ 
gins. Scarce. Population: 37 in 68, 23 finer (3/02). 
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612 1970-S PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. Brilliant and deeply mirrored 

with frosted white devices. Quite a scarce issue as such. Population: 
37 in 68, 14 finer (3/02).

615 1805 Good 6 ANACS. 0-104, R.4. The obverse is light gray while 
the reverse has a dark smudge of charcoal in the center of that side. 
The only auction record we know of for this variety in a comparable 
grade is a VG 8 coin sold by Superior in May 1992, which realized 
$110. 

616 1806 Pointed 6, No Stem VG8 ANACS. 0-109, R.l. The deep 
lavender fields accompany the light gray devices. There is a minor 
diagonal scratch across the eagle. There is a die crack (as struck) 
below the date. All peripheral legends are clear, but most of the let¬ 
ters in E PLURIBUS UNUM are worn smooth. 

617 1807 Draped Bust—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 15. 

0-105. R.2. This is a well centered coin with moderate wear that is 
most readily evident toward the centers. There are no sizeable han¬ 
dling marks, but both sides have been cleaned and retoned in deep 
charcoal color.

618 1807 Large Stars. 50 Over 20 Fine 15 ANACS. 0-112, R.l. Medi¬ 
um gray patina surrounds the devices with much lighter accents over 
the design features. 

619 1811 Small 8—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 0-112, 
R.4. A second and finer example of this elusive die marriage. Both 
sides are noticeably glossy from the cleaning with a steel-gray sheen 
that yields to gold highlights around the obverse periphery. There is 
bold definition over all but the highest points of the design 

620 1812 XF45 ANACS. 0-103, R.l. Deep golden-brown and cobalt- 
blue toning is seen intermittently around the devices. 

621 1814—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 0-107, R.2. 
The surfaces have been thoroughly smoothed and whizzed on both 
sides. Lightly toned and artificially lustrous. A small die break (as 
struck) at 12 o’clock on the obverse is not to be confused with a rim 
bruise. Struck from heavily clashed dies. 

622 1821 XF45 NGC. O-104a, R.2. The lavender-gray surfaces have 
ample bright luster that surrounds the devices. The obverse has a few 
light slide marks. There is a heavy die crack (as struck) above UNIT¬ 
ED STATES. Struck from slightly rotated dies. A problem-free 
example. 

623 1822—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 0-108, R.3. 
Sharply struck and mostly brilliant with light brown patina around 
the devices. 
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624 1822 AU53 ANACS. 0-106a, High R.3. The reverse die crack is not 
fully developed and all the way to STA in STATES. Very deeply 
toned with silvery-gray accents over the devices. 

625 1823 XF45 ANACS. 0-111a, R.2. Deep gray-olive toning with 
golden peripheries. The profile of Liberty shows strong doubling. 

626 1825 VF25 ANACS. 0-103, R.4. This is a relatively affordable rep¬ 
resentative of this elusive die variety whose otherwise lilac-gray sur¬ 
faces reveal bright orange undertones as the coin rotates under the 
light. The number of abrasions is minimal for a Half Dollar that saw 
this extensive wear, and the remaining definition is sufficiently bold 
for the VF level of preservation. 

627 1825—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 0-113, R.l 
The ANACS insert incorrectly attributes the variety as 0-104. The 
luster is flashy, but is not quite full. The obverse stars are flat, while 
the eagle’s plumage is sharply detailed. Brilliant with a few faint and 
wispy hairlines in the upper reverse field. The high points of the 
obverse have faint roller mark striations, as struck. 

628 1826—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. O- 

110. R.2. The borders have bright luster The stars are flatly struck, 
but the lower hair tresses are sharply detailed. Faintly hairlined with 
a shiny but unimportant hairline scratch from the portrait of Liberty 
to star 5. A lightly toned example. 

629 1826 AU55 ANACS. 0-109, R.l. A pleasing slate-gray representa¬ 
tive that has extensive bright luster and refreshingly clean fields. 
Sharply detailed except for a few star centrils. The eagle has a bold 
tongue on this variety. 

630 1827 Square Base 2 XF45 ANACS. 0-129, Low R.4. Original 
gray-golden toning. 

631 1827 Square Base 2—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
0-133, R.3. A very well struck example that has untoned and light¬ 
ly hairlined surfaces. The reverse luster is nearly full, while the 
obverse luster is broken in the field. Several of the stars are recut, 
and the reverse has been struck from a clashed die. 

632 1828 Square 2, Small 8s, Large Letters—Cleaned—ANACS. AU 
Details, Net AU50.0-110, R.2. Brilliant except for a blush of brown 
color in the upper obverse. Very lightly cleaned with bright periph¬ 
eral luster. The lower part of the eagle is not well struck, but there 
are generally sharp details elsewhere. Struck from slightly routed 
dies. 

633 1828 Square 2, Small 8s, Large Letters AU50 ANACS. 0-111. 
R.4. The borders have golden-brown and russet patina. The reverse 
luster is not far from complete. A nicely deuiled and attractive 
example. A scarce variety. Struck from slightly routed dies. 

634 1829—Cleaned—ANACS.AU Details, Net XF45, 0-105, R.l, the 
eagle is well struck, with less sharp deuils elsewhere, lightly toned 
with a few faint hairlines, the luster is extensive; 1832—Cleaned— 
ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, 0-116, R.3, attractive golden- 
brown and cobalt-blue patina, a good strike, a few hairlines, the 
arrowheads are crudely engraved (as struck); and an 1835—Cor¬ 
roded—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, 0-108, R.3, a patch of 
corrosion affects stars 4 through 7, the upper obverse has a heavy die 
crack, lustrous and unabraded, struck from slightly routed dies. 
(ToUl: 3 coins) 

635 1830 Small 0 AU50 ANACS. O-113, R.2. A brilliant example that is 
lustrous for the grade. The sUrs are sharply detailed, but the devices 
have a hint of rub. The fields have a few light luster grazes, but the 
surfaces on the whole are pleasing. The reverse has a pair of lengthy 
peripheral die cracks, as struck. 

636 1830 Small 0 AU55 PCGS. 0-118, R.3. Lightly toned with a hint of 
golden-brown patina. The eagle is richly deuiled, while the hair 
tresses are not quite sharply struck. The portrait has a few minor 
abrasions, but the fields are clean. The borders have bright luster. A 
somewhat scarce variety. 

637 1831 AU50 ANACS. 0-108, R.l. The borders have a hint of cham¬ 
pagne-gold color. The luster is bright and extensive. The obverse has 
a few faint slide marks, but the surfaces lack relevant abrasion. The 
strike is good but not quite sharp. A pleasing and problem free exam¬ 
ple. 
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638 1832 Small Letters AUS5 ANACS. 0-110, R.l. This variety is 
noted for the small spike at the peak of Liberty’s cap. A nicely struck 
example that has essentially full luster. Brilliant except for a few 
hints of cocoa-brown color. A few letters of the reverse peripheral 
legends are softly struck. 

639 1832 AU58 ANACS. 0-118, R.l. An original (and interestingly) 
toned coin that is sharply struck and retains most of the original mint 
luster. 

640 1832 AU58 ANACS. 0-111, R.l. Well struck, the brilliant surfaces 
show much original luster and are framed by golden-russet patina 
around the margins. 

641 1834 Small Date, Small Letters AU55 ANACS. 0-109, R.l. A 
lovely coin for the circulated date collector, the otherwise slate-gray 
surfaces exhibit mottled tan colored accents around the devices and 
rainbow colored rim accents on the obverse. A well centered, well 
struck, and nicely preserved Bust Half. 

642 1836 Lettered Edge AU58 PCGS. 0-120. R.3. A sharply detailed 
lavender-brown example that has moderate luster. The surfaces only 
have a few light abrasions. A pleasing example. 

REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLARS 


643 1837—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. JR-6. Deeply 
toned in charcoal and antique-copper hues, the surfaces are well 
detailed despite light wear. Problem-free for the grade with the 
exception of an indentation in the reverse field below the eagle’s 
right (facing) wing. 

644 1837 AU50 NGC. The borders have light grape-purple patina. A 
band of bright luster connects the reverse peripheral legends. A 
sharply detailed example that does not have any singularly mention- 
able abrasions. 

645 1837 AU50 PCGS. Only slight friction is seen over the highpoints 
of the devices and each side is covered with rich gray-lilac patina 
that deepens to blue around the peripheries. 

646 1837 AU53 NGC. The borders have rich and attractive green-gold 
patina. The obverse has a few faint slide marks. The reverse is struck 
from a clashed die, and has a heavy die crack (as struck) along the 
left periphery. Struck from rotated dies. 

647 1838—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. This is a rich¬ 
ly toned and blatantly original example that would fit nicely into a 
budget-minded type set. Both sides exhibit lavender-gray toning 
with flickers of orange-red color in the more protected areas. There 
are some moderate scratches in the right obverse field. 

648 1838—Whizzed, Artificially Toned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. Both sides have deep grape-purple patina, with cloudy tan 
color on the central reverse field. The reverse field has been exten¬ 
sively repaired. A sharply detailed example of this short-lived type. 

SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


649 1839 No Drapery VF35 PCGS. Silver-gray in color. Very sharply 
detailed for the grade, but there is a small dig in the field near Lib¬ 
erty’s profile, and she has a pinscratch across her raised arm. The 
reverse has several heavy die cracks, as struck. 

650 1840 Reverse of 1839 XF40 ANACS. The Reverse of 1839 has the 
smaller letters from that year. More obtainable than the medium let¬ 
ters and larger eagle design on the Reverse of 1838 Halves, but still 
a scarce and worthwhile issue in any grade. This piece has bright sil¬ 
very-gray and golden-rose toning over both sides and is rather indis¬ 
tinctly defined on the obverse. 



651 1842-0 Reverse of 1842 MS64 NGC. This is the more common of 
the two reverse varieties of the 1842-0 Half Dollar. Nevertheless, 
with a mintage of just 754,000 pieces and a poor rate of survival, the 
Reverse of 1842 is anything but common in Mint State. This coin is 
one of just four MS64 representatives known to NGC and PCGS, 
and there are just three coins finer (1/02). Both sides are richly toned 
in charcoal-lavender colors with some streaks of cobalt-blue around 
the reverse periphery. The strike is essentially complete, and what 
few abrasions are present are well concealed by the toning. (See 
Color Photo) 

652 1846-0 Medium Date AU55 ANACS. The aqua-green and russet- 
gold patina is original. The reverse is mildly prooflike. A well struck 
example that has moderately abraded fields. This issue is common in 
lower circulated grades, but is very elusive in Choice AU condition. 

653 1847-0 XF40 ANACS. Original medium gray patina covers both 
sides of this attractive XF 1847-0 Half. 

654 1848-0 AU58 ANACS. Dense violet-brown and gold patina 
envelopes both sides. The luster is subdued, but is not far from full. 
The devices are sharply detailed, but the stars are flatly struck. Most 
of the stars are recut. 

655 1853 Arrows and Rays—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF45. Richly detailed with ample luster, but the highpoints of the 
Seated Liberty have obvious rub. The surfaces have grape-purple 
and russet patina. The obverse is lightly hairlined, while the reverse 
does not appear to have been cleaned. Struck from lightly clashed 
dies. A one-year type. 

656 1853 Arrows and Rays AU50 ANACS. The borders have vivid 
speckled russet and yellow-green patina. The bright mint luster is 
broken only in the exposed obverse field. The E in STATES is recut. 
A problem free and lightly circulated example of this popular one- 
year type. 

657 1854 Arrows AU58 ANACS. Sharply struck with medium gray-rose 
toning. 

658 1858 AU55 NGC. A bit softly struck at the top of the obverse and 
bottom of the reverse, otherwise well defined. Mostly brilliant with 
an occasional fleck of golden here and there. A Choice AU No Motto 
Half. 

659 1858 MS61 PCGS. A lustrous example that has lightly abraded 
fields. The stars are softly struck, as is the lower half of the eagle. 
However, Liberty and the plumage of the eagle are well detailed. 
Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

660 1858-0 VF35 PCGS, originally toned with no apparent problems 
for the grade; and a 1957 PR66 NGC, rainbow colored iridescence 
is seen in most peripheral areas of this otherwise brilliant Gem. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

661 1858-0 AU58 ANACS. The remaining luster has a bright lime- 
green color, with champagne and lavender patina elsewhere. The 
fields have a few trivial abrasions from brief circulation. Richly 
detailed except for the centrils of the upper obverse stars. 

662 1858-S VF35 ANACS. Light gray patina covers both sides with 
deeper charcoal accents surrounding the devices. A scarcer No 
Motto Half. 

663 1859 XF40 PCGS. Deep charcoal-gray toning covers most of each 
side with silvery-gray accents over the devices. 

664 1867-S AU50 PCGS. Light, even toning covers both sides of this 
well struck S-mint Half. 

665 1868 AU58 NGC. A deeply and unusually toned example of this 
scarcer With Motto Half. 

666 1873 Arrows XF40 ANACS. Rich apricot-gray colors overlay even¬ 
ly worn features. There is quite a bit of striking definition remaining 
on both sides. 

667 1874 Arrows XF40 ANACS. Mottled tan-gray and dove-gray col¬ 
ors compete for dominance over both sides of this Extremely Fine 
representative. We can find no outwardly distracting abrasions. 
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668 1874 Arrows XF45 ANACS. With rich, lilac-gray toning and a 
pleasingly original sheen, this coin would fit nicely into a circulated 
type set. There are no outwardly distracting abrasions. 

669 1877—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. FS-007.5. 
This is the 1877/6 overdate, where the remains of a secondary 6 can 
clearly be seen on the surface of the upper horizontal bar of the sec¬ 
ond 7. Sometimes referred to as “surface doubling,” this is actually 
caused by repunching. The surfaces are dull gray and there are sev¬ 
eral deep scratches that radiate from the center of the obverse out 
into the right field. 

670 1877-CC AU58 NGC. Great value for some budget-minded collec¬ 
tor, this piece is mostly brilliant and sharply defined with most of the 
original mint luster still intact. 

PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLAR 


671 1870 PR65 PCGS. The 1870 has the highest mintage (1,000 pieces) 

of any proof Seated Half Dollar from the 1862-1875 era. Due to the 
low mintage and conditionally challenging status of the correspond¬ 
ing business strike, however, survivors of this proof delivery are 
always in demand among Seated Half Dollar specialists. The present 
Gem is uniformly mirrored beneath mottled apricot-gray irides¬ 
cence. There are splashes of olive and electric-blue patina near the 
rims, and both sides are free of noteworthy handling marks. Popula¬ 
tion: 10 in 65, only four are finer (3/02). (See Color Photo) 

BARBER HALF DOLLARS 


672 1892 XF40 PCGS. Original medium gray-olive surfaces with dark¬ 
er accents around the devices. 

673 1893-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Bright from 
cleaning with no trace of friction. Sharply defined throughout. 

674 1895-S AU50 PCGS. Original dusky gray patina overlays both sides 
with deeper accents around the devices. Scarce in AU condition and 
always popular with collectors. 

675 1897—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. This well struck 
example is boldly detailed throughout with light to moderate gold¬ 
en-gray patination. The surfaces are unnaturally glossy from the 
cleaning. 

676 1899—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Deeply toned 
with mottled golden-brown patina. A sharply detailed example. The 
portrait has faint slide marks, and a scrape has removed a portion of 
the second star. 

677 1899 AU55 ANACS. Mostly brilliant and retaining good portions of 
original mint luster. Well struck. 

678 1899-S XF40 ANACS. The devices are outlined by dark gray-green 
patina. The portrait is lightly abraded. While the surfaces are some¬ 
what lackluster, there are no mentionable abrasions, and the details 
are sharp for the grade. 

679 1899-S AU55 ANACS. The luster is bright, but is broken in the 
obverse field. The strike is above average. There are faint slide 
marks across the portrait, and a curved pinscratch near star 6. A 
scarce issue in better circulated grades, as is the case with most dates 
in the series. 

680 1900 MS62 ANACS. Richly toned with dusky electric-blue and 
golden-brown patina. A well struck example that has good luster and 
an immaculately preserved reverse. The obverse has a few minor 
abrasions in the field near the mouth of Liberty. A relatively scarce 
coin at this level of preservation. 

681 1901—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Remnants of 
what appears to be original luster are evident in the more protected 
areas at the lower obverse border and around the central reverse 
devices. Otherwise, the surfaces are glossy from the cleaning with a 
lackluster sheen. Boldly detailed. 

682 1906—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. This is a well 
detailed coin with only light wear across the highpoints. Both sides 
are glossy with scattered hairlines. 


683 1907-D XF45 ANACS. Lightly worn over the devices with a fair 
amount of luster remaining around the devices. Mostly brilliant. 

684 1907-D AU50 ANACS. A slate-gray example that has blushes of tan 
patina. The wingtips and cheek have hints of rub. The legends and 
devices have pleasing luster. Both sides have faint slide marks, but 
there are no mentionable abrasions. 

685 1911AU55 ANACS. The speckles of russet and tobacco-brown pati¬ 
na are largely confined to the margins. A nicely detailed example 
that has a hint of rub on the portrait The devices and legends have 
pleasing luster. There is a curved abrasion in the upper reverse that 
presumably was caused by a counting machine. 

686 1914 XF45 ANACS. The borders have bright luster and wisps of tan 
patina. There are a few faint slide marks across the portrait. A nice¬ 
ly detailed example. Surprisingly, the 1914 issue has the lowest 
mintage of the series. 

687 1915-S AU55 PCGS. This silver-gray example retains bold overall 
definition. There are some scattered reeding marks and abrasions 
over and around the obverse portrait.

The devices are outlined by 
charcoal-gray patina. 


921 1850-0—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. The lilac- 
gray surfaces are faintly porous. LIBERTY is legible, although BE 
is very faint. The eagle’s plumage is surprisingly detailed, but the 
stars are flat. The fields are lightly abraded. Only 40,000 pieces were 
struck, and survivors are scarce. 

922 1860-0 AU53 ANACS. Lightly toned with an attractive semi¬ 
prooflike finish in the fields. Minimally abraded. 

923 1868—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The thick lilac- 
gray patina is lighter in the centers. The devices are outlined by lus¬ 
ter that turns red-purple in color when confronted with light. LIB¬ 
ERTY is complete, and there are no singularly mentionable abra¬ 
sions. A scarcer issue than the mintage would indicate. 

924 1871 XF45 PCGS. A suitable representative for circulated type pur¬ 
poses, both sides are mostly slate-gray in appearance with rich, mot¬ 
tled, charcoal colored toning around many of the devices. There is 
ample remaining striking detail and no singularly bothersome han¬ 
dling marks, although some wispy distractions are seen at a few 
angles. 

PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 


925 1863 PR64 PCGS. Struck from the same obverse and reverse dies 
as the proof 1863 Seated Dollars that we are offering in the Silver- 
man Collection and Central States Signature Sales, this uniformly 
mirrored near-Gem is overlaid in warm golden-tan iridescence that 
lightens somewhat on the reverse.

Carson City Trade Dollars are 
always scarcer than their San Francisco Mint counterparts. Popula¬

930 1875-S—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
The upper obverse is lightly corroded on the extended arm and neck 
of Liberty. The strike above average, and the eagle has rich plumage 
detail. The luster is very subdued in the fields. The fields have a few 
light hairlines and slide marks. Type One Reverse with a berry under 
the claw. 

931 1875-S—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
The surface has some corrosion below the first A in AMERICA, with 
some hairlines nearby from an attempt to repair the damage. The 
right obverse field is also lightly corroded. Much bright luster 
remains where the surfaces are unimpaired. The strike is slightly soft 
on the eagle’s right leg. A lightly toned example. 

932 1876-S—Corroded—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Both sides 
are curiously bright with bold overall definition. There are areas of 
porosity on the obverse at star 13 and throughout the reverse field.

1037 1881-S MS65 PCGS. A little light, golden tinged patina is seen on 
both sides of this high end MS65 representative 

1038 1881-S MS65 ANACS. Evidence of a repunched date is within the 
loops of both 8s in the date. A highly lustrous and slightly prooflike 
Gem that has a wisp of olive patina. Well struck and immaculately 
preserved. 

1039 1881-S MS65 PCGS. Lustrous and fully struck. 

1040 1881-S MS66 NGC. This is a bright, semi-prooflike Gem with 
untoned surfaces and a razor sharp strike. A few small spots are 
noted on the reverse. 

1041 1881-S MS66 PCGS. This boldly impressed Gem is fully lustrous 
with a smooth, satiny sheen. 


1042 1882 MS64 PCGS, mottled golden iridescence seems to drift 
toward the denticles; 1888-0 MS64 PCGS, this is a frosty, untoned 
near-Gem; 1900-0 MS64 PCGS, both sides are moderately bright 
in the fields with sharply detailed devices; and a 1903 MS64 PCGS, 
delicate tan-gray hues highlight the mostly distraction-free sheen. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1043 1882 MS65 NGC. This lightly patinated Gem is expectantly smooth 
for the MS65 grade level. Neither the striking definition nor the lus¬ 
ter quality are worthy of criticism. 

1044 1882 MS65 PCGS. Fully struck with thick, softly frosted mint lus¬ 
ter. Brilliant throughout. Quite a nice example of this better date 
early P-mint Dollar. 

1045 1882-CC MS62 PCGS. Both sides have a few blushes of light gold¬ 
en-brown patina. Lustrous with a good strike and a moderately 
abraded cheek. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

1046 1882-CC MS64 PCGS. Brilliant, lustrous, and well struck. A pleas¬ 
ing near-Gem that has a particularly well preserved reverse. There is 
a tiny planchet flaw between the two 8s in the date. The mintmark is 
repunched, with a curve of a C within the first C, and a spike from 
the left side of the second C. 

1047 1882-CC MS64 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with mildly 
prooflike surfaces. The obverse has attractive gold patina, while the 
reverse is lightly toned. An attractive near-Gem. 

1048 1882-CC MS64 PCGS. Well struck, lustrous, and mildly prooflike. 
Lightly toned with a relatively clean cheek, but the reverse field has 
a minor abrasion above the arrowheads. 

1049 1882-CC MS65 PCGS. Lustrous with a good strike and very clean 
surfaces. A beautiful Gem of this popular Carson City issue. Struck 
from lightly clashed dies. 

1050 1882-CC MS65 ANACS. The thickly frosted surfaces are untoned 
save for the lightest blushes of champagne iridescence around the 
margins. 

1051 1882-CC MS64 Prooflike PCGS. Lustrous and prooflike with a 
good strike and faint lemon patina. There is a horizontal pinscratch 
across the breast, and the upper reverse has a few luster grazes. The 
upper reverse periphery has several die cracks, as struck. 

1052 1882-0 MS62 PCGS, well impressed, yet somewhat lackluster, 
with light golden iridescence; 1884-0 MS63 Prooflike PCGS, 
sprays of golden-tan patina are seen on the obverse of this nicely 
contrasted example; 1923 MS63 NGC, mottled russet rim accents 
interrupt the otherwise frosty-white sheen; and a 1925 MS65 NGC, 
well defined for the type with minimal peripheral toning. (Total: 4 

1053 1882-O/S MS63 PCGS. VAM-4. Lustrous with a very good strike 
and wisps of golden-brown color. The surfaces are clean for the 
grade. The diagonal of an S mintmark is clearly visible within the 
loop of the O mintmark. Struck from rusted dies, which is most 
noticeable on the eagle. 

1054 1882-S MS64 PCGS, two examples, both are minimally patinated 
with moderately glowing fields; 1899-0 MS64 PCGS, the frosty 
finished features are uncommonly sharp for a product of the New 
Orleans Mint; 1922 MS64 NGC, powerfully impressed with corus¬ 
cating mint frost and warm golden patination; and a 1924 MS64 
NGC, there are a few water spots (as produced) on both sides of this 
golden tinted near-Gem. (Total: 5 coins) 

1055 1882-S Silver Dollar MS64 PCGS, sharply struck with a little light 
obverse iridescence: 1981-S Type One Anthony Dollar PR69 Deep 
Cameo PCGS, boldly cameoed; 1994 Silver Eagle MS68 PCGS, a 
few swirls of pale iridescence are seen on the obverse; and a 1988- 
S Silver Eagle PR69 Deep Cameo NGC, faint iridescence is seen 
through the central obverse of this otherwise untoned Superb Gem. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1056 1882-S MS64 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck near-Gem that 
has essentially brilliant surfaces and mildly prooflike fields. Pleas¬ 
ingly preserved with considerable eye appeal. 
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1057 1882-S MS65 PCGS. Fully struck with rich rust colored obverse 
toning. 

1058 1882-S MS65 PCGS. Bright mint luster characterizes this solid 
Gem S-mint Dollar. 

1059 1882-S MS66 PCGS. Fully struck, this is a lovely coin that epito¬ 
mizes the lofty MS66 grade. Brilliant throughout and displaying the 
intense mint luster this issue is known for. 

1060 1882-S MS66 PCGS. Sharply struck, as befits an early S-mint Mor¬ 
gan, the surfaces are alive with scintillating mint luster. Both sides 
are untoned and smooth from rim to rim. 

1061 1883 MS64 NGC; 1889 MS64 NGC; 1897 MS64 NGC; 1898-0 
MS64 NGC; and an 1899-0 MS64 NGC. A lot of original near- 
Gems, all coins are toned in mottled, variegated colors. The striking 
quality ranges from average to sharp. (Total: 5 coins) 

1062 1883 MS64 NGC, lovely rainbow-colored rim accents enliven the 
frosty-white centers; 1897 MS64 NGC, boldly struck with sprays of 
pale tan iridescence here and there; 1898 MS64 PCGS, both sides 
exhibit a mostly silver-white appearance; 1899-0 MS64 NGC, the 
otherwise dominant endowment of rich, crimson-orange iridescence 
yields to near-brilliance in the center of the obverse; and a 1900 
MS64 PCGS, the obverse is toned in murky copper-tan patina with 
remnants of fingerprints here and there. (Total: 5 coins) 

1063 1883 MS64 PCGS, the devices are lightly pebbled from die rust, as 
struck; 1883-0 MS64 PCGS, typically struck, the portrait has some 
die rust; 1889 MS64 PCGS, the obverse has a few luster grazes; 
1900 MS64 PCGS, a pleasing reverse; and a 1902-0 MS64 PCGS, 
a very good strike, an attractive near-Gem. (Total: 5 coins) 

1064 1883 MS66 PCGS. Formerly sold as lot 6165 in our 1999 June 
Long Beach Sale, where it was described as, “The creamy-white sur¬ 
faces are boldly struck in all areas and have come away virtually 
unscathed from coin-to-coin contact.” The coin realized $402.50 in 
that sale nearly three years ago. 

1065 1883 MS65 Prooflike PCGS. Blazing mint luster is paired with 
nicely reflective fields. Sharply struck and brilliant throughout. A 
scarcer issue than one might imagine. Population: 28 in 65, 0 finer 

( 1 / 02 ). 

1066 1883-CC—Lamination—MS60 ANACS. Delicate golden tinting 
overlays lustrous, sharply impressed features. There is a sizeable 
obverse lamination on Liberty’s portrait. 

1067 1883-CC MS62 PCGS, there is a crescent of rich color over the 
lower obverse of this otherwise frosty-white example; 1926 MS61 
NGC, moderately abraded with a mentionable distraction on Liber¬ 
ty’s portrait below the eye; and a 1926-S MS61 PCGS, even gold¬ 
en-gray color overlays the well defined features. (Total: 3 coins) 

1068 1883-CC MS65 PCGS. VAM-6, R.3. There is a dash below the sec¬ 
ond 8 in the date, and a hint of a misplaced date between the denti¬ 
cles below the first 8 in the date. A brilliant and lustrous Gem that 
has a very good strike, lightly clashed dies, and an especially clean 
reverse. 

1069 1883-CC MS65 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck with a smatter¬ 
ing of pale golden patina on each side. 

1070 1883-CC MS64 Prooflike PCGS. Lustrous, well struck, and cer¬ 
tainly prooflike, with a hint of lemon patina on the eagle’s breast. A 
tiny scratch on the cheek precludes an even higher grade. 

1071 1883-CC MS64 Prooflike PCGS. A dazzling, well mirrored coin 
that shows thick mint frost on the devices and minimal abrasions. 

1072 1883-CC MS64 Prooflike ANACS. Well struck and lustrous with a 
touch of light toning over each side. Nicely reflective fields. 

1073 1883-CC MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The brilliant and 
frosty devices provide strong cameo contrast with the dark mirrored 
fields. The cartwheel luster is also flashy, and the strike is very good. 
The obverse has a few light luster grazes. Both sides have lengthy 
peripheral die cracks, as struck. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 


1074 1883-0 MS63 ANACS. The obverse has outrageous rainbow yel¬ 
low-gold, powder-blue and violet patina. The reverse has a trio of 
toning spots and a blush of golden-brown color. Lustrous and mild¬ 
ly prooflike with a very good strike. The obverse field has numerous 
luster grazes. 

1075 1883-0 MS63 NGC; 1884-0 MS63 NGC; 1885-0 MS63 NGC; 
1885-0 MS64 NGC; 1888 MS64 NGC; and a 1902-0 MS64 
NGC. All coins are essentially untoned with generally bold striking 
definition. (Total: 6 coins) 

1076 1883-0 MS64 PCGS, typically struck in the centers, lightly rusted 
dies (as struck); 1884-0 MS64 PCGS, well preserved but softly 
struck above Liberty’s ear; 1885-0 MS64 PCGS, sharply struck, the 
lower reverse is strike doubled; 1900-0 MS64 PCGS, well struck 
and brilliant with a nearly pristine reverse, a seemingly conserva¬ 
tively graded example; 1900-0 MS64 PCGS, a very good strike, 
hints of tan patina, the reverse has heavy die cracks (as struck), a 
very nice coin; and a 1901-0 MS64 PCGS, well preserved with a 
good strike. (Total: 6 coins) 

1077 1883-0 MS64 NGC, sharply struck with rich green, gold, violet, 
and electric-blue patina; 1888 MS64 NGC, nicely struck with 
peripheral gold, rose-violet, and cobalt-blue color; B1896 MS64 
NGC, well struck with electric-blue and yellow-green patina, the 
obverse is moderately abraded; and a 1900-0 MS64 NGC, sharply 
struck with richly variegated electric-blue, russet, violet, and yellow- 
green patina. (Total: 4 coins) 

1078 1883-0 MS64 NGC. Medium intensity golden-orange rim toning is 
seen on the reverse of this well detailed near-Gem. The obverse, on 
the other hand, is more extensively toned with dominant dove-gray 
shading and crescents of olive-gold, crimson, and blue patina near 
the upper left border. 

1079 1883-0 MS65 PCGS. A little golden color is seen at the upper 
obverse border, the reverse is evenly toned in tan-gray patina. Well 
struck over all features except for the central obverse highpoint. 

1080 1883-0 MS66 PCGS. Modestly described five years ago as, “This 
piece is frosty-white and completely untoned. Well struck for the 
issue and with a very clean cheek.” 

Ex: Phoenix Bullet Sale (Heritage, 5/97), lot 395, where it real¬ 
ized $577.50. 

1081 1883-0 MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS, some light orange- 
gold iridescence clings to the lower obverse and upper reverse bor¬ 
ders, and an 1897 MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS, this is a 
mostly silver-gray representative. (Total: 2 coins) 

1082 1883-S AU55 ANACS. A brilliant example that is problem free 
aside from a well concealed abrasion on the body of the eagle. The 
luster is bright, and subdued only in the exposed fields. 

1083 1884 MS65 PCGS. A well struck, lustrous, nicely preserved, and 
essentially brilliant Gem. Struck from clashed dies. 

1084 1884 MS65 NGC. VAM-2, R.3. There is a dash just below the sec¬ 
ond 8 in the date. Lustrous and mildly prooflike with a very good 
strike. The reverse has faint lemon patina, while the obverse is 
essentially brilliant. The cheek has a few faint luster grazes, with the 
remainder of the surfaces well preserved. 

1085 1884 MS65 NGC. Sharply struck, the smooth, satin-like surfaces 
are mostly brilliant except for an outline of light golden toning 
around the margins. 

1086 1884 MS65 NGC. Brilliant, sharply struck, and intensely lustrous 
with an especially well preserved reverse. 

1087 1884 MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Well struck with clean 
surfaces and faint gold patina. While the 1884 issue is common and 
has a high mintage, only a miniscule portion of the survivors have 
both Gem preservation and Deep Mirror Prooflike surfaces. Popula¬ 
tion: 20 in 65, 5 finer (3/02). 

1088 1884-CC MS62 PCGS. Generally brilliant, but the lower reverse 
has speckles of faint lilac patina. Well struck and lustrous, with 
pleasing preservation aside from a lightly abraded portrait. The 
obverse has numerous wispy die cracks, as struck. 
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1089 1884-CC MS64 ANACS. This richly frosted example is a few 
obverse luster grazes away from a full Gem grade. Sharply struck, as 
befits the issue. 

1090 1884-CC MS65 NGC. VAM-3, R.3. The 1 in the date is doubled at 
both the top and the base. Sharply defined, the surfaces are smooth 
and heavily frosted with just a bit of light toning around the upper 
portion of both obverse and reverse. 

1091 1884-CC MS65 ANACS. The obverse is densely toned with green, 
gold, and russet-purple patina, while the reverse has a peripheral 
band of lemon color. A lustrous and sharply struck Gem. The reverse 
has a fingerprint fragment between the right wing and the wreath. 

1092 1884-CC MS65 PCGS. A well struck, immaculately preserved, and 
lustrous Gem that has a hint of olive patina. The lower cheek has 
faint roller marks, as struck, which do not distract. 

1093 1884-CC MS65 ANACS. Fully lustrous with a bright, satiny finish, 
the sharply impressed surfaces exhibit attractive, mottled, cham¬ 
pagne peripheral toning. 

1094 1884-CC MS66 PCGS. This is an uncommonly smooth representa¬ 
tive of a Carson City Mint Dollar. Both sides are fully frosted with 
no mentionable toning and a crisp strike. 

1095 1884-CC MS63 Proofiike NGC. VAM-2. R.3. The date and mint- 
mark are recut. An unquestionably prooflike example that is well 
struck and has peripheral hints of light grape-purple patina. There is 
a heavy die crack (as struck) in the lower obverse periphery. 

1096 1884-CC MS63 Proofiike PCGS. Brilliant with flashy prooflike 
surfaces. Fully struck. 

1097 1884-CC MS65 Proofiike NGC. VAM-6, R.4. The base of the first 
8 in the date is widely doubled. Brilliant throughout with heavily 
frosted devices and nice reflectivity in the fields. Each side has only 
one noticeable abrasion. 

1098 1884-CC MS64 Deep Mirror Proofiike ANACS. Frosty in finish, 
the boldly defined devices appear to float atop the glassy, reflective 
fields. Some orange-red iridescence is seen at the lower reverse bor¬ 
der, a pair of spots are seen in the center of the obverse. The reverse 
eagle displays evidence of die rust with mottled, pale, golden-tan 
overtones. 

1099 1884-0 MS64 PCGS. The silver-white obverse contrasts nicely 
with the bag toned, champagne-apricot, golden-blue, and crimson- 
russet colored reverse. The strike is a little soft in the centers. 

1100 1884-0 MS64 ANACS, five examples; and an 1884-0 MS64 
Proofiike ANACS. All coins display variegated peripheral toning. 
(Total: 6 coins) 

1101 1884-0 MS65 NGC, two examples, both are similarly colored in 
mottied orange-russet, cobalt-blue, and orange-gold bag toning. A 
pair of originally preserved Gems from the New Orleans Mint. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

1102 1884-0 MS65 PCGS, well struck with a clean reverse; 1885-0 
MS65 PCGS, typically struck but well preserved; 1887 MS65 
PCGS, an average strike but with a clean cheek; and a 1904-0 
MS65 PCGS, typically struck with a planchet flaw (as struck) near 
the olive leaves. All four coins are lustrous and lightly toned. (Total; 
4 coins) 

1103 1884-0 MS66 PCGS. Uncommonly clean with smooth, frosted sur¬ 
faces over the cheek of Liberty. Sharply struck and brilliant with 
sparkling, semi-prooflike fields. 
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1104 1884-S XF45 ANACS, luster hugs the devices; 1892-S— 
Cleaned—ANACS, XF Details, Net VF30, hairlined with lightly 
porous surfaces, the mintmark appears to be lightly repunched 
directly east; and an 1892-S—Cleaned—XF Details, Net VF35, 
some luster remains, the surfaces are lightly hairlined. A trio of bet¬ 
ter date Morgans. 

1105 1884-S AU50 PCGS. The periphery has a hint of apricot color. A 
somewhat proofiike example that has a very good strike. The bor¬ 
ders have bright luster, which is slightly subdued in the exposed 
fields. The mintmark is filled. A pleasing and problem free repre¬ 
sentative of this conditionally scarce issue. 

1106 1884-S AU50 ANACS. The borders have faint rose and olive-green 
color. The luster is subdued in the fields, but is nearly complete. The 
surfaces are lightly abraded, but remain problem free. A notable con¬ 
ditional rarity within the series. 

1107 1884-S AU53 PCGS. Tan-gold in color except for a blush of char¬ 
coal patina in the lower reverse. A band of bright luster connects the 
obverse stars and legends. A sharply detailed example that is only 
lightly abraded for the grade. 

1108 1884-S AU53 PCGS. Mottled orange-tan patina hugs the denticles 
of this otherwise silver-gray representative. Scuffy. 

1109 1884-S AU55 ANACS. Both sides have mottled charcoal-gray pati¬ 
na There are a few light contact marks on the cheek, but the reverse 
is surprisingly clean for the grade. Bright luster extends into the 
field, and the devices are richly detailed. 

1110 1884-S AU55 NGC. A slate-gray example that has lightly abraded 
surfaces from a brief stint in circulation. The devices are nicely 
detailed, and there is a hint of rub in the centers. Bright luster encir¬ 
cles the devices. A scarce issue despite a healthy mintage. 

1111 1884-S AU55 NGC. The golden tinged features are free of excessive 
wear with a bold overall appearance. Typically abraded with consid¬ 
erable remaining luster. 

1112 1885 MS65 NGC. The obverse shows deep rainbow coloration 
while the reverse is brilliant. Lustrous and fully struck. 

1113 1885 MS66 PCGS. Lustrous and exceptionally smooth overall, the 
surfaces are brilliant except for a couple of very faint spots of gold¬ 
en-brown here and there. 

1114 1885 MS65 Deep Mirror Proofiike ANACS. Well struck and lus¬ 
trous with near cameo contrast between the frosty devices and the 
pleasing mirrored fields. The cheek is refreshingly clean, and only a 
few luster grazes in the left obverse field preclude an even higher 
grade. 

1115 1885-CC MS63 PCGS. A nicely struck and lustrous Silver Dollar 
that has very pleasing surfaces for the MS63 grade. The portrait has 
faint roller marks (as struck) on the lower cheek and above the ear. 
The reverse periphery has a lengthy die crack, as struck. 

1116 1885-CC MS64 PCGS. A brilliant, lustrous, and mildly proofiike 
near-Gem that has a razor sharp strike and frosty devices. The fields 
are immaculately preserved. A popular low mintage Carson City 
issue that appeared in quantity during the GSA sales of the early 
1970s. 

1117 1885-CC MS64 PCGS. This low mintage example is richly frosted 
with no appreciable toning. The strike is as ciose to full as one 
should expect for the type. 

1118 1885-CC MS64 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with sparkling, 
semi-prooflike fields. 

1119 1885-CC MS64 PCGS. VAM-2, R.3. There is a dash below the sec¬ 
ond 8 in the date. Lustrous, lightly toned, and mildly proofiike, with 
a very good strike and generally pleasing surfaces. 

1120 1885-CC MS64 NGC. A well struck and highly lustrous near-Gem 
that has brilliant centers and attractive lemon-gold peripheral color. 
The reverse is especially well preserved. A popular low mintage 
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1121 1885-CC MS64 ANACS. Always popular as a low mintage date 
from the Carson City Mint, this well struck near-Gem is fully frost¬ 
ed in luster quality. Swirling cartwheel effects are evident beneath 
moderate golden-tan iridescence. 

1122 1885-CC MS65 PCGS. The obverse has rich and striated gray- 
green, aqua-blue, gold, and rose-violet patina. The reverse is lightly 
toned, but has a blush of lemon color. Lustrous with a good strike 
and a virtually pristine reverse. 

1123 1885-CC MS61 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. VAM-2. R.3. 
There is a dash below the second 8 in the date. The frosty devices 
have excellent contrast with the deeply mirrored fields, however, the 
cheek in particular has numerous luster grazes that reduce the eye 
appeal. A well struck example of this popular low mintage issue. 

1124 1885-CC MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This attractively 
original example displays warm golden-orange rim accents with 
bright, untoned centers. Sharply struck and boldly contrasted with a 
few scuffs on Liberty’s portrait. 

1125 1885-0 MS64 PCGS. The otherwise brilliant surfaces are show a 
long crescent of golden patina on the lower half of the obverse. 

1126 1885-0 MS64 PCGS. Fully struck, the obverse is brilliant while the 
reverse shows deep, multicolored toning. 

1127 1885-0 MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and fairly ho-hum on the obverse, 
but the reverse shows spectacular end-of-the-roll toning. An excep¬ 
tionally toned coin. 

1128 1885-0 MS64 PCGS. The obverse is brilliant and most of the 
reverse is also except for a wide arc of golden and blue toning on the 
lower half of that side. 

1129 1885-0 MS64 PCGS. Rainbow toning arcs across the top of the 
obverse of this satiny O-mint Dollar. 

1130 1885-0 MS64 PCGS. The left half of the reverse is richly toned 
while the rest of the coin is brilliant. Sharply struck. 

1131 1885-0 MS64 NGC, two coins: 1886 MS64 NGC; and a 1904-0 
MS64 NGC. The first three coins are brilliant, or nearly so on the 
reverse with multicolored obverse toning, the final example displays 
rich toning on both sides. (Total: 4 coins) 

1132 1885-0 MS64 NGC, five coins, all of which display rich orange- 
gold, crimson, and/or cobalt-blue toning on either the obverse or the 
reverse. (Total: 5 coins) 

1133 A lot of (3) 1885-0 MS64 NGC. All three examples are lustrous and 
sharply struck. One side of each coin is mostly consumed by large 
bands of electric-blue, violet, and golden-brown patina. One of the 
coins has a fingerprint remnant in the upper right reverse field. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1134 1885-0 MS64 ANACS, five examples, each displays varying 
degrees of golden-gray or orange-gold toning, two of the coins are 
untoned in the centers. (Total: 5) 

1135 1885-0 MS64 NGC. A wide arc of rainbow toning covers most of 
the obverse while there is just the slightest hint of peripheral golden 
color on the reverse. Fully struck. 

1136 1885-0 MS65 PCGS. Bright and satiny, the obverse is brilliant 
while the reverse is deeply toned. Surprising side-to-side contrast 

1137 1885-0 MS66 PCGS. Sharply defined with smooth features over 
both sides. Brilliant throughout. 

1138 1885-0 MS66 NGC. The obverse has bright bands of aqua-green, 
cobalt-blue, violet, and gold patina, while the reverse has to settle for 
a blush of peripheral lemon color. A lustrous and well struck Gem 
that has a virtually pristine cheek. 

1139 1885-0 MS66 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with just the faintest 
trace of golden toning around the margins. 


1140 1885-S MS63 PCGS. A well struck, flashy, and mildly prooflike 
representative that has a blush of apricot patina. The cheek has a few 
faint slide marks, but the surfaces are otherwise extremely well pre¬ 
served. 

1141 1885-S MS63 PCGS. Lustrous with a good strike and mildly 
prooflike surfaces. The devices have faint tan patina. The left 
obverse field and the body of the eagle have a few minor abrasions. 

1142 1885-S MS64 PCGS. Both sides have speckles of tan patina. A lus¬ 
trous. well struck, and mildly prooflike near-Gem that has clean sur¬ 
faces for the grade. A scarce issue in Mint State grades. 

1143 1885-S MS64 NGC. This sharply impressed near-Gem is untoned 
with billowy mint frost and a few obverse bagmarks. 

1144 1886 MS64 PCGS. The pale golden surfaces show a wide arc of 
golden and cobalt-blue toning around the upper right portion of the 
reverse. 

1145 1886 MS64 ANACS, streaks of tan patina overlay the otherwise 
golden tinged features; 1886 MS64 ANACS, mottled lilac-gray and 
champagne-apricot iridescence confirms the originality of this near- 
Gem Morgan; and (3) 1887 MS64 ANACS, all exhibit either light 
or medium intensity peripheral toning, or rich obverse toning. (Total: 
5 coins) 

1146 1886 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck and brilliant with a few light abra¬ 
sions. 

1147 1886 MS65 ICG, four coins, two display isolated swirls of golden- 
orange peripheral toning on the obverse, while the other two are 
essentially untoned. (Total: 4 coins) 

1148 1886 MS65 NGC. The obverse is beautifully toned in multicolored 
hues while the reverse is brilliant. Sharply struck on the obverse with 
weak definition on the eagle’s breast feathers. 

1149 1886 MS65 ANACS. Astonishing, light, bright rainbow toning cov¬ 
ers the obverse while the reverse is virtually brilliant. 

1150 1886 MS66 PCGS. This is a superior type coin, regardless of date 
or mintmark. The face of Liberty is smooth and rounded with no 
detracting marks. Bright, satiny luster glows over both sides and the 
striking details are intricately defined on each side. 

1151 1886 MS62 Prooflike ANACS, well struck with attractive peripher¬ 
al gold patina, the obverse is scuffy; 1927 MS62 PCGS, sharply 
struck and lustrous but moderately abraded, a drop of PVC residue 
in the right reverse field; and an 1899-0 MS63 PCGS, lustrous with 
a good strike and relatively clean surfaces. (Total: 3 coins) 

1152 1886-0 MS60 NGC. This boldly detailed O-mint example is 
untoned with decent luster quality for the grade. The '86-0 is scarce 
to rare in all Mint State grades despite a sizeable original mintage of 
10.7 million pieces. 

1153 1886-0 MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck with good luster and attrac¬ 
tive peripheral lemon-brown patina. The reverse in particular is 
refreshingly free from mentionable abrasion, but the luster lacks the 
punch to merit a higher grade. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

1154 1886-0 MS62 PCGS. Always a challenging issue in strict mint con¬ 
dition, there are just never enough Uncirculated ‘86-0 Dollars for 
the many collectors of this popular series. Sharply struck, this satiny 
example shows one detracting mark in the left obverse field which 
accounts for the grade. 

1155 1886-S MS64 PCGS. VAM-2, R.4. The mintmark is clearly 
repunched, and has double serifs. A lustrous and mildly prooflike 
near-Gem that has a very good strike and a few wisps of tan color. 

1156 1887 MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck, the satiny surfaces are encircled 
by a thin ring of patina on each side. 

1157 1887 MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck and brilliant on the obverse with 
bright golden toning on the back side. 
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1158 1887 MS64 PCGS. A lovely arc of golden-yellow, russet, and 
cobah-bluc toning is over the top of the reverse, while the obverse is 
almost free from color. 

1159 1887 MS64 NGC. Silver-gray in appearance, the obverse contrasts 
nicely with the richly toned, copper-russet and electric-blue colored 
reverse. Both sides are boldly detailed throughout. 

1160 1887 MS64 NGC. Glowing lilac-red and sunset-gold colors enliven 
the reverse of the otherwise frosty-white near-Gem. There are no 
singularly distracting abrasions. 

1161 1887 MS65 ICG. This mostly untoned example is crisply struck 
with swirling mint luster. 

1162 1887 MS66 PCGS. Thick, satiny luster covers both sides of this 
clean, problem-free type coin. Brilliant except for a light accent of 
golden patina around the periphery on the reverse. 

1163 1887/6 AU58ANACS. VAM-2. Top 100 Variety. An important near- 
Mint survivor of this scarce overdate Morgan, the surfaces are most¬ 
ly lustrous with no toning. Sharply struck with a typical abrasion 
count for the grade, the surfaces readily reveal remnants of the 
underdigit under a loupe. 

1164 1887-0 MS64 NGC. This is a rather well impressed example by O- 
mint standards. Untoned save for a swath of golden iridescence 
through the central reverse. 

1165 1887-0 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck and satiny with a thin ring of 
color over the denticles. 

1166 1887-0 MS65 PCGS. Lustrous with a razor sharp strike and an 
especially well preserved obverse. The 1887-0 is readily available 
in lower Mint State grades, but is very elusive as a well struck Gem. 
(See Color Photo) 

1167 1887-S MS63 PCGS. Highly lustrous and brilliant with a very good 
strike. The lower cheek has faint roller marks, as struck. An attrac¬ 
tive Morgan Dollar. 

1168 1887-S MS64 NGC. VAM-2, R.4. The mintmark is sharply 
repunched. A mildly prooflike example that has a razor sharp strike 
and a him of tan patina. A few reeding marks above the arrowheads 
are mentioned only for accuracy. 

1169 1888 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous example that has good eye appeal due 
to bands of bright violet and gold color on the upper obverse While 
not sharply struck in the centers, the fields are nicely preserved for 
the grade. The cheek is lightly abraded. 

1170 1888 MS65 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, satin-like surfaces. 

1171 1888 MS66 NGC. Remarkably lustrous and almost completely bril¬ 
liant, there are a few shallow luster grazes on the lower cheek of Lib¬ 
erty. 

1172 1888-0 MS65 NGC. The periphery has bright lemon-brown patina. 
Well struck and lustrous with relatively clean surfaces. The obverse 
is especially pleasing. 

1173 1888-0 MS65 NGC. The strike is very good, except for typical 
weakness just above the ear of Liberty. A lustrous and lightly toned 
Gem that has a very clean cheek. 

1174 1888-0 MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A well struck 
example that has flashy mirrored fields and light golden-brown 
color. The obverse is moderately abraded, while the reverse is better 
preserved. 

1175 1888-S MS63 ANACS. The borders have speckles of tan-brown and 
russet patina. Lustrous and mildly prooflike with a good strike and 
lightly abraded surfaces. 

1176 1888-S MS63 Prooflike ANACS. This sharply struck example is 
well mirrored in the fields with relatively few obverse abrasions. A 
little light golden-tan iridescence has gathered around the margins. 

1177 1889 MS65 PCGS. Bright mint frost rolls around each side with 
minimally abraded surfaces. 


1178 1889 MS65 PCGS. The bright mint luster is toned ever so slightly 
on each side and the surfaces are minimally abraded. 

1179 1889 MS65 NGC. Nicely struck with rich luster and a hint of lemon 
patina. A solid Gem of this high mintage issue. 

1180 1889 MS65 NGC. Lustrous with a good strike and a few speckles of 
yellow-green patina. Struck from lightly clashed dies. An impres¬ 
sively preserved Gem. 

1181 1889-CC VG8 ANACS. Light gray patina covers both sides of this 
original, heavily worn key issue. 

1182 1889-CC Fine 12 ANACS. This is an attractive coin for the grade 
with rich, original, lavender-gray toning over noticeably, yet evenly 
worn surfaces. There are no singularly distracting circulation marks 
on either side of this key date Morgan Dollar. 

1183 1889-CC VF20 PCGS. The color alternates between shades of 
brown, gray, and lavender patina. There are no mentionable abra¬ 
sions, and the devices are quite sharp for the grade. An affordable 
representative of this popular key date. 

1184 1889-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. A relative¬ 
ly affordable example, both sides are evenly worn overall with a typ¬ 
ical abrasion count for a circulated Morgan Dollar. Cleaned with 
irregular smoky-gray toning and some tan tinged highlights in a few 
of the more protected areas on the revere. 

1185 1889-CC VF35 PCGS. The borders have hints of golden-brown 
color, while the centers have a subdued slate-gray patina. Sharply 
detailed for the grade, with the eagle’s wing feathers well defined. 
Despite 25 points of wear, the borders have bright luster. Struck 
from a lightly clashed reverse die. One of the key dates of the series. 

1186 1889-0 MS63 PCGS. Typically struck in the centers, but the 
remainder of the devices are sharply defined. Lustrous and well pre¬ 
served for the grade. There is a speck of sticky residue below the 
arrowheads. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

1187 1889-0 MS63 NGC. The lustrous, satiny surfaces are typically 
struck for the issue with no noticeable toning and a few scattered 
bagmarks. 

1188 1889-0 MS64 NGC. A richly toned near-Gem that has golden- 
brown and aqua-blue patina. The surfaces are immaculately pre¬ 
served. Lustrous with a good strike. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

1189 1889-S MS63 ANACS. The champagne-gold patina is consistent 
and attractive. A lustrous and well struck Morgan Dollar. The sur¬ 
faces are uncommonly clean aside from a pair of faint but bright 
slide marks on the cheek. 

1190 1889-S MS63 PCGS. VAM-2, R.3. Wisps of golden-brown color 
are noted on each side. Lustrous and somewhat prooflike with a 
sharp strike and lightly abraded surfaces. The mintmark is heavily 
tilted to the left. 

1191 1889-S MS63 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with small abrasions 
scattered over each side. 

1192 1889-S MS64 PCGS. A well struck and essentially brilliant near- 
Gem that has intense luster and pleasing preservation. The cheek is 
especially clean. A low mintage issue. 

1193 1889-S MS64 PCGS. This is an undeniably original near-Gem 
whose surfaces are toned in overlapping layers of steel-blue, 
antique-copper, and apricot-tan shades. Isolated areas of near-bril¬ 
liance are also seen here and there, but we can find no outwardly dis¬ 
tracting bagmarks. 

1194 1889-S MS64 PCGS. The obverse has a blush of olive color, while 
the reverse has a hint of concord-grape color near the head of the 
eagle. Well struck, lustrous, and somewhat prooflike. A seemingly 
conservatively graded example that becomes elusive any finer. A 
popular low mintage issue. 

1195 1889-S MS64 ANACS. The surfaces have iridescent splashes of 
sea-green and champagne patina. Lustrous and well struck with 
nicely preserved fields. 
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1196 1890 MS64 NGC. Light, even lilac-gray toning covers both sides of 
this satiny near-Gem Dollar. 

1197 1890 MS65 ANACS. Untoned in the centers, the frosty finished sur¬ 
faces glow within dappled crimson-russet and electric-blue rim 
accents. While common in lower grades, the 1890-P is scarce as a 
Gem, and virtually unobtainable any finer. 

1198 1890-CC MS62 PCGS. VAM-7. The mintmark is doubled inside, 
most noticeably on the first C. A lustrous and slightly prooflike 
example that has bright lemon-gold peripheral color. The reverse is 
virtually pristine, however, the cheek has numerous trivial abrasions. 

1199 1890-CC MS62 NGC. Bright mint frost covers each side of this bet¬ 
ter date Carson City Dollar. Brilliant except for a light accent of 
golden around the margins. 

1200 1890-0 MS63 PCGS. Actually struck better than many examples of 
this issue. Mostly brilliant, the surfaces are lightly marked. 

1201 1890-0 MS63 NGC. The strike is not complete, but the overall def¬ 
inition is above average for the issue. Both sides exhibit light, mot¬ 
tled, golden-tan iridescence over well frosted features. 

1202 1890-0 MS64 PCGS. VAM-5, R.4. The 9 in the date is recut, with 
a curved remnant directly above the primary digit. Lustrous and typ¬ 
ically struck, but with very clean surfaces for the grade. The lower 
obverse has light milky-russet patina. 

1203 1890-0 MS64 PCGS. Better struck than many of this issue, but 
showing curiously subdued luster for a ‘90-0. 

1204 1890-S MS64 PCGS. VAM-12, R.4. The 1-90 in the date is strong¬ 
ly doubled. The borders have bright orange-gold color, while the 
centers have lilac patina. Well struck with flashy luster and clean 
surfaces. 

1205 1890-S MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with wisps of tan 
patina. The mintmark is filled, as struck. The fields have light luster 
grazes, but the cheek is nearly pristine. 

1206 1891 MS64 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant except for a light dab 
of color on the top of the right wreath on the reverse. Excellent lus¬ 
ter characteristics. 

1207 1891 MS64 NGC. Both sides are essentially brilliant but have faint 
blushes of tan color. Well struck and lustrous. The surfaces are pleas¬ 
ing aside from a few minor luster grazes near the arrowheads. 

1208 1891-CC MS64 PCGS. Lustrous and lightly toned with a typical 
strike. The cheek is very clean. The reverse has a pair of lengthy die 
cracks, as struck. 

1209 1891-CC MS64 PCGS. VAM-3, R.4. The ‘spitting eagle’ variety, 
which also features a lightly repunched mintmark. There is an occa¬ 
sional wisp of gold or smoky gray patina, but this is a generally bril¬ 
liant near-Gem that has an excellent strike and flashy cartwheel lus¬ 
ter. The obverse has a few minor luster grazes, while the reverse is 
well preserved. 

1210 1891-CC MS62 Prooflike PCGS. The devices have faint wisps of 
lemon-brown patina. Well struck with deeply reflective fields, and 
only lightly abraded for the grade. A popular Carson City issue. 

1211 1891-0 MS63 PCGS. Lustrous and essentially brilliant, but with a 
typical strike. Only lightly abraded for the grade. 

1212 1891-S MS64 PCGS. A well struck and lustrous near-Gem that has 
intermittent swirls of honey-gold patina. A nicely preserved example 
of this comparatively underappreciated issue. 

1213 1891-S MS64 PCGS. Virtually untoned and satiny, the sharply 
struck surfaces are free of all but one or two distracting abrasions. 

1214 1891-S MS64 Prooflike NGC. The borders have hints of golden- 
brown patina. Well struck and deeply prooflike with a refreshingly 
clean cheek. The field near the upper left wreath has a few curved 
lintmarks, as struck. There are a few faint slide marks in the lower 
right reverse field. 


1215 1892—Environmental Damage—ANACS, Unc Details, Net 
AU55, rich maroon and green patina on the upper obverse, a very 
good strike, lightly abraded; 1897-0—Scratched, Cleaned 
ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, thoroughly cleaned with a few 
minor pinscratches on the obverse, the luster is subdued; and an 
1897-0—-Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, lightly 
cleaned with ample but incomplete luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

1216 1892 MS63 PCGS. Lustrous and brilliant with a clean reverse and a 
typical strike. The left obverse field has a few luster grazes. There is 
a faint die crack (as struck) in the upper obverse. A scarce issue. 

1217 1892 MS64 PCGS. Brilliant except for a blush of brown patina in 
the lower reverse. Well struck in the peripheries, but the centers lack 
sharp definition. A lustrous and nicely preserved near-Gem. 

1218 1892-CC AU55 ANACS. Attractive golden-brown patina clings to 
the lustrous peripheries. The surfaces have a few light abrasions 
from brief circulation. The cheek is relatively clean, and lends good 
eye appeal. 

1219 1892-CC MS63 PCGS. Brilliant and heavily frosted with a few 
small luster grazes on Liberty’s portrait and several small abrasions 
in the left obverse field. 

1220 1892-CC MS63 PCGS. Brilliant and sharply struck with minimally 
abraded surfaces. 

1221 1892-0—Cleaned, Retoned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. 
Nicely struck for the issue, with a touch of rub above the ear. Deeply 
toned with iridescent purple, green, and violet colors. The obverse 
field has faint hairlines beneath the dense patina. 

1222 1892-0 MS63 NGC. Typically struck with potent luster and a light¬ 
ly abraded portrait. An essentially brilliant example that has a par¬ 
ticularly pleasing reverse. 

1223 1892-0 MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and remarkably clean for the grade, 
the striking details in the centers are better defined than most exam¬ 
ples of this issue. 

1224 1892-S XF45 ANACS. The borders have bright luster that connects 
the stars. While the surfaces are somewhat scuffy, there are no indi¬ 
vidually mentionable abrasions. A nice example foi the grade. 

1225 1892-S XF45 ANACS. This is a mostly silver-gray representative of 
this conditionally scarce S-mint issue. Light golden run accents are 
noted, as are scattered abrasions from light circulation. 

1226 1893—Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. The evenly 
worn surfaces display dove-gray and tan-gray toning with a men¬ 
tionable scratch in the reverse field above the eagle. An affordable 
representative of this low mintage P-mint Morgan. 

1227 1893 AU55 ANACS. The luster extends into the fields, but is not 
quite full. The devices have sharp details except for the centers, 
where there is slight highpoint wear. There is a minor scratch on the 
cheek. A scarce low mintage issue. 

1228 1893 AU58 ANACS. Doubled Stars. VAM-4. Top 100 Variety. This 
is a slate-gray representative with ample remnants of a bold strike. 
There are a few moderate obverse scrapes over Liberty’s chin and in 
the field below. 

1229 1893-CC VF35 ANACS. Evenly toned in lavender-gray shades, the 
surfaces are evenly toned with no singularly objectionable abrasions. 
An affordable representative of the final Morgan Dollar delivery 
from the Carson City Mint. 

1230 1893-0 Fine 12 ANACS. The lavender-gray surfaces do not have 
any relevant abrasions. Although the central devices are worn, the 
wing feathers are still largely separated, and there is some detail 
within the hair tresses. A low mintage key date. 

1231 1893-0 AU55 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous with a good strike. 
Aside from a few faint slide marks across the cheek, a well pre¬ 
served example for the grade. A tough low mintage issue. 
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1232 1893-0 MS62 PCGS. The ‘93-0 is a very scarce issue, as men¬ 
tioned above, with only 300,000 pieces struck. "typical for the issue, 
the centers are well defined, indicating this piece was struck from 
properly basined dies. The fields are bright and semi-prooflike and 
there is just the slightest trace of golden toning around the margins. 
Minimally abraded for the grade. 

1233 1893-S—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. 
Light to moderate slate-gray patina overlays the curiously smooth 
surfaces of this relatively affordable ‘93-S Silver Dollar. The scat¬ 
tered distractions include a rim bruise at 1 o’clock. 

1234 1894—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The glossy tex¬ 
tured surfaces display a silver-gray appearance with noticeable wear 
over only the highest points of the design. There are some moderate 
abrasions on the obverse. 

1235 1894 AU50 PCGS. A band of luster connects the peripheral stars 
and legends. The surfaces are lightly abraded from a short stay in cir¬ 
culation. There are no mentionable abrasions. The 1894 issue has the 
third lowest mintage of the series. 

1236 1894 MS61 PCGS. The ‘94-P is the scarcest regular issue Philadel¬ 
phia Mint Morgan Dollar. It is a valuable coin in all grades, particu¬ 
larly so in Uncirculated condition. This piece has subdued mint frost 
over both sides and is well struck, especially on the reverse. Brilliant 
throughout, except for a short grease stain (as struck) below 
(LI)BERTY on the obverse and several other short stains along the 
upper rim on the reverse. 

1237 1894-0 AU58 PCGS. Both sides have smoky water stains. Lustrous 
for the grade with a typical strike and a few minor contact marks on 
the cheek. A pleasing Borderline Uncirculated example. 

1238 1894-0 MS60 PCGS. VAM-4, R.4. The 1 and 4 in the date are 
repunched. Lustrous with a good strike and light gold patina. There 
is a diagonal abrasion across the body of the eagle, and the cheek has 
numerous minor contact marks. 

1239 1894-S MS61 ANACS. A sharply struck and lustrous example with 
faint olive patina and a clean reverse. The cheek is moderately 
abraded. A desirable issue in Uncirculated condition. 

1240 1894-S MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck throughout, the untoned sur¬ 
faces are not excessively abraded for the assigned grade. The ‘94-S 
is among the scarcer Morgan Dollars in Mint State. 

1241 1894-S MS62 PCGS. Well shuck, the surfaces are bright with sub¬ 
dued and satiny with just the slightest trace of color on the reverse. 
Numerous small abrasions are peppered over the obverse but the 
reverse is remarkably clean. 

1242 1895-0—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
A band of luster connects the peripheral stars and legends. There are 
a few light hairlines across the cheek, and a pair of minor scratches 
in the field below TRUST. A faint die crack (as struck) bookends the 
B in PLURIBUS. 

1243 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The borders 
have olive patina where luster persists, while the centers are silver- 
gray color. Only lightly cleaned, and without any heavy abrasions. A 
much better date. 

1244 1895-0 XF40 ANACS. Rich olive-gold toning overlays both sides 
with some deeper color in the right obverse field. There are a few 
sizeable handling marks over and before Liberty’s portrait. 

1245 1895-0—Cheek Tooled—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. VAM- 
3. R.4 The 5 in the date is doubled at the top. and the mintmark is 
doubled on the inside right. Unfortunately, the cheek has been exten¬ 
sively and crudely tooled. A lightly worn example of this desirable 
issue that has dusky-lavender patina. 

1246 1895-0 XF45 NGC. Light steel-gray surfaces with minimal abra¬ 
sions and good portions of mint luster surrounding the devices. A 
choice example of this scarce, key issue in the Morgan series. 

1247 1895-0 XF45 ANACS. The slate-gray surfaces have hints of luster 
at the borders. There are a few minor contact marks on each side. 
Although the breast feathers are worn smooth, the wing and tail 
feathers are well delineated. A difficult low mintage issuer 


1248 1895-S VF30 ANACS. This is a respectable, if moderately worn 
example of this low mintage, conditionally challenging S-mint 
delivery. The richly toned, lavender-gray surfaces do not reveal any 
abrasions that are out of context with the assigned grade. 

1249 1896 MS65 PCGS. Bisecting swaths of pale golden iridescence 
interrupt the otherwise frosty-white sheen, and there is also a toning 
spot on the reverse below the RI in AMERICA. 

1250 1896 MS65 NGC, sharply struck with silver-gray tinting: 1898-0 
MS65 NGC, this untoned example is smooth with fulsome mint 
frost; and a 1902-0 MS65 NGC, this minimally patinated Gem is 
uncommonly well struck for an O-mint Morgan. (Total: 3 coins) 

1251 1896 MS66 PCGS. Fully and intricately detailed in all areas, the 
bright lustrous surfaces and brilliant throughout and there are virtu¬ 
ally no abrasions on either side. 

1252 1896 MS66 NGC. An exceptionally clean Dollar, each side is bril¬ 
liant and sharply struck. The only interruptions in the brilliance are 
a short grease stain adjacent to star 4 and a tiny carbon spot between 
stars 9 and 10. 

1253 1896-0—Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, Net AU50, there is a 
bright pinscratch above the date, the obverse field is moderately 
abraded, the mildly prooflike surfaces are not far from fully Uncir¬ 
culated; and an 1896-S—Scratched, Dip Stains—ANACS, AU 
Details, Net XF40, several scratches attack the reverse eagle from 
various angles, a few contact marks on the cheek, occasional tobac¬ 
co-brown patina. (Total; 2 coins) 

1254 1896-0 AU58 PCGS. An olive tinged example that has with essen¬ 
tially full luster and a very good strike. The surfaces are lightly 
abraded but problem free. One of several conditional rarities within 
the series that are elusive in Uncirculated grades. 

1255 1896-0 MS60 NGC. Brilliant on the obverse, the reverse is tinged 
in medium intensity golden patina with a few swirls of darker color 
here and there. The strike, while not complete, is slightly above 
average for the issue. The scattered distractions include slidemarks 
on Liberty’s cheek. 

1256 1896-S XF45 ANACS. Richly original lavender-gray toning 
envelops both sides of this lightly worn example. Lightly abraded, 
yet problem-free for the assigned grade. 

1257 1897 MS65 ANACS. The obverse has a blush of golden-brown pati¬ 
na. Lustrous with a very good strike. There is a small planchet flaw 
(as struck) between the eagle’s wing and right side of the wreath. 
The surfaces are well preserved, even for a Gem. 

1258 1897 MS65 NGC. Brilliant, sharply struck, and problem-free. 

1259 1897 MS65 ANACS. This Gem is fully frosted with light silver-gray 
iridescence and attractive golden-orange peripheral shadings. 
Sharply struck. 

1260 1897 MS64 Prooflike NGC. Fully struck and flashy throughout, the 
otherwise brilliant surfaces are accented by a very thin ring of gold¬ 
en-brown and cobalt-blue toning over the rims and denticles. Popu¬ 
lation: 78 in 64, 26 finer (1/02). 

1261 1897-0 AU58 PCGS. Luster flows beneath the milky yellow-gray 
patina. The left obverse field is moderately abraded. From a good 
strike, with slight weakness of detail above the ear of Liberty. An 
elusive issue in AU and higher grades. 

1262 1897-0 MS61 ICG. Mottled tan and silver-gray iridescence over¬ 
lays the well detailed surfaces of this BU quality example. There is 
a planchet streak (as struck) over the upper right reverse. 

1263 1897-S MS64 PCGS. Sharply defined with mottled sprays of gold¬ 
en-copper iridescence over nearly Gem quality features. 

1264 1897-S MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with an even layer 
of gray-lilac toning over each side. 

1265 1897-S MS65 NGC. Intricately detailed over the ear of Liberty as 
well as on the eagle’s breast, the frosted surfaces are noticeably free 
from abrasions. The original mint brilliance is surrounded by light 
accents of golden-brown and blue peripheral color.

1266 1897-S MS64 Prooflike PCGS. A lightly toned, well struck, and 
flashy near-Gem that has very impressive preservation. A seemingly 
conservatively graded Silver Dollar. 

1267 1898 MS64 NGC, pale golden peripheral toning and fully struck; 
(2) 1922 MS64 PCGS, brilliant; 1923 MS64 NGC, sharply struck 
with the water spots on the reverse that are often seen on this issue; 
and a 1925 MS64 NGC, lustrous and lightly toned around the mar¬ 
gins with a reeding mark on the highpoint of Liberty’s cheek. (Total: 
5 coins) 

1268 1898 MS65 NGC. Fully struck with bright mint luster, there is just 
a dab of golden-brown patina on each side of the otherwise brilliant 
surfaces. 

1269 1898 MS65 ANACS. With smooth, frosty-white surfaces and a nee¬ 
dle sharp strike, this P-mint example would fit nicely into a Gem 
quality type set. 

1270 1898 MS66 PCGS. Thick, satiny luster rolls around each side unim¬ 
peded by the abrasions that are normally seen on this issue. Brilliant 
throughout, except for a faint speck of golden color to the left of the 
eagle's left (facing) wing. 

1271 1898-0 MS65 PCGS. This boldly, if not sharply struck example is 
expectantly smooth for the grade with a rich endowment of mint 
frost. 

1272 1 898-S MS62 ANACS. VAM-4, R.4. The mintmark is lightly 
repunched, and has secondary serifs. Lustrous with a good strike, 
and lightly toned with green-gold patina. The left obverse has a few 
moderate abrasions that account for the grade. A comparatively 
scarce issue despite a healthy mintage. 

1273 1898-S MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and mildly prooflike example that 
has a typical strike and a few rose-gold water stains in the lower 
obverse. There is a small scratch behind the lower bust, with the sur¬ 
faces otherwise pleasing for the grade. 

1274 1898-S MS63 PCGS. VAM-4, R.4. The mintmark is lightly 
repunched, and has a double set of serifs. Lustrous with a very good 
strike. The cheek has some lemon patina. A nice coin for the grade. 
A scarce issue in Uncirculated condition. 

1275 1898-S MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck and brilliant with sparkling 
mint luster. 

1276 1899 MS64 PCGS. The strike is a bit soft above the ear of Liberty, 
but the breast feathers have sharp detail. A lustrous near-Gem that 
has some green-gold peripheral color. The surfaces are exquisitely 
preserved, even for a near-Gem. 

1277 1899 MS64 PCGS. A well struck, brilliant, lustrous, and mildly 
prooflike near-Gem. The fields are uncommonly close to pristine. A 
faint pinscratch across the eagle’s left wing is all that prevents an 
even higher grade. 

1278 1899 MS64 PCGS. Well struck with one obvious mark on Liberty’s 
cheek. Untoned. 

1279 1899 MS65 PCGS. A fully struck example of this popular, low 
mintage issue. One tiny tick interrupts the flow of mint luster on the 
obverse, and there are a few dabs of golden color on the reverse. 

1280 1899 MS64 Prooflike NGC. The surfaces have dusky lemon patina. 
Well struck and unquestionably prooflike, with a gorgeously pre¬ 
served reverse. Only separated from a higher grade by a luster graze 
or two on the cheek. 

1281 1899-0 MS64 NGC. The obverse is toned in rich tan-gray patina 
with mottled underlying accents of electric-blue, crimson, orange- 
gold, and apricot colors. The otherwise silver-tan reverse reveals 
dappled orange-tan shadings at the border. Were it not for slightly 
subdued luster, this smooth example would be worthy of considera¬ 
tion at the Gem level. 

1282 1899-0 MS65 NGC. Rich, scintillating mint frost is seen on both 
sides of this well defined Gem. Iridescent champagne-steel patina 
overlays the obverse, with similar, yet fainter colors near the reverse 
denticles. 


1283 1899-0 MS66 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright mint luster and 
just a trace of light golden patina around the obverse rim. 

1284 1899-0 MS66 PCGS, brilliant; and a second 1899-0 MS66 PCGS, 
delicate golden-gray iridescence deepens toward the denticles. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

1285 1899-S MS64 PCGS. Lustrous with a good strike and a hint of 
lemon patina. Both sides have numerous faint die cracks, as struck. 
There is a small streak of grease to the right of the date. An attrac¬ 
tive example of this scarce issue. 

1286 1899-S MS64 NGC. Sharply struck, as usually seen, with brilliant 
surfaces that show a bright, metallic sheen over each side. 

1287 1900 MS65 ANACS. The lustrous surfaces have a hint of olive pati¬ 
na. The strike is good, and the surfaces are uncommonly well pre¬ 
served. The dies are slightly rotated. 

1288 1900-0 MS66 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with sparkling mint 
luster. An exceptionally pleasing example of this common tum-of- 
the-century issue. 

1289 1900-0 MS66 NGC. A sharply struck and lustrous Gem that has 
only the faintest wisp of tan patina on the cheek. Both sides have 
faint die cracks, as struck. A common issue, but one that is difficult 
to obtain any finer. 

1290 1900-0/CC AU50 ANACS. Top 100 Variety. The obverse presents 
a slate-gray sheen with some warmer golden iridescence at the bor¬ 
der. The reverse, while equally original, displays a mostly tan-gray 
sheen. Lightly abraded with suitable remaining definition on the 
undermintmark. 

1291 1900-S MS64 PCGS. VAM-12. There is a hint of extra metal on the 
lower outside of the second 0 in the date. Both sides have the faintest 
wisps of apricot color. An immaculately preserved near-Gem that 
has flashy luster and a typical strike. The reverse has several light die 
cracks, as struck. 

1292 1900-S MS64 NGC. The borders have speckled golden-brown and 
cobalt-blue patina. A lustrous near-Gem that has a very good strike 
and pleasing surfaces. The cheek is very clean. 

1293 1900-S MS64 PCGS. Lightly toned with strong mint luster. 

1294 1901AU53 ANACS. There is a small abrasion on the cheek near the 
nose of Liberty, but the surfaces otherwise have only faint slide 
marks from brief circulation. The centers have a hint of rub. The 
mint luster is extensive, but is subdued in the fields. The obverse 
field has an orange peel texture, as struck due to the late state of the 
die. 

1295 1901-0 MS63 ANACS. Slightly deficient in luster quality, yet well 
struck for an O-mint Morgan with no sizeable bagmarks. 

1296 1901-0 MS65 NGC. The centers have a hint of dusky lemon pati¬ 
na. Lustrous and mildly prooflike with a very good strike. An 
impressively preserved Gem. 

1297 1901-0 MS66 NGC. Boldly impressed with attractive golden-olive 
rim accents, this satin finished Gem displays bright, untoned centers. 
The ‘01-0 is virtually unobtainable above the MS66 grade level. 

1298 1901-S AU53 ANACS. A scarcer S-mint Morgan from the 20th cen¬ 
tury, this delicately patinated, golden-gray example retains apprecia¬ 
ble mint luster. There are a few abrasions and luster grazes on both 
sides. 

1299 1902 MS65 PCGS. Remarkably clean overall with bright, satiny 
surfaces. The coin has even, light gray and golden patina over each 
side and there are no noticeable or mentionable abrasions on Liber¬ 
ty’s cheek. Quite elusive in Gem condition and a highly sought out 
issue. 

1300 1902 MS65 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous with light olive pati¬ 
na and well preserved surfaces. The reverse is a marvelous sight to 
behold, as it is virtually pristine. 
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1301 1902 MS65 PCGS. The borders have lemon patina, while the cen¬ 
ters are lightly toned in shades of lavender color. A lustrous and 
immaculately preserved Gem that has a typical strike. 

1302 1902 MS65 PCGS. Bright and satiny with an above average strike. 

1303 1902 MS66 NGC. Both sides are satiny in finish with pleasing 
brightness in the fields. Mottled golden-gray iridescence accents the 
minimally abraded and boldly impressed features. 

1304 1902-S MS61 ANACS. A lustrous and mildly prooflike example 
that has a hint of lemon color at the borders. Moderately abraded, but 
with a good strike. 

1305 1902-S MS62 ANACS. Both sides are tinged in moderate tan-gray 
patina with a not excessive number of abrasions for the grade. The 
luster is a little subdued, yet adequately frosted. 

1306 1902-S MS63 PCGS. A lustrous example that has a good strike, but 
faint roller marks (as struck) are noted across the portrait. The 
peripheral golden-brown patina is attractive, and the surfaces are 
clean for the grade. 

1307 1902-S MS64 PCGS. A scarcer, late-date S-mint Dollar that is quite 
elusive in the better grades of Uncirculated. This nicely frosted 
example is brilliant except for a faint accent of golden patina around 
the obverse rim. Softly struck in the centers, as usual. 

1308 1902-S MS64 PCGS. The borders have attractive golden-brown 
patina. A lustrous example that has a very good strike. A scarce issue 
even in circulated grades. 

1309 1903 MS65 NGC. Both sides display fulsome satin luster and an 
uncommonly bold impression for the type. Neither side reveals any 
mentionable abrasions, and delicate golden iridescence further 
enhances the already attractive eye appeal. 

1310 1903 MS65 PCGS. A pleasing and essentially brilliant Gem that has 
extensive luster and a very good strike. 

1311 1903 MS65 PCGS. Sharply defined throughout with bright, satiny 
luster. 

1312 1903 MS66 NGC. Well struck and lustrous with a wisp of gold pati¬ 
na. A gorgeous and carefully preserved Gem. 

1313 1903 MS66 NGC. Lustrous with a very good strike and a virtually 
pristine reverse. A generally brilliant Gem that has an occasional 
slight hint of tan color. 

1314 1903-0 MS62 NGC. A lustrous and mildly prooflike example that 
has peripheral orange-gold and cobalt-blue patina. Sharply struck 
with j moderately abraded obverse and a well preserved reverse. 

1315 1903-0 MS63 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous with pleasing 
lemon-brown patina at the borders. The reverse is well preserved, 
and has numerous raised die polish lines, as struck. The obverse field 
is also clean, but the cheek is moderately abraded. 

1316 1903-0 MS64 PCGS. An impressive, well struck, and lustrous near- 
Gem that has uncommonly clean surfaces for the grade. This issue 
was a highly coveted rarity until Treasury hoards were released circa 


1317 1903-0 MS64 PCGS. Both sides of this satin textured near-Gem are 
untoned with a generally bold impression. An always-popular date. 

1318 1903-0 MS64 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with occasional 
wisps of gold patina. The devices are frosty, and the surfaces are 
immaculately preserved. 

1319 1903-0 MS65 PCGS. Very lightly toned and sharply struck. 

1320 1903-0 MS65 NGC. An always-popular issue, this Gem quality 
example is warmly patinated in silver-gray and champagne-apricot 
hues that appear to drift toward the peripheries. The fully lustrous, 
satin finished features are free of outwardly distracting bagmarks. 


1321 1903-S XF40 ANACS. Predominantly lilac-gray in color, with a 
blush of darker patina in the upper left obverse. Although the cheek 
has a few minor contact marks, the fields are remarkably smooth for 
the grade. The legends and devices have hints of luster. 

1322 1903-S XF45 ANACS. A nicely detailed example except for the 
centers, which have the expected light rub. The devices have traces 
of original mint luster. There are no individually mentionable abra¬ 
sions. The key date among the twentieth century issues. 

1323 1903-S XF45 ANACS. Evenly toned in dove-gray shades, the sur¬ 
faces are not excessively abraded for a Silver Dollar that saw' 15 
points of wear. A scarce, late date Morgan from the San Francisco 
Mint. 


1324 1903-S XF45 ICG. Medium intensity dove-gray patina overlays 
both sides with blushes of golden iridescence near the borders. This 
lightly worn example is problem-free for the grade. 

1325 1904 MS64 PCGS. Brightly lustrous and minimally abraded, the 
original mint brilliance on each side is framed by a thin but notice¬ 
able ring of golden-brown patina. 

1326 1904-0 MS65 PCGS. Bright and satiny with a mossy toned obverse 
and a brilliant reverse. 

1327 1904-0 MS66 PCGS. Extraordinarily clean with bright, flashy mint 
luster that races around each side. Brilliant throughout. 

1328 1904-0 MS66 PCGS. A brilliant Gem that has potent luster and a 
good strike. A beautiful and immaculately preserved Morgan Dollar. 

1329 1904-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully struck and 
very deeply mirrored with tremendous flash and that elusive quality 
known as “pizzazz.” Quite scarce compared to earlier issues, but one 
of the more obtainable DMPL Dollars struck after 1900. 

1330 1904-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The surfaces are 
brilliant aside from an occasional wisp of gold patina. There is not 
much cameo contrast, but the strike is very sharp. A minor scratch 
on the body of the eagle is mentioned only for accuracy. 

1331 1904-S XF45 ANACS. The borders have extensive bright luster, and 
the surfaces are only lightly abraded. There is a trivial rim ding at 3 
o’clock on the reverse. Although more than 2 million 1904-S Dollars 
were minted, the majority were presumably melted circa 1918 due to 
the wartime need for silver. 


1332 1904-S AU53 PCGS. Medium intensity tan-gray toning blankets the 
lightly worn, yet well defined surfaces of this scarce S-mint delivery. 
There are few outwardly distracting handling marks. 

1333 1921 MS65 PCGS. This is an uncommonly attractive 192!-dated 
Morgan Dollar with mottled crimson-russet and tan-gray shades 
around the peripheries. The balance of the surfaces are tinged in sil¬ 
ver-gray iridescence through which rich mint frost is readily evident. 

1334 1921 MS66 NGC. The obverse is well struck, but the reverse is not 
quite sharp on the breast and lower wreath leaves. A lustrous and 
essentially brilliant Gem that might grade even higher were it not for 
a minor reeding mark on the forehead. 

1335 1921-D MS64 PCGS. The obverse has dense golden-brown and 
aqua-blue patina. The reverse has dusky gold water stains that are 
not unattractive. The lower wreath has a hint of weakness, as is usual 
for the issue, but the remainder of the devices are well struck. A well 
preserved near-Gem. 

1336 1921-D MS64 PCGS, minimally patinated with a somewhat uneven 
strike; and a 1922-S MS63 PCGS, the light, mottled toning includes 
a tan colored streak near the left obverse border. (Total: 2 coins) 

1337 1921-D MS65 NGC. A lustrous and mildly prooflike Gem that has 
pleasing peripheral tobacco-brown patina. The cheek is very clean 
and the surfaces are uncommonly well preserved, but the strike on 
the lower wreath is not sharp. The only D-mint issue of the series. 

1338 1921-D MS65 PCGS. This satiny Gem is untoned save for a few 
isolated rim accents and an obverse spot on Liberty’s cheek. Sharply 
defined in virtually all areas. 
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1339 1921-S MS63 PCGS. Untoned with nice luster, the strike is notice¬ 
ably soft in the center of the obverse with little to no definition over 
the eagle’s breast and legs. 

PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 

1340 1897—Cleaned—ANACS. Net PR55. A well struck proof that has 
mild cameo contrast on the reverse. The fields betray vertical hair¬ 
lines when the coin is tilted at an angle. The mintage of 731 pieces 
is among the lowest of the series. An affordable representative of this 
scarce issue. 

PEACE DOLLARS 

1341 1921 MS61 ANACS. This is a typically impressed coin for the issue 
with slightly subdued, silver-gray surfaces and a few obverse bag- 
marks. 

1342 1921 MS62 ANACS. Lustrous with light olive-lemon patina and an 
above average strike. The obverse has a few light luster grazes, but 
the surfaces are clean for the grade. A popular debut issue. 

1343 1921 MS62 ANACS. A lustrous example that has light tan-russet 
patina. The fields are very clean for the grade. The centers are soft¬ 
ly defined, as is nearly always the case for this first-year, high-relief 
issue. The reverse has been struck from a lightly clashed die. 

1344 1921 MS63 ANACS. This golden tinged example is typically struck 
for the issue with a decided lack of bothersome abrasions. 

1345 1921 MS63 PCGS. Light, even gray-golden toning covers each side 
of this lustrous High Relief Dollar. 

1346 1921 MS64 ANACS. Bright lemon-gold with some speckled russet 
color on the denomination. A lustrous and nicely preserved near- 
Gem that has the usually seen soft strike in the centers. The fields are 
exceptionally clean. 

1347 1921 MS64 PCGS. The untoned surfaces are free of all but a few 
scattered abrasions. A strong candidate for inclusion in a Choice 
quality type set. 

1348 1921 MS64 PCGS. This is a rather well struck coin for the issue 
with warm copper-gold toning overall. There are also no outwardly 
distracting bagmarks on either side. 

1349 1921 MS64 PCGS. The otherwise bold strike wanes toward the cen¬ 
ters of this golden tinged near-Gem. The surfaces appear smooth 
enough to warrant an even higher grade. 

1350 1922 MS62 PCGS, fully struck; 1922-D MS61 PCGS, brilliant 
and weakly struck; 1922-D MS62 PCGS, sharply struck with a 
deeply toned reverse; 1922-S MS62 PCGS, bright with lightly 
speckled toning; 1923-D MS62 PCGS, well struck with light 
peripheral toning; 1923-S MS62 PCGS, soft, frosted mint luster; 
1926 MS62 PCGS, light golden toning; and a 1926-S MS62 PCGS, 
fully struck and brilliant. (Total; 8 coins) 

1351 1922 MS63 NGC. An exceptionally well struck example that has 
faint lemon patina and lustrous surfaces. There are a few minor abra¬ 
sions that are consistent with the grade. 

1352 1922 MS65 PCGS; 1923 MS65 PCGS; 1924 MS65 PCGS; and a 
1925 MS65 PCGS. All are richly frosted with smooth, Gem quality 
surfaces and bold, if not sharp striking definition in most areas. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1353 1922 MS66 PCGS. Few U.S. coins from the 20th century can com¬ 
pare to the 1922-P Dollar for abundance of mint frost and sheer eye 
appeal. Fully struck and minimally marked, the surfaces are brilliant 
throughout. 

1354 1922-D MS66 NGC. This bright, untoned Gem is richly frosted with 
a typically sharp strike for a Peace Dollar from the Denver Mint. 
There are few abrasions on either side of this conditionally scarce 
example. 



1355 1923 MS64 NGC. A lustrous and well struck near-Gem that has 
dusky tan-brown patina. A few trivial contact marks are widely dis¬ 
tributed. The obverse has several heavy die cracks, as struck. 

1356 1923 MS65 PCGS. This golden tinged Gem is fully frosted with 
sold overall striking definition. Some faint water stains (as struck) 
are seen on both sides. 

1357 1923 MS65 PCGS, four examples, the final coin is richly toned in 
mottled lavender-gray hues, the balance of the coins are brilliant- 
white in appearance. All are frosty in finish with no singularly both¬ 
ersome abrasions. (Total: 4 coins) 

1358 A lot of (2) 1923 MS65 NGC. Both Gems are well struck and lus¬ 
trous. The first coin has pleasing surfaces and light lemon patina. 
The second Dollar dusky yellow-tan color and relatively clean sur¬ 
faces. (Total: 2 coins) 

1359 1923 MS66 PCGS. Highly lustrous and sharply struck with clean, 
brilliant surfaces. 

1360 1923 MS66 ICG. This coin displays razor sharp striking definition 
and bright, richly frosted surfaces. A solidly graded Gem. 

1361 1923-D MS62 PCGS, a well struck, lustrous, and very lightly abrad¬ 
ed example; 1923-S MS61 PCGS, a good strike with light olive 
patina; and a 1935 MS62 PCGS, light lemon color, nicely pre¬ 
served, the upper obverse has a faint fingerprint, a good strike. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1362 1923-D MS64 NGC. The surfaces have speckles of golden-brown, 
rose-violet, aqua-blue, and lemon patina. Highly lustrous and some¬ 
what prooflike with a very good strike. The obverse has several 
length die cracks, as struck. 

1363 1923-D MS65 ANACS. This richly toned example displays mottled 
crimson-orange and charcoal-gray colors that yields to golden-gray 
iridescence over the center and left obverse. Boldly struck with a 
pair of die cracks (as produced) on the obverse. 

1364 1923-S MS64 ICG. The otherwise champagne-gray surfaces exhib¬ 
it streaks of tan-gold color near the left border with splashes of rus¬ 
set and pastel-blue patina in other peripheral areas. Lustrous and 
unquestionably original. 

1365 1924 MS65 PCGS. Pastel-apricot and silver-gray colors overlay 
both sides of this smooth, originally preserved example. This is a 
well struck Gem with no mentionable distractions. 

1366 1924 MS66 NGC. A well struck and lustrous Gem that has wisps of 
gold and russet at the margins. The surfaces are immaculately pre¬ 
served. The obverse die has an orange peel texture, as struck from 
worn dies. The reverse die has many raised die polish lines, which 
is also as struck. 

1367 1924-S MS64 PCGS. Wisps of charcoal-gray and apricot-gold pati¬ 
na are noted on each side. A lustrous example that has a very good 
strike and an especially well preserved reverse. 

1368 1925-S MS63 PCGS. Lightly to moderately toned in dappled gold¬ 
en-gray and crimson-russet hues, the lustrous features are a little 
softly struck in the centers. 

1369 1926 MS64 PCGS. A lightly toned and pleasing near-Gem that has 
flashy luster, a sharp strike, and well preserved surfaces. 

1370 1926 MS65 NGC. This fully lustrous example is free of all but the 
lightest toning, and there are also no abrasions of consequence on 
either side. 

1371 1926 MS65 PCGS. Both sides have blushes of lemon-gold color. A 
well struck and lustrous Gem that has an especially clean reverse. 
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1372 1926 MS65 PCGS. This is an attractive Gem whose surfaces are 
satiny in finish. A little light patina is noted over both sides. 

1373 1926-S MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck throughout with bright, lus¬ 
trous surfaces and just a hint of pale golden color on each side. 

1374 1927 MS64 PCGS. A brightly lustrous and minimally abraded 
example of this popular, low mintage P-mint issue. 

1375 1927 MS64 PCGS. A popular low mintage issue, the present repre¬ 
sentative is lightly tinged in golden iridescence with lustrous sur¬ 
faces. There are only a few wispy abrasions, as befits the MS64 
grade level. 

1376 1927-D MS63 PCGS. Well struck with a dusting of golden patina. 
The reverse is especially well preserved. 

1377 1927-S MS62 PCGS. The obverse is especially well struck and each 
side shows bright mint luster. One of the scarcer S-mint Peace Dol¬ 
lars. 


1378 1927-S MS64 PCGS. The light golden-brown patina is especially 
rich at the margins. Well preserved with pleasing luster and a good 
strike. 

1379 1928 AU53 ANACS. This lightly wom example retains ample strik¬ 
ing definition with slate-gray patination. An always popular date due 
to a limited original mintage of 360,649 pieces. 

1380 1928 MS62 PCGS. The surfaces are evenly endowed with lemon 
patina, except for a blush of golden-brown color in the lower 
reverse. A lustrous example that has very clean fields, but a few 
minor contact marks on the portrait. The 1928 issue has by far the 
lowest mintage of the series. 

1381 1928 MS63 ANACS. Both sides have faint olive-lemon patina. Lus¬ 
trous and nicely struck with a few minor contact marks on the 
obverse. A popular low mintage issue. 

1382 1928 MS63 PCGS. Brilliant save for a few tiny flecks of tan-brown 
color. A lustrous Peace Dollar that has a good strike and pleasing 
surfaces. A popular low mintage issue. 

1383 1928 MS64 PCGS. This semi-key example is sharply struck 
throughout with a light dusting of golden-gray patina over satin fin¬ 
ished features. 

1384 1934—Spot Tooled—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Thorough 
examination reveals a few hairlines that accompany some russet 
patina above IN GOD. Otherwise, the coin would grade MS63 or so. 
Lustrous and well struck with light golden-brown patina. A popular 
low mintage issue. 

1385 1934 MS63 PCGS. This satin textured example is lightly patinated 
in golden iridescence. Well struck. 

1386 1934 MS64 PCGS. The obverse has wisps of yellow-green color, 
while the reverse is essentially brilliant. A lustrous and well struck 
near-Gem that has refreshingly clean surfaces. A seemingly conser¬ 
vatively graded example. 

1387 1934 MS64 PCGS. The otherwise untoned surfaces exhibit streaks 
of tan colored patina over the obverse. Well struck for the type with 
no sizeable bagmarks to report. 

1388 1934-D MS64 PCGS. Lustrous, fully struck, and lightly abraded. A 
scarcer, late-date issue. 

1389 1935 MS64 PCGS. This is a silver-gray example whose focal fea¬ 
tures are mostly well struck. A warmly frosted Peace Dollar for the 
near-Gem date collector. 

1390 1935 MS65 PCGS. Sharply struck and brilliant with softly frosted 
mint luster. Remarkably free from abrasions. 

1391 1935-S MS63 NGC. This final-year example is well struck for an S- 
mint Peace Dollar. Swaths of golden-tan iridescence bisect both 
sides with a swirl of more vibrant color near the center of the 
reverse. 


1392 1935-S MS64 PCGS. Fully struck and showing no distracting abra¬ 
sions, there is just the faintest hint of color on each side of this sharp 
looking coin. 

EISENHOWER DOLLARS 


1393 1971 MS63 PCGS, both sides exhibit golden-gray surfaces. 1971-D 
MS64 PCGS, warmly patinated in orange-gold hues; 1971-S Silver 
MS66 PCGS, mostly untoned with fulsome mint luster; 1974 MS63 
PCGS, lightly abraded; 1976 Type One MS63 PCGS, scattered 
abrasions are seen on the reverse; 1976-D Type One MS64 PCGS, 
this is a bright, lustrous near-Gem; and a 1976-S Silver MS66 
PCGS, some hazy powder-blue iridescence overlays the carefully 
preserved surfaces. (Total: 7 coins) 

1394 1971 MS65 PCGS. The golden-gray surfaces are suitably well 
detailed for the type. A pleasing Gem quality survivor of this first- 
year delivery. 

1395 1971-D MS64 PCGS; 1972 MS64 PCGS; 1972-D MS64 PCGS; 
1973 MS64 PCGS; 1973-D MS64 PCGS; 1974-D MS64 PCGS; 
1976-D Type One MS64 PCGS; 1977 MS64 PCGS; 1977-D 
MS64 PCGS; and a 1978-D MS64 PCGS. A pleasing lot of busi¬ 
ness strike Ikes, all coins exhibit variegated silver-gray or golden 
patina, some with more vibrant shades near the borders. (Total: 10 
coins) 

1396 1971-D MS66 PCGS. Champagne-lilac iridescence overlays both 
sides of this carefully preserved Gem. There is a die gouge (as 
struck) on the reverse from the eagle’s tail to the third leaf in the 
olive branch. 

1397 1971-D MS66 PCGS. Essentially untoned with no abrasions to 
report and fully lustrous features. 

1398 1971-S Silver MS65 PCGS. A sharply struck Gem that has intense 
luster and relatively clean fields. 

1399 1971-S Silver MS65 PCGS, three examples, one displays golden 
rim toning, the other two coins are minimally patinated; 1972-S Sil¬ 
ver MS66 PCGS, this is a smooth, untoned Gem; 1973-S Silver 
MS66 PCGS, both sides are lightly tinged in golden-tan hues; and a 
1974-S Silver MS67 PCGS, virtually brilliant with no singularly 
mentionable abrasions. (Total: 6 coins) 

1400 1971-S Silver MS66 PCGS; 1972-S SUver MS66 PCGS; 1973-S 
Silver MS66 PCGS; 1974-S SUver MS66 PCGS; and a 1976-S SU¬ 
ver MS66 PCGS. All coins are basically untoned with silver-white 
surfaces. (Total: 5 coins) 


1401 1971-S SUver MS67 PCGS, a glorious Superb Gem that has flashy 
luster and a razor sharp strike; 1973-S SUver MS67 PCGS, both 
milky and frosty, well struck and nearly perfect; and a 1976-S Silver 
MS67 PCGS, another exquisitely struck Superb Gem that has love¬ 
ly preservation. Three coins in a single lot that are outstanding can¬ 
didates for a PCGS registry set. (Total: 3 coins) 

1402 1971-S SUver MS67 PCGS; 1972-S SUver MS67 PCGS; 1973-S 
SUver MS67 PCGS; 1974-S SUver MS67 PCGS; and a 1976-S SU¬ 
ver MS67 PCGS. All coins are brilliant, or essentially so, with pris¬ 
tine surfaces. (Total: 5 coins) 

1403 1972 MS65 PCGS. The originally preserved, golden-gray features 
are free of all but a few abrasions in the obverse field. 

1404 1972-D MS66 PCGS. Fully lustrous and untoned with a little soft¬ 
ness of strike on the reverse eagle. 

1405 1972-D MS66 PCGS. The strike is average, but the surfaces are 
uncommonly abrasion-free for the large size Ike Dollar. 

1406 1972-S Silver MS68 PCGS. Well struck, frosty, and mildly 
proofiike with immaculately preserved surfaces. The lower reverse 
is lightly strike doubled. Early S-mint Ikes were a target of specula¬ 
tion and hoarding during the early 1970s. 

1407 1973 MS65 PCGS. This is a smooth, lightly toned example whose 
golden-gray features are sharply struck throughout. 
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1408 1973 MS66 PCGS. This important issue was not released for circu¬ 
lation. This Gem quality example is golden toned with no abrasions 
of note. 

1409 1973-D MS66 PCGS. Minimally patinated with a bright, satiny 
sheen, the surfaces do not reveal any distracting abrasions. 

1410 1973-D MS66 PCGS. This golden-gray Gem is mostly smooth with 
a strike that is free or criticism. 

1411 1973-S Silver MS65 PCGS. The obverse border has light milky- 
lemon patina. A lustrous Gem that has virtually pristine fields. 

1412 1973-S Silver MS68 PCGS. A virtually perfect example that has 
potent luster, a razor sharp strike, and seemingly pristine surfaces. 

1413 1973-S Silver MS68 PCGS. Fully struck and lustrous with just the 
slightest overlay of patina on each side. 

1414 1974 MS66 PCGS. The golden-orange surfaces are unquestionably 
original with no distracting blemishes to report. 

1415 1974 MS66 PCGS. The golden tinged features are crisply impressed 
with a lustrous finish. 

1416 1974-D MS66 PCGS. Rich, mottled, golden-orange and tan patina 
blankets the virtually pristine surfaces of this colorful Gem. 

1417 1974-D MS66 PCGS. Mostly untoned with a few swirls of tan 
tinged color on the obverse. 

1418 1974-S Silver MS65 PCGS. Lightly toned with wisps of olive and 
golden-brown color. A lustrous and well struck Gem that has pleas¬ 
ing surfaces. 

1419 1974-S Silver MS68 PCGS. Shimmering, lustrous surfaces with 
just a dab of color at the top of the reverse. Nearly perfect. 

1420 1976 Type One MS65 PCGS. Lightly abraded, yet less so than 
often seen on examples of this type. 

1421 1976 Type Two MS66 PCGS. The golden colored surfaces are free 
of singularly distracting abrasions and other surface blemishes. 

1422 1976 Type Two MS66 PCGS. Golden toned. 

1423 1976 Type Two MS66 PCGS. Lightly and evenly toned with strong 
underlying mint luster. 

1424 1976-D Type One MS65 PCGS. Both sides have dusky olive-lilac 
patina. A lustrous example that has well preserved fields, but the por¬ 
trait has a few light abrasions. 

1425 1976-D Type One MS66 PCGS. A little golden-orange patina is 
seen on the reverse of this smooth, high end Gem. 

1426 1976-D Type Two MS66 PCGS. A well struck and lustrous exam¬ 
ple that has tiny planchet flaws (as struck) in front of and behind the 
portrait. A lovely Gem of this short lived Bicentennial type. 

1427 1976-D Type Two MS66 PCGS. Lightly toned with good luster. 

1428 1976-S Silver MS65 PCGS. Type One reverse, with thick letters in 
the legends. Lustrous and lightly toned with an exquisite strike and 
pleasing surfaces. The date and mintmark are lightly strike doubled. 
The final 40% silver Eisenhower issue. 

1429 1977 MS65 PCGS. A sharply struck and lustrous Gem that has 
attractive and sometimes streaky lemon-gold patina. 

1430 1977-D MS66 PCGS. A lustrous and sharply struck Gem that has 
light green-gold color and a virtually pristine reverse. 

1431 1978 MS66 PCGS. Lustrous with bright yellow-green patina The 
surfaces are well preserved aside from a small scratch that affects 
Oregon on the globe. 
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1432 1978-D MS66 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck with bright 
lemon-yellow patina. The portrait is lightly abraded, but the fields 
are nearly pristine. 

PROOF EISENHOWER DOLLARS 

1433 1971-S Silver—Double Die Obverse and Tripled Die Reverse— 
PR68 ANACS, Type One reverse; and a 1972-S Silver—Doubled 
Die Obverse and Tripled Die Reverse—PR68 Cameo ANACS, 

Type Two Reverse. Both coins are exquisitely struck and essentially 
pristine with velvet-blue and golden-brown patina. Break out the 
microscopes to find the die doubling on these examples. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1434 1971-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS. This white-on-black 
cameo shows a few speckles of color in the left obverse field. 

1435 1971-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS. A splendid, sparkling 
cameo example of this attractive silver striking. Brilliant throughout. 

1436 1971-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo NGC. Both sides are pristine and 
deeply cameoed with the lightest hints of powder-blue iridescence in 
the fields. Attractive. 

1437 1971-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo NGC. There is a little light color 
around the reverse periphery of this otherwise untoned Superb Gem. 
The cameo contrast is exceptional. 

1438 1972-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS. Untoned. 

1439 1972-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo ICG, a few speckles of pale yel¬ 
low-green patina, virtually pristine; and a 1973-S Silver PR69 Deep 
Cameo ICG, seemingly pristine but not quite fully struck on the 
portrait. (Total: 2 coins) 

1440 1974-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS. Both sides have the 
faintest hint of lemon-gold color. An essentially perfect proof. 

PROOF SUSAN B. ANTHONY DOLLARS 

1441 1979-S Type Two PR66 Deep Cameo ANACS. A lovely and 
immaculately preserved Gem that has radiant, frosty devices and jet 
black mirrored fields. The ‘clear S’ mintmark variety carries a size¬ 
able premium. 

1442 1979-S Type Two PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS. Brilliant and heavily 
contrasted with a sharp, clear mintmark. 

1443 1981-S Type Two PR68 Deep Cameo ANACS. A gorgeous Superb 
Gem that is not fully struck on the upper central portrait, but is oth¬ 
erwise nearly unimprovable. The ‘clear S’ mintmark variety is sur¬ 
prisingly scarce. 

PROOF SACAGAWEA DOLLARS 


1444 2001 -S Sacagawea PR70 Deep Cameo ICG. There is appreciable 
contrast between the devices and fields on both sides. 

1445 2001-S Sacagawea PR70 Deep Cameo ICG. This expertly pre¬ 
served example has eye appeal to spare. 

1446 2001-S Sacagawea PR70 Deep Cameo ICG. Smooth with bold 
cameo contrast, the golden tinged surfaces are fully deserving of the 
assigned grade. 

COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


1447 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson AU55 PCGS. Gently toned in 
hues of honey-gold and golden-brown color. Sharply struck except 
for the upper reverse. A perhaps Uncirculated example that PCGS 
has net graded due to a number of light obverse pinscratches. 

1448 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley—Ex-Jewelry, Damaged— 
ANACS. AU Details, Net Fine 12. Sections of the reverse border at 
3 o’clock and 9 o’clock are damaged where the coin was once weld¬ 
ed for use as jewelry. Sharply detailed, but the surfaces have a few 
minor scratches. 
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1449 1904 Lewis and Clark—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. XF Details, Net 
VF20. Both sides are sharply detailed but have a somewhat rough 
texture. There is a light pinscratch above the denomination. 

1450 1904 Lewis and Clark—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
VF30. The surfaces have been thoroughly polished, and there are a 
few light scratches in the fields. The” base of the R in DOLLAR 
appears to be recut. Both sides have a tiny pianchet flaw (as struck) 
at the border near 6 o’clock. 

1451 1905 Lewis and Clark—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
VG8. The reverse has heavy solder damage at 3 o’clock and 9 
o’clock, and has a few pinscratches as well. The obverse has air bub¬ 
bles in the lower obverse field that were caused by the heat of the 
applied solder. 

1452 1916 McKinley—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. AU Details, Net VG8. 
The obverse is harshly cleaned, while the center of the reverse is 
melted and ruined where the coin had once been affixed to a piece 
of jewelry. 

1453 1916 McKinley—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
Lightly cleaned on the obverse, while the reverse is exceptionally 
well struck and has seemingly pristine surfaces. 

1454 1917 McKinley AU55 PCGS. The reverse is sharply struck except 
for the upper peripheral legend. The portrait has a few faint slide 
marks. The luster is extensive on both sides. 

1455 1922 Grant—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF20. The 
surfaces have a glossy finish due to a light polishing, and the obverse 
has many pinpoint abrasions. The last of the Gold Dollar commem- 
oratives. 

1456 1922 Grant with Star—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. XF Details, Net 
Fine 12. The lower reverse has dark purple patina and rim damage 
where solder was applied. Grant has been polished so brutally that 
he looks like a character from “Alien Nation.” 

1457 1926 Sesquicentennial AU55 PCGS. Bright golden-orange col¬ 
oration with generous amounts of luster remaining. 

1458 1926 Sesquicentennial—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. A few hairlines and spots are seen on the obverse of this oth¬ 
erwise orange-gold representative. 

1459 1926 Sesquicentennial MS61 ANACS. Well struck and very lus¬ 
trous with a hidden abrasion on the lower part of Independence Hall. 
No more Gold Commemoratives would be released until 1984. 

1460 1926 Sesquicentennial MS64 NGC. A lustrous, high-end example 
of this popular commemorative gold coin. 

GOLD DOLLARS 


1461 1849 Open Wreath No L—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. Breen-6000. The first and smaller head, with the tip of the 
coronet about midway between a pair of stars. Lightly cleaned with 
good luster and a sharp strike. Several of the stars are clumsily 
repunched, as struck. 

1462 1849 Closed Wreath MS60 NGC. Sharply struck with bright luster 
The surfaces are lightly abraded, with a pair of minor pinscratches in 
the obverse field. The 9 in the date is repunched directly east. 

1463 1849-0 XF40 ANACS. The obverse border has faint purple patina, 
while the reverse has a more commonplace golden-brown color. 
There is a small pianchet flaw (as struck) in the obverse field. The 
second L in DOLLAR is softly struck, due to the relatively high 
relief of the bust. A problem free example. 
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1464 1849-0 XF45 ANACS. This first-year example displays tan-gold 
color with light overall wear that is only really perceptible over the 
central highpoints. Partially lustrous with scattered handling marks. 

1465 1849-0 AU55 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces display only the slight¬ 
est trace of wear on the highest points. 

1466 1850—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Very lightly 
cleaned with ample luster and a hint of wear on the portrait. A small 
abrasion impacts the E in STATES. Three radial die cracks (as 
struck) travel from the rim through a star, one of which continues 
through the bust. 

1467 1850 AU55 ANACS. This is a mostly lustrous, yellow-gold repre¬ 
sentative with a little light rub from a short stint in circulation. Weil 
defined, and perfect for AU type purposes. 

1468 1850-0 XF40 ANACS. Sharply detailed and pleasing for the grade, 
with ample subdued luster and light golden-brown patina. A very 
elusive issue, with just 14,000 pieces struck. 

1469 1851 MS62 NGC. A sharply detailed Gold Dollar that has bright and 
extensive luster. The fields are moderately graded. 

1470 1852 AU58 PCGS. A well struck and attractive example that has 
extensive mint luster. There are a few light abrasions above the por¬ 
trait, with the surfaces otherwise very clean. The reverse has a few 
faint die cracks, as struck. 

1471 1852 MS62 NGC. A common issue and, thus, important for type 
purposes, this is a reddish-gold example with no mentionable abra¬ 
sions and a sharp overall strike. 

1472 1853—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Fully struck 
and highly lustrous but marred by a couple of scratches on the 
obverse. 


1473 1853 AU55 ANACS. A pleasing gold-green example that has a wide 
band of luster across both peripheries. The obverse has a few tiny 
contact marks. A sharply detailed Gold Dollar. The lower obverse 
stars are lightly strike doubled. 

1474 1853 MS62 NGC. A well struck and lustrous example. There are a 
few wispy and trivial slide marks in the left obverse field and right 
of the denomination. The 1853 issue has the highest mintage of the 
series. 

1475 1854 Type One AU58 ANACS. Sharply struck with considerable 
luster. There is a minor scratch near and above the A in DOLLAR, 
and a pair of tiny pianchet flaws near the reverse border. 

1476 1854-S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. 
The prooflike nature of the fields is enhanced by a light cleaning. A 
light pinscratch forms an arc across the right side of the obverse. 
Sharply detailed with much of the original luster intact. The first 
Gold Dollar issue from the new San Francisco Mint. A rare issue 
with a low mintage of 14,632 pieces. 

1477 1854 Type Two—Ex: Jewelry—ANACS. AU Details, Net Fine 
12. Polished with a bright sheen and orange-gold color. The coin was 
mounted in the center of the reverse, sizeable evidence of which can 
still be seen. The second and third digits in the date are not evident. 

1478 1854 Type Two—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
The obverse has a trio of faint pinscratches that do not particularly 
distract. The luster is broken only in the exposed fields. Struck from 
strongly clashed dies. A nice example for the grade. Type Two Gold 
Dollars were produced in quantity only in 1854 and 1855. 

1479 1854 Type Two—Damaged, Bent—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF45. Bent and straightened (and quite well at that) with a distrac¬ 
tion in the lower left reverse field. Both sides offer considerable 
remaining definition. 

1480 1855—Bent—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Slightly bent near 
the second A in AMERICA, with a few minor abrasions in the upper 
reverse field. The second L in DOLLAR is weakly struck. A lightly 
abraded example with luster that persists in selected areas. The 
reverse is struck from a clashed die. 
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1481 1855-0—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Unnatu¬ 
rally bright due to a light polishing. The rims are unavailable for 
inspection due to the encapsulation. The details are certainly sharp 
for the net grade. Only 55,000 pieces were struck. 

1482 1856-S Type Two—Repaired, Whizzed—ANACS. XF Details, 
Net Fine 12. The fields have the wavy, granularly porous, and heav¬ 
ily hairlined surfaces that typically accompany crude repair work. S- 
mint Gold Dollars were struck in low mintages and are scarce. The 
only Type Two S-mint issue. 

1483 1858 AU58 NGC. Sharply struck except for the OL in DOLLAR. 
The luster and surfaces are pleasing for the grade. Struck from light¬ 
ly clashed dies. A slightly better date. Population: 25 in 58, 64 finer 
(1/02). 

1484 1860 MS61 NGC. Well struck except for the I in AMERICA. There 
are no mentionable abrasions. The obverse has several tiny black 
spots. Only 36,514 pieces were struck. Population: 15 in 61, 37 finer 
( 1 / 02 ). 

1485 1860 MS64 PCGS. The portrait and wreath have sharp details, but 
the date and lower obverse are not sharply struck. There are a few 
trivial and wispy abrasions in the central reverse. A lustrous beauty. 
Only 36,688 pieces were struck. Population: 5 in 64, 3 finer (3/02). 
(See Color Photo) 

1486 1860-S—Cleaned, Bent—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF35. Almost 
imperceptibly bent, but the hairlines are fairly obvious on both sides. 
There is an abrasion behind the bust, with another below the R in 
DOLLAR. Sharply detailed with much luster. Only 13,000 pieces 
were minted, and survivors are elusive in all grades. 


1497 1877 XF45 ANACS. The generally problem-free surfaces have rich 
orange-brown patina. The 8 in the date is softly struck. The impres¬ 
sion above OF is likely due to a mint-made strike through. Just 3,900 
pieces were struck, with the majority of the survivors in lower Mint 
State grades. 


1878 AU58 NGC. Sharply struck with mildly prooflike surfaces. 
There are a number of faint slide marks on each side. Struck from 
slightly rotated dies. Only 3,000 pieces were struck. Population: 8 in 
58, 74 finer (1/02). 

Ex: The Harry W. Bass, Jr. Collection (Bowers and Merena, 10/99), 
lot 207, where it realized $805. 


1499 1880 MS61 NGC. One of just 1,636 Gold Dollars produced in 1880, 
this otherwise satin finished example exhibits traces of modest 
brightness in the fields. The strike is free of criticism, and the num¬ 
ber of distracting blemishes is minimal for the assigned grade. 


1500 1882—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Sharply 
struck with bright prooflike surfaces. The obverse has a trio of shal¬ 
low scratches, and there is a small scrape just left of the prominent 
1 that forms the denomination. Only 5,000 pieces were struck. 


1501 1883—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Sharply struck 
except for ERTY in LIBERTY. Very lightly cleaned with a pair of 
minor abrasions near the denomination. A coin with significant eye 
appeal for the grade. The business strike mintage was only 10,800 
pieces. 

1502 1884—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The surfaces 
were probably prooflike to begin with, but now they are definitely 
glossy and prooflike after the enthusiastic cleaning. A minor numis¬ 
matic tragedy. The business strike mintage is a low 5,230 pieces. 


1487 1861 AU58 PCGS. A well struck example with abundant bright lus¬ 
ter and originally toned orange-brown surfaces. There are a few faint 
slide marks on each side. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 


1488 1862 AU55 ANACS. With green-gold surfaces and ample remnants 
of a sharp strike, this not excessively abraded example would fit 
nicely into a Choice AU type set. 


1503 1834 Classic XF40 NGC. A good strike that has a mixture of flat 
and well developed stars. Some of the shield lines are partly merged. 
The portrait has relatively sharp details. The surfaces are moderate¬ 
ly abraded, but there are no individually mentionable abrasions. 


1862 AU58 ANACS. Well struck with ample luster and clean sur¬ 
faces. The left obverse legends are strike doubled. 

1862 AU58 PCGS. The luster is not full, but otherwise no one could 
find fault with this lovely example. Well struck with pleasing sur¬ 
faces. Gold Dollar production soared in 1862, but fell precipitously 
in subsequent years due to Gresham’s Law. 


1504 1838 VF30 NGC. A well worn example that does not have much 
detail left on the wings. The obverse has better details. There are no 
mentionable abrasions, but there are numerous faint slide marks. A 
scarcer date with only 47,030 pieces minted. 

LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


1491 1870 AU55 ANACS. The peripheral golden-brown patina is attrac¬ 
tive. Well struck with considerable luster and problem free surfaces. 
Only 6,300 pieces were struck. 

1492 1873 Open 3 AU58 ANACS. Sharply struck with considerable 
bright luster and some pink-rose patina on the reverse. There are no 
mentionable abrasions. 

1493 1873 Open 3—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. 
Breen-6090. Only the LI in LIBERTY is legible, and there is a 
lengthy raised die line (as struck) on the neck. The lustrous surfaces 
have a few light hairlines and abrasions. Well struck except for CA 
in AMERICA. 


1505 1842-0 VF25 NGC. A well worn example, although some wing 
feather detail is discernible. There are no individually mentionable 
abrasions. Only 19,800 pieces were struck, and survivors are very 
elusive. PCGS and NGC combined have certified less than 150 coins 
in all grades. 

1506 1843-D Large I>-Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The 
green-gold surfaces present well despite the impairment with no sin¬ 
gularly bothersome abrasions. True, there are scattered hairlines, but 
some of the original finish is still evident in the more protected areas 
around the obverse periphery. The obverse is more well detailed than 
the reverse. As a date, the 1843-D (36,209 pieces produced) is the 
most common Quarter Eagle produced at the Dahlonega Mint. 


1494 1874—Ex-Jewelry—ANACS, AU Details, Net VF20, a polished 
example that has a few minor scratches, the most notable of which 
is below the date; and an 1874—Damaged, Bent—ANACS, Unc 
Details, Net AU50, sharply struck except for the C in AMERICA, 
lustrous and lightly abraded, but with a light bend between 3 o’clock 
and 8 o’clock on die obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1495 1874—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The obverse 
has a lengthy vertical scratch. Lustrous and sharply struck aside 
from a few weak letters in the lower obverse peripheral legend. 

1496 1874 AU50 PCGS, warmly colored in green-gold shades, the sur¬ 
faces display remnants of a semi-prooflike finish; and an 1885— 
Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, a little bright from the 
cleaning, this is still an attractive example with no sizeable distrac¬ 
tions. (Total: 2 coins) 


1507 1843-0 Small Date XF40 PCGS. Softly struck on the eagle’s shield 
and left leg, but the stars are sharply detailed and the surfaces are 
pleasingly free from relevant abrasion. Much luster is present. There 
is a reverse die crack (as struck) at 3 o’clock. 

1508 1843-0 Small Date XF45 ANACS. The obverse is nicely detailed, 
while the reverse has some weakness of strike on the eagle. There 
are no mentionable abrasions. The luster is ample but subdued. 

1509 1843-0 Large Date XF45 NGC. There is a small planchet flaw (as 
struck) below star 4, and a few minor abrasions near STA in 
STATES. The eagle is not sharply struck, but the stars have sharp 
centril details. The devices have ample mint luster. The mintmark is 
repunched, with the secondary mintmark directly south. The Large 
Date variety is much scarcer than the Small Date variety. 
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1510 1843-0 Large Date^—Scratched—ANACS AU details Net EF45. 
Breen-6173. The mintmark is repunched, with a secondary curve 
directly south. There is a short vertical scratch behind the portrait, 
and a faint diagonal scratch across the cheek that appears to give cat¬ 
fish whiskers to Miss Liberty. A bright example with ample luster 
and sharp peripheral details. The centers have slight weakness of 
strike. Much scarcer than the Small Date variety. 

1511 1847 VF25 PCGS. The eagle is softly struck with additional wear, 
but the portrait has better details and the stars are sharply detailed. 
Subdued luster persists amid the stars, legends, and devices. The sur¬ 
faces are relatively clean and are without mentionable abrasions. A 
rare issue with a low mintage of 29,814 pieces. Population: 2 in 25, 
53 finer (1/02). 

1512 1848 AU53 PCGS. The surfaces have rich golden-brown patina. 
Well struck except for the eagle’s left leg. The fields have a few 
wispy handling marks. The luster is extensive but somewhat sub¬ 
dued. While 1848 CAL variety is a famous rarity, the variety with¬ 
out CAL is also rare in its own right. Only 7,497pieces were struck, 
not many of which were set aside. Population: 3 in 53, 26 finer 
(3/02). 

1513 1851 VF35 ANACS. With a respectable original mintage of 1.3 mil¬ 
lion pieces, the 1851 is understandably one of the more easily 
obtainable Quarter Eagles from this decade. This is a moderately 
worn representative with tan-gold features that are not excessively 
abraded for the grade. Whispers of lighter, golden-rose patina are 
noted here and there. 

1514 1851AU55 ANACS. The second 1 in the date is repunched, with the 
remnants of the base of a secondary 1 directly north of the prominent 
base. Struck from slightly rotated dies. Lustrous with pleasing sur¬ 
faces, but the eagle’s neck and leg are somewhat softly struck. The 
obverse is sharply detailed, however. 

1515 1852 AU58 ANACS. Well struck with pleasing luster and clean sur¬ 
faces. Struck from slightly rotated dies. 

1516 1852-0 XF40 PCGS. Somewhat softly struck on the eagle’s neck 
and legs, but the wings and stars are sharply detailed for the grade. 
The surfaces are relatively pleasing, and subdued luster glimmers 
where protected by devices. This coin is the much scarcer ‘heavy 
mintmark' variety mentioned by Douglas Winter in his New Orleans 
Mint Gold Coins. 

1517 1853 AU50 NGC. The eagle’s left leg has slight weakness of strike, 
but the remainder of the devices and stars are sharply defined. The 
obverse has a few minor pinscratches, and the obverse periphery has 
several tiny planchet flaws. Luster is especially evident on the 
reverse. 

1518 1853 MS61 NGC. While not fully struck in the centers, the stars 
have full centril details. Bright luster swirls readily across the leg¬ 
ends and devices. The surfaces have some faint slide marks, but have 
good eye appeal for the grade. The reverse has a heavy die crack 
through the denomination. 

1519 1854—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Well struck 
except for the eagle’s left leg. There is a tiny dark spot at 12 o’clock 
on the obverse. There are a few minor abrasions below the eagle’s 
wings. A very light cleaning does not reduce the eye appeal. Each 
side has a pair of wispy die cracks, as struck. Struck from a lightly 
clashed reverse die. 

1520 1854-0 VF30 PCGS. The obverse has comparatively sharp details, 
but the eagle on the reverse has considerable wear. The orange- 
brown surfaces are free from relevant abrasion. 

1521 1855 AU50 NGC. The lower reverse is softly struck, with sharp 
details on the wings and stars. The surfaces are pleasing, and sub¬ 
dued luster glimmers from protected areas. Struck from a lightly 
clashed reverse die. 

1522 1856 AU53 ANACS. Well struck with bright luster and pleasing sur¬ 
faces. There is a planchet flaw on the obverse rim at 8 o’clock. 

1523 1856-S—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. There are 
three noticeable pinscratches behind the bust, with the surfaces oth¬ 
erwise pleasing. The obverse has relatively sharp details, but the 
eagle is somewhat softly struck. Ample luster lurks where protected. 
Only 72,120 pieces were struck. 


1524 1857 XF45 PCGS. Somewhat softly struck on the lower half of the 
eagle, although the wing details are sharp. The remaining luster 
occasionally has a bright purple-brown hue. There are no individu¬ 
ally mentionable abrasions. 

1525 1857-0 XF40 NGC. A modestly circulated example with somewhat 
better details on the obverse than on the reverse. There are small 
planchet flaws (as struck) near the second star, the M in AMERICA, 
and the E in UNITED. 


1526 1857-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40 Sharply 
struck with the luster and details of an AU53 to AU55 coin. Howev¬ 
er, both sides have been thoroughly cleaned. Just 69,200 pieces were 
struck. 

1527 1858 XF40 PCGS. Somewhat flatly struck in the centers, but the 
wing plumage and the stars are nicely detailed. Both sides have 
ample luster and faint slide marks from circulation. A scarce issue 
with a mintage of just 47,377 pieces. Population: 4 in 40, 70 finer 
(1/02). 

1528 1859 Old Reverse VF25 PCGS. The eagle on the reverse is well 
worn, while the obverse has sharper details. Traces of dark russet 
patina are embedded in portions of of the legends. There are no men¬ 
tionable abrasions. Only 39,444 Quarter Eagles were struck in 1859, 
with the production further divided between the Old and New 
Reverse varieties. The Old Reverse, which has larger arrowheads 
and letters, is much scarcer than the New Reverse variety. Popula¬ 
tion: 1 in 25, 19 finer (1/02). 

1529 1861 New Reverse—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
The surfaces are bright and unnaturally prooflike due to a light 
cleaning. Sharply detailed with much peripheral luster and moder¬ 
ately abraded fields. 

1530 1861 New Reverse—Cleaned, Rims Filed—ANACS. Unc Details, 
Net AU50. Exceptionally well struck, but lightly cleaned with a tan- 
brown stain on the reverse border at 3 o’clock. The rims are not 
available for inspection. 

1531 1867-S VF30 ANACS. Softly struck in the centers, which gives the 
coin an appearance of greater wear than it actually has. There are no 
singularly mentionable abrasions. The upper reverse legend is strike 
doubled. Only 28,000 pieces were struck, and survivors are decid¬ 
edly elusive in all grades. 

1532 1869-S VF30 ANACS. There are tiny digs near stars 11 and 12, and 
the reverse has a planchet flaw at 6 o’clock. The strike is soft on the 
eagle’s shield and left leg, but overall the sharpness and luster is 
pleasing for the grade. Only 29,500 pieces were struck, and sur¬ 
vivors are elusive in all grades. 

1533 1870-S XF40 ICG. The stars are sharply defined, but the eagle on 
the reverse is not well struck. The surfaces are pleasing and'luster 
resides on the legends and devices. There is a planchet flaw (as 
struck) on the right side of the date. Only 16,000 pieces were struck, 
and only a small fraction of the mintage has avoided the smelters. 

1534 1871-S VF35 ANACS. An example with the luster of a higher grade, 
however, the eagle is rather softly struck on the neck, lower leg. and 
wingtips. The upper reverse has a pair of short pinscratches. Proba¬ 
bly prooflike when first struck, but the reflectivity is nearly lost due 
to subsequent circulation. An elusive issue with a low mintage of 
22,000 pieces. 

1535 1873 Open 3 AU55 ANACS. A sharply detailed example that has 
original golden-brown color and extensive if subdued luster. The 
reverse has a trace amount of debris within the devices. An attractive 
and problem free example. 

1536 1873 Closed 3 MS62 PCGS. A sharply struck example that has 
bright lemon-gold patina and extensive mint luster. The fields have 
a few unimportant abrasions, but the portrait has strong eye appeal. 
Only 55,200 pieces were struck with the closed 3 logotype 

1537 1873-S VF30 ANACS. Softly struck in the centers, but the stars are 
well defined. Both sides have a respectable quantity of subdued pink 
luster. There are no mentionable abrasions. An elusive issue with 
only 27,000 pieces struck. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the March 7, 2002 Pobulation Rebort from PC QS; 
or the April 15, 2002 Census Rebort from NQC. All Trends are from April 12, 2002. 
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1538 1875-S XF40 PCGS. The surfaces have the faintly porous appear¬ 
ance of sea salvage. The eagle’s left leg is softly struck, as are cer¬ 
tain hair curls, but the stars and wings are richly detailed. Only 
11,600 pieces were struck. Population: 16 in 40, 57 finer (1/02). 

1539 1878—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Well struck 
with considerable luster and a moderately abraded reverse field. 
There are a few tiny contact marks on the cheek. The ANACS net 
designation appears to be rather harsh. 

1540 1878 MS60 NGC. The strike and luster are very good, but there is a 
small reeding mark in the upper obverse, and a few tiny dark specks 
of debris are noted on each side. 

1541 1878 MS61 ANACS. This is an attractive coin for the grade with 
rich reddish-gold color over deeply set, green-gold undertones. 
There are a few swirls of deeper color in the reverse field above the 
eagle. 

1542 1878 MS62 PCGS. Exquisitely struck and lustrous with pleasing 
golden-brown patina. A faint pinscratch on the chin is only a trivial 
distraction, while the reverse is remarkably clean for the grade. 
Mintages of Quarter Eagles soared in 1878, as paper money and gold 
finally traded at par. 

1543 1879 AU58 PCGS. Sharply detailed with pleasing luster and rich 
golden-brown patina. The portrait has a couple of minor contact 
marks. 

1544 1879-S XF40 ANACS. Golden-brown in patina with relatively 
sharp details for the grade on the eagle’s plumage and the stars. A 
small abrasion impacts an obverse denticle at 2 o’clock. The sur¬ 
faces have a few faint slide marks, but there no other mentionable 
abrasions. An issue that is much more elusive than even its low 
mintage of 43,500 pieces would indicate. 

1545 1887—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The reddish- 
gold surfaces are a little scuffy from circulation with pinscratches 
over the obverse. The 1887 was produced to the extent of just 6,282 
pieces. 

1546 1889 AU58 ANACS. The rose-gold luster is attractive and perva¬ 
sive. While much of the coin is sharply struck, the curls above the 
forehead and the eagle’s left leg are somewhat mushy. A pleasing 
example of this scarce date. Only 17,600 pieces were struck. 

1547 1890 MS62 NGC. Well struck with bright luster and lightly abrad¬ 
ed surfaces. A scarce issue from a business strike production of just 
8,720 pieces. Population: 32 in 62, 38 finer (1/02). 

1548 1891—Double Die Reverse—AU50 ANACS. The right side of the 
reverse is die doubled with a considerable spread. As less than 
11,000 pieces were struck, the entire business strike mintage is like¬ 
ly from this doubled reverse die. Well struck and moderately 
prooflike with bright orange-yellow patina and lightly abraded sur¬ 
faces. A pleasing example of this scarce issue. 

1549 1891 AU55 PCGS. Rich golden-brown patina lends originality to 
the lustrous and nicely preserved surfaces. A sharply struck and 
pleasing example. OF AMERICA is strongly die doubled, as is 
apparently the case with the entire business strike production. Less 
than 11,000 pieces were minted, although clearly a number of these 
were set aside. 

1550 1893 AU58 NGC. Well struck with nearly complete luster and nice¬ 
ly preserved surfaces that have orange-brown patina. 

1551 1895 AU58 PCGS. Well struck with nearly complete luster and 
pleasing surfaces. The upper reverse has a series of faint die cracks, 
as struck. Only 6,000 business strikes were produced, although a 
number of these were apparently set aside at the time of issue. 

1552 1895 AU58 ANACS. This is a desirable coin with sharp overall def¬ 
inition, no singularly objectionable abrasions, and an enticingly low 
original mintage of 6,000 business strikes. Slight haziness is seen, 
mostly on the obverse. 

1553 1896 AU53 PCGS. Sharply struck on the eagle and stars, but certain 
portions of the bust are softly struck, as is the obverse rim at 7 
o’clock. The luster is broken in the fields, but the surfaces do not 
have any mentionable abrasions. 


1554 1896 AU58 PCGS. The mostly lustrous, copper-gold surfaces are 
free of sizeable abrasions and bothersome loss of detail. One of just 
19,202 pieces produced, and important as such. 

1555 1897 AU55 ANACS. Sharply detailed with considerable luster and 
bright honey-gold patina. There are no mentionable abrasions. Less 
than 30,000 pieces were struck. 

1556 1897 AU58 Prooflike ANACS. Well mirrored in the fields despite 
light rub, this coin is fully impressed over every feature. We can find 
no singularly bothersome abrasions. 

1557 1898—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Both sides are 
thoroughly cleaned and have an unnaturally glossy and prooflike 
appearance. A raised shelf surrounds star 4, as struck due to a sunken 
die. A well struck example. 

1558 1898 MS63 NGC. Lustrous with a razor sharp strike. The surfaces 
have a few faint slide marks, which do not reduce the impressive eye 
appeal. Only 24,000 pieces were struck. 

1559 1899 AU58 PCGS. Well struck with bright orange patina and virtu¬ 
ally complete luster. The surfaces are pleasingly free from relevant 
abrasion, but a dark powdery substance clings to the outlines of the 
devices. 

1560 1901 MS63 PCGS. The base of the second 1 in the date is sharply 
repunched. A lovely, well struck, and lustrous representative that has 
pleasing surfaces. 

1561 1902—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. A well 
struck example that has the intense and extensive luster of an MS62 
example. However, the reverse has a few deep pinscratches, and the 
obverse is lightly pinscratched as well. The eye appeal is not too 
impaired, however, and the ANACS assessment may be somewhat 
harsh. 

1562 1902 MS60 ANACS. Both sides are lackluster with a somewhat 
glossy sheen. Sharply struck with remarkably few abrasions for the 
basal Mint State designation. 

1563 1902 MS61 ANACS. Well struck except for the second A in AMER¬ 
ICA. Lustrous with a few wispy obverse abrasions. The reverse rim 
has three tiny planchet flaws between 7 and 8 o’clock. 

1564 1902 MS62 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous with mildly prooflike 
surfaces. The border below the date is surprisingly crude, as struck. 
The reverse has prominent swirled die polish lines, also as struck. 

1565 1903 AU58 PCGS. Well struck with pleasing luster and bright yel¬ 
low patina. A pleasing example of this readily available issue. 

1566 1903 AU58 ANACS. A well struck and attractive coin that has 
extensive luster. There are no mentionable abrasions. 

1567 1905 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck example that has 
pleasing eye appeal despite a few unimportant abrasions. 

1568 1906 MS62 ANACS. A well struck example that has pleasing luster. 
The portrait has a few tiny contact marks, and there is a grease streak 
at 9 o’clock on the reverse. 

1569 1907 AU58 ANACS. Sharply struck with bright luster that can’t 
quite penetrate the exposed fields. A problem free example. 

INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

1570 1908— Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Well struck for 
the issue with the usual softness at the top of the eagle’s wing. 

1571 1908 MS60 ANACS. The headdress is well struck, but the shoulder 
of the eagle does not have sharp definition. The surfaces have only 
a few faint slide marks. A coin with moderate luster and good eye 
appeal. 

1572 1908 MS62 ANACS. This green-gold representative is satiny in tex¬ 
ture with a typical abrasion count for the assigned grade. 
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1573 1908 MS63 PCGS. Richly colored with remarkably few abrasions 
for the assigned grade. 

1574 1909—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Reddish tinted 
surfaces. 


1575 1909 AU50 ANACS. A golden-brown example that has very sharp 
details and problem free surfaces. The upper reverse field has a few 
faint slide marks. 

1576 1909 AU58 ANACS. The golden-brown surfaces have considerable 
luster. The devices are sharply detailed, but have a hint of rub. The 
obverse field has a few unimportant abrasions. 

1577 1909 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck with pleasing surfaces that have 
orange-gold patina. 

1578 1909 MS62 NGC. Sharply struck with medium golden-orange 

1579 1910—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Bright surfaces 
from cleaning. 

1580 1910 AU53 ANACS. The tan-brown surfaces have a few faint slide 
marks. There are a pair of unimportant abrasions behind the head of 
the eagle. The devices are nicely detailed. 

1581 1910 AU58 NGC. A bright and problem free example that is sharply 
struck except for the lower headdress feathers. The upper reverse 
field is lightly abraded. 

1582 1910 MS62 NGC. Bright mint luster. 

1583 1911 XF45 ANACS. A pleasing if lightly circulated example that 
has clean surfaces and rich headdress detail. The headband of the 
Indian and the shoulder of the eagle have noticeable rub. 

1584 1911 AU50 ANACS. The fields have a few faint handling marks. 
Richly detailed for the grade, with considerable bright luster on the 
devices. 

1585 1911 AU55 ANACS. This coin offers bold definition in all areas 
save over the lower right obverse. Orange-gold in sheen, there are no 
abrasions that are out of context with the assigned grade. 

1586 1911 MS61 NGC. There is a minor scratch in the upper obverse 
field, and the reverse has a few faint slide marks. Lustrous and 
sharply struck. 

1587 1911 MS61 ANACS. Good luster for the grade. 

1588 1911 MS62 NGC. Bright green-gold coloration, this solid Uncircu¬ 
lated coin is softly struck on the lowest feather of the Indian’s head¬ 
dress. 

1589 1911 MS62 ANACS. A lovely, lustrous, and well struck Quarter 
Eagle There is a faint curved abrasion in the upper right reverse 
field, with the surfaces otherwise pleasing. 

1590 1911-D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Bright sur¬ 
faces and lightly worn over the highpoints. 

1591 1911-D MS62 NGC. A lustrous, minimally abraded example of this 
always-popular key issue. Sharply struck. 

1592 1912—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Bright orange- 
gold surfaces. 

1593 1912 XF45 ANACS. The surfaces have faint slide marks, but there 
are no singularly mentionable abrasions. The cheekbone of the Indi¬ 
an has noticeable wear, but there is much fine headdress and 
plumage detail. 

1594 1912 AU55 PCGS. The devices have bright lemon-gold patina, with 
more subdued color where lightly rubbed. A problem free example. 

1595 1912 AU58 NGC. A good strike with essentially complete luster. 
There is a small abrasion behind the head of the eagle, but the sur¬ 
faces are otherwise pleasing. 


1596 1913—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Bright overall 
with minimal abrasions. 

1597 1913 AU50 ANACS. The sharply struck features are free of all but 
the lightest rub over the highpoints. Both sides are originally colored 
with no singularly mentionable blemishes. 

1598 1913 AU53 PCGS. The predominantly orange-gold surfaces have a 
more subdued color where light rub exists. Sharply struck and prob¬ 
lem free. 

1599 1913 AU58 ANACS. Well struck for the series with lustrous albeit 
lightly abraded surfaces. 

1600 1913 MS62 PCGS. This honey-gold representative is sharply 
impressed with few bothersome abrasions. 

1601 1914—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Light friction 
over the highpoints. 

1602 1914 AU55 NGC. A sharply detailed example that has light golden- 
brown patina. The devices have rich luster. The right reverse field 
has a few minor abrasions. 

1603 1914 AU58 NGC. Lightly abraded with a good strike and consider¬ 
able luster. 

1604 1914 AU58 ANACS. The second scarcest issue in the Indian Quar¬ 
ter Eagle series, this near-Mint survivor is sharply detailed through¬ 
out with no outwardly distracting abrasions. An attractive coin for 
the grade. 

1605 1914 MS61 NGC. Numerous small abrasions are scattered over 
each side of this bright example of this scarcer, semi-key issue. 

1606 1914-D AU58 NGC. The lower headdress is weakly struck. The sur¬ 
faces are pleasingly clean and have bright honey-gold patina. The 
mintmark is legible but in low relief. 

1607 1914-D AU58 NGC. This is an originally preserved, tan-gold exam¬ 
ple with suitably bold definition. Neither side reveals any singularly 
bothersome abrasions. 

1608 1914-D MS61 NGC. Rich reddish patina adds a colorful accent to 
each side of this sharply struck example of this semi-key issue. 

1609 1914-D MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with clean, 
problem-free surfaces. A lovely example of this scarce issue. 

1610 1914-D MS62 NGC. A richly detailed example that has a reddish- 
pink tint to the luster on the central devices. There is a minor abra¬ 
sion in the lower right reverse field, but the surfaces are otherwise 
well preserved. 

1611 1914-D MS62 ANACS. A bit softly struck with bright surfaces. 

1612 1915 AU53 ANACS. The lower headdress feathers have modest rub. 
The reverse field has a few light slide marks. Much luster remains, 
and certainly a this is a nice type coin for the grade. 

1613 1915 AU53 PCGS. The surfaces have rich golden-brown patina. 
The portrait has hints of rub on the temple and headband. The 
devices have ample luster. The denomination had a ten year hiatus 
after the 1915 issue. 

1614 1915 AU55 ANACS. This golden-rose example is glossy in texture 
with only a few scattered obverse abrasions. The striking quality is 
slightly above average for the type. 

1615 1915 AU58 NGC. Sharply struck with radiant surfaces that are rel¬ 
atively clean except for a faint pinscratch in the upper left reverse 
field. 

1616 1915 MS60 ANACS. Well struck with good mint luster. 

1617 1915 MS62 NGC. Reddish patina overlays the basic green-gold col¬ 
oration. Sharply struck. 
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1925-D MS60 ANACS. The surfaces are frosty, if somewhat sub¬ 
dued, with light, scattered hairlines. A little softly impressed over the 
lower right obverse. 

1925-D MS61 NGC. Sharply struck with radiant surfaces. The 
reverse has a few minor pinscratches and there is a small planchet 
flaw that affects the R in LIBERTY. 

1925-D MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with rich and attractive gold¬ 
en-brown patina. There is a tiny scrape in the field near star 6, with 
the surfaces otherwise pleasing for the grade. 

1925- D MS64 NGC. The frosty, orange-gold surfaces are just shy of 
a full Gem grade. This is a sharply impressed coin that belongs in a 
high grade type or date set. 

1926— Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Sharply struck 
and very bright from cleaning. 

1926 MS62 ANACS. There is a minor scratch through the chin of 
the Indian, and the reverse field is also lightly abraded. A lustrous 
and well struck representative that has attractive orange-gold color. 

1926 MS62 ANACS. Lustrous and lightly marked. 

1927 MS60 ANACS. Well struck. 

1927 MS60 ANACS. This BU representative is suitably well 
defined with orange-gold features and bright, satin textured features. 

1927 MS62 ANACS. The obverse has bright lemon-gold patina, 
while the reverse color is somewhat more subdued. A sharply struck 
and problem free example. 

1927 MS62 ANACS. Bright orange-gold surfaces. 

1928—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Reddish pati¬ 
na subdues much of the effects of cleaning. 

1928 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with tan-gold color and a verti¬ 
cal pinscratch above the P in PLURIBUS. 

1928 MS63 ANACS. Well struck with radiant luster and a few light 
abrasions in the upper left reverse. 

1929 AU58 ANACS. Well struck overall, the golden-rose features 
are typically abraded on the reverse. Both sides are bright, if some¬ 
what glossy. 

1929 MS62 PCGS. A desirable final-year example, both sides are 
uncommonly attractive for the grade with rich honey-gold and 
orange-gold colors. 

1929 MS63 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous with bright luster, but 
the reverse field has a few light abrasions. 

1929 MS63 ANACS. Bright mint frost covers each side. 

1929 MS64 ANACS. The devices have pink and green hues to their 
color, while the fields have orange-brown patina. A lustrous and 
nicely struck near-Gem. 

THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


1855-S—Plugged, Acid Treated—ANACS. XF Details, Net Fine 
12. The surfaces have a porous and artificially matte texture that is 
often associated with seawater damage. Holed and plugged at 12 
o’clock on the obverse, with ES in STATES re-engraved. Only 6,600 
pieces were struck. 

1878—Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Bright 
from cleaning but showing good remaining luster. There are a few 
small marks concentrated in the left obverse field and over Liberty’s 
nose. 



CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 


1834 Plain 4—Graffiti—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. The 
upper reverse has numerous crude pinscratches that vaguely resem¬ 
ble the initials BC. Hints of the original prooflike luster are within 
the shield and legends. The devices are relatively sharply struck, 
although the left side stars are mostly flat. There is a minor nm ding 
at 8 o’clock. 

1834 Plain 4 VF35 ICG. The lower wings have sharp details, and 
there is much luster for the grade around the stars, legends and 
devices. There are no mentionable abrasions. 

1834 Plain 4 VF35 NGC. Copper tinged patina clings to the denti¬ 
cles and peripheral devices of this otherwise tan-gold example. 
Moderately worn with scattered abrasions from circulation and a 
few moderate distractions in the left obverse and upper reverse 
fields. 

1836 VF35 PCGS. Nicely detailed for the grade, with rich plumage 
on the eagle. Some of the stars are flat, which is generally as struck. 
Ample honey-gold luster is present in the borders. The obverse rim 
has a pair of minor bruises at 3 o’clock. The obverse has a heavy 
radial die crack (as struck) at 11 o’clock that wanders across most of 
the portrait. 

1836 XF40 ANACS. A modestly circulated tan-gold example with 
surfaces that are only lightly abraded for the grade. The shield lines 
are intact. Tiny specks of dark debris collect in the occasional 
crevice. 

1837—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. The upper 
obverse has a set of pinscratches, but the ANACS designation in this 
instance appears to be overly harsh. The borders have bright luster. 
Most of the stars are flatly struck, but the shield lines are fully sep¬ 
arated. Struck from rotated dies. 

1837 XF40 PCGS. Originally preserved with olive-gold surfaces. 
The left center reverse is softly struck, and there are some pin¬ 
scratches over the left obverse and in the upper right reverse field. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1839 VF20 ANACS. The obverse is well worn, while the eagle on 
the reverse has surprisingly sharp plumage details. Remnants of lus¬ 
ter are present on both sides. The bust truncation is markedly curved 
when compared with issues from subsequent years of the long-lived 
series. 

1839 VF30 PCGS. The surfaces have rich orange-red patina, and 
the eagle’s plumage is sharply defined for the grade. There are no 
mentionable abrasions. Technically a one-year type, as the bust of 
Liberty differs in several respects from that of the Head of 1840. A 
scarce issue. 

1840 Broad Mill—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. The 
obverse has been somewhat harshly cleaned, and there is a pair of 
light pinscratches in the left obverse field. Portions of the devices are 
softly struck, but the wings have pleasing details. Much scarcer than 
the also elusive Narrow Mill variety. 

1840 Narrow Mill VF35 PCGS. Sharply detailed for the grade with 
no relevant abrasions, however, the remaining luster is somewhat 
subdued. A heavy radial die crack (as struck) travels from the rim 
through the arrowheads to the eagle’s right wing. 

1841 VF20 NGC. Well worn with most of the fine details of the 
plumage and hair no longer present. There is a minor scratch in the 
upper reverse. Some mint luster is still present on both sides. A rare 
date with a mintage of only 15,833 pieces. NGC and PCGS have a 
combined population of under 100 coins in all grades. 

1842-D Small Date AU55 NGC. While not as great a rarity as the 
1842-D Large Date variety, the Small Date may well be underrated 
in Choice AU condition. Noted branch mint gold expert Douglas 
Winter believes that less than two dozen pieces have survived in AU 
grades, with most survivors of the mintage in XF40 or lower grades. 
The strike is sharp for a D-mint example, with only the arrow feath¬ 
ers softly defined. There is much prooflike luster, and there are no 
individually mentionable abrasions. Population: 9 in 55, 20 finer 
(1/02). (See Color Photo) 
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1652 1843-0 Large Letters VF25 NGC. Softly struck on the eagle’s 
neck and arrow feathers, but the wings and stars are well detailed for 
the grade. The surfaces are moderately abraded, but there are no 
individual distractions. According to branch mint gold expert Dou¬ 
glas Winter, "the Large Letters is actually the scarcer variety of the 
two.” Population: 3 in 25, 81 finer (1/02). 

1653 1844 XF45 NGC. Nicely detailed with golden-brown patina and 
ample luster. A horizontal pinscratch at 3 o’clock on the reverse is 
the only distraction. 

1654 1844-C AU50 PCGS. The 1844-C Half Eagle is even more rare than 
the low mintage of 23,631 pieces would indicate. In fact, branch 
mint gold expert Douglas Winter considers it to be the third rarest 
Charlotte $5 issue. He theorizes that its rarity is partly due to the 
decline in purity of the Bechtler private mint, and partly because a 
fire at the Charlotte mint in 1845 interrupted its production. Regard¬ 
less of the reason, the rarity of the 1844-C issue is irrefutable. This 
impressive survivors has sharp details on the stars and eagle’s 
plumage, while only the arrow feathers and a few of the hair tresses 
are softly defined. There are no mentionable abrasions. There is a 
heavy die crack (as struck) through the first A in AMERICA. Popu¬ 
lation: 5 in 50, 20 finer (1/02). (See Color Photo) 

1655 1844-0 VG8 ANACS. The obverse is unusually worn, with legible 
fragments on only four of the stars. LIBERTY and the date are sharp. 
The reverse better details, as the shield lines are mostly intact. The 
surfaces have faint slide marks from lengthy circulation. 

1656 1844-0 VF30 ANACS. The strike is somewhat soft on the eagle’s 
neck and the arrow feathers, with better details on the wings and 
stars. There is a minor rim ding at 1 o’clock, and a small pinscratch 
near the arrowheads. A typical representative of the issue. 

1657 1845 AU50 PCGS. A sharp and pleasing example with no mention- 
able abrasions. The surfaces are prooflike and have bright lemon- 
gold patina. Struck from a slightly clashed reverse die. An elusive 
issue in AU despite a sizeable mintage. Population: 21 in 50,46 finer 
(1/02). 

1658 1846 Large Date XF45 NGC. This example has the sharpness and 
luster of an AU coin, but the surfaces are moderately to heavily 
abraded. Each side has a few tiny specks of grease. 

1659 1846 Small Date XF45 PCGS. The golden-brown surfaces have 
noticeable (although subdued) luster. The strike is slightly soft on 
the lower half of the eagle and on the hair curls below Liberty’s ear. 
The surfaces are modestly abraded, but there are no heavy bagmarks. 
In his Encyclopedia, Breen stated that the Small Date variety is “pro¬ 
hibitively rare above VF,” but more examples have surfaced in 
recent years. 

1660 1848 XF40 ANACS. Sharply detailed for the grade, with the arrow 
feathers merged due to the strike. A problem free example with 
much luster. A die crack (as struck) connects the upper neck the edge 
of the coronet. A vertical die crack below the chin has the appear¬ 
ance of a whisker. 

1661 1849 XF45 NGC. This better date P-mint Half Eagle shows light, 
even wear and exceptionally clean surfaces. 

1662 1851—Cleaned, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
Very lightly cleaned, but bright luster is pervasive outside of the 
exposed fields. The surfaces are moderately abraded, although the 
only singular distraction is a thin scratch above the arrowheads. The 
strike is somewhat soft on the eagle’s neck, with better details else¬ 
where. 

1663 1852 AU50 NGC. A lustrous example with a good strike. Perhaps 
from sea salvage, as the surfaces are very faintly porous. The 
obverse border has several faint die cracks, as struck. 

1664 1853 XF40 PCGS. Somewhat softly struck in the centers of both 
sides, but the wing feathers and stars have pleasing detail. The 
remaining luster is extensive but it lacks flash. The surfaces are free 
from bothersome abrasions. 

1665 1855 XF45 ANACS. Moderately abraded with a typical strike but 
sharp details on the wings and stars. Although the 1855 is considered 
to be a common issue within the No Motto type, it is still a scarce 
and somewhat underrated date. 


1666 1855-S Fine 15 NGC. A scarce and underrated S-mint Five that is 
comparable to many Charlotte and Dahlonega issues from this 
decade. The devices show even wear and the only marks of note are 
a couple of abrasions in the upper reverse field. 

1667 1855-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. The obverse 
is harshly cleaned and has a striated and subdued appearance, while 
the reverse has pleasing and original surfaces. Softly struck on the 
obverse portrait, but there is ample remaining luster. A rare issue 
with a combined NGC and PCGS population in all grades of just 134 
coins. 

1668 1856-S XF45 NGC. The ‘56-S boasts the highest mintage (105,100 
pieces) of any Liberty Half Eagle produced at the San Francisco 
Mint prior to 1878. Most coins, however, entered circulation, where 
they were worn out in the rigorous economic channels of the fron¬ 
tier. This fortunate survivor is not excessively abraded with rich, 
crimson-copper highlights over olive-gold patina. Both sides retain 
ample evidence of a bold strike. 

1669 1857 AU50 NGC. Sharply struck except for the arrow feathers and 
a few of the hair curls. Much bright luster is present, but there is a 
well hidden abrasion in the upper right comer of the shield. The 
reverse border has a few areas of purple-gray patina. Less than 
100,000 pieces were struck. 

1670 1857-S VF25 PCGS. This coin has the extent of luster of an XF45 
example, however, the luster is subdued and the surfaces are faintly 
porous due to sea salvage. Typically struck except for the stars, 
which are very sharp. A rare issue with a combined NGC and PCGS 
population in all grades of only 146 coins. 

1671 1861 AU50 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous. The surfaces have 
orange-brown color and are only lightly abraded, but there are a few 
tiny specks of PVC residue. 

1672 1866-S Motto AU50 PCGS. Produced in greater numbers than its 
similarly dated No Motto counterpart, the* 1866-S Motto (34,920 
pieces produced) is still, however, a conditionally challenging coin 
that is typically offered in grades no finer than VF. In fact, the 1866- 
S No Motto and 1866-S Motto are similar in overall rarity. This rich¬ 
ly colored, reddish-gold example retains evidence of a satiny finish. 
Moderately abraded, yet free of individually conspicuous distrac¬ 
tions, the surfaces are adequately defined over the major design ele¬ 
ments. NGC and PCGS combined have seen just four coins in AU50 
and 11 finer, none of which are Mint State (1/02). (See Color Photo) 

1673 1868-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. The surfaces 
are subdued from the obvious cleaning. The eagle’s neck and the 
arrow feathers are softly struck, but there is sharp wing feather 
detail. Only 52,000 pieces were struck. 

1674 1870-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Only very 
lightly cleaned, but well worn with an inconsistent strike. The 
eagle’s left wing still has most of its plumage details, but Liberty’s 
hair curls have fully merged. A rare date that has a scant mintage of 
17,000 pieces. 

1675 1871-S VG10 PCGS. A well worn example of this scarce issue, 
although LIBERTY is legible and most of the shield lines are dis¬ 
tinct. There is an abrasion from the third star to the chin, with anoth¬ 
er below the second star. Only 25,000 pieces were struck. Popula¬ 
tion: 1 in 10, 62 finer (1/02). 

1676 1872-CC VF20 ANACS. The stars, legends, and wing feathers are 
surprisingly detailed. However, the centers have soft details, due 
partly to the strike. The surfaces are only moderately abraded. The 
reverse legends are lightly strike doubled. Just 16,980 pieces were 
struck. 

1677 1872-S VG10 ANACS. One of only 36,400 pieces produced, this 
well worn, yet generally problem-free example is free of individual¬ 
ly conspicuous handling marks. The surfaces are richly toned in 
crimson-copper shades. Both sides display waning peripheral defin- 


1678 1872-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. A condition¬ 
ally scarce San Francisco five that displays remarkable sharpness for 
the issue, but an induced dullness over each side. Relatively few 
pieces are known above VF and an XF ‘72-S is seldom encountered. 
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1679 1873 Open 3 VF35 ANACS. The stars and the eagle’s wing feath¬ 
ers are bold. However, the soft strike on the eagle’s neck and on the 
portrait gives the appearance of greater wear than the coin actually 
has. The borders have ample bright luster. The surfaces have light 
slide marks. 

1680 1873 Closed 3 XF40 NGC. Typically struck with pleasing luster 
and relatively clean surfaces. A die crack (as struck) wanders across 
the upper right reverse periphery. Slightly scarcer than the Open 3 
variety of the issue. 

1681 1873-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A hairlined 
example that has a typical strike but much mint luster. Only 31,000 
pieces were struck, and survivors are elusive in all grades. 

1682 1875-CC Good 6 ANACS. A remarkably worn example that also 
has a scratch in the lower left obverse field. A few letters of the 
reverse legend are worn into the rim. Only 11,828 pieces were 
struck. Early Carson City gold coins circulated heavily. 

1683 1876-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. The sur¬ 
faces are subdued and hairlined. A typically struck example that has 
sharp detail on the eagle and stars for the grade. Just 6,887 pieces 
were struck, and survivors are very rare. 

1684 1877-S XF40 ANACS. This conditionally scarce issue was pro¬ 
duced to the extent of just 26,700 pieces. An evenly worn, golden- 
rose example, both sides retain ample definition over the central fea¬ 
tures. 

1685 1878 XF40 ANACS. Breen-6703. The date is partly repunched, evi¬ 
dence of which can be seen in the lower loop of the first 8. An even¬ 
ly worn, lightly abraded representative of a variety that Breen 
describes as “rare.” 

1686 1878-S XF45 NGC. A bright example with mildly prooflike remain¬ 
ing luster and moderately abraded surfaces. The strike is a touch soft 
on the eagle’s neck and the arrow feathers. 

1687 1878-S AU55 NGC. Well defined except on the mintmark, as usual, 
with bright surfaces and reddish patina surrounding the devices. 

1688 1879 XF45 PCGS. Sharply struck with ample bright luster and 
modestly abraded surfaces. A pair of bagmarks impacts TE in 
STATES. The reverse legends are strike doubled. 

1689 1879 AU50 ANACS. The reddish-gold features are free of bother¬ 
some lack of detail, but a few moderate abrasions are noted on the 
obverse. 

1690 1879-S XF40 ANACS, problem-free for the grade, both sides are 
tinged in golden-rose color; and an 1899-S VF20 ANACS, both 
sides are glossy in texture with moderate overall wear. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1691 1879-S XF45 ANACS. Hints of modest brightness are evident in the 
fields of this moderately abraded example. 


1697 1880-S MS60 Prooflike ANACS. Bright and flashy in the fields, the 
golden-rose surfaces exhibit sharp striking definition over the 
devices. Scuffiness from handling accounts for the MS60 designa¬ 
tion. 

1698 1880-S MS61 PCGS. Sharply struck with good luster. There is an 
abrasion above TRUST, with the surfaces otherwise pleasing. IB in 
LIBERTY is recut. 

1699 1881—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A sharply 
detailed example that has a band of bright luster across the obverse 
stars. The reverse has a few light pinscratches that do not especially 
distract. The reverse is lightly die doubled, which is most noticeable 
on the first S in STATES. 

1700 1881AU55 NGC. From a good strike with extensive if subdued lus¬ 
ter. Earlier as lot 1042 in David Aker’s sale of the John Jay Pittman 
Collection (10/97), where it was succinctly catalogued as “Dull 
orange gold color” and sold for $110. 

1701 1881 AU58 ANACS. Well detailed with little evident rub, the 
orange-gold surfaces are suitably lustrous for the near-Mint grade 
level. 

1702 1881 MS61 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright honey-gold patina, 
and only lightly abraded for the grade. The luster is somewhat sub¬ 
dued in the exposed left obverse field. 

1703 1881 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with bright tan-gold 
surfaces. The fields have luster grazes that are typical for the grade. 

1704 1881-CC VF30 ANACS. The peripheries have bright luster, but the 
devices are wom and softly struck. A raised die line (as struck) 
crosses ER in LIBERTY. There are no mentionable abrasions. A rare 
Carson City issue that has a scant production of just 13,886 pieces. 
PCGS has only certified 60 examples of this issue in all grades. 

1705 1881-S AU55 PCGS. This reddish-gold example is free of excessive 
wear and singularly distracting abrasions. The centers are a little 
hazy in appearance. 

1706 1881-S AU58 ANACS. A nicely struck Half Eagle that has extensive 
luster and moderately abraded fields. 

1707 1881-S MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright lemon-gold patina 
and pleasing luster. A nice example. 

1708 1881-S MS64 NGC. Well struck and highly lustrous with a nearly 
pristine cheek. The reverse rim at 8 o’clock has a pair of tiny depres¬ 
sions that are possibly as struck. The mintmark is repunched within 
the loops of the S. 

1709 1882—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, a well struck 
that has the luster associated with an MS62 example, but both sides 
are lightly hairlined; and a 1903-S—Cleaned—ANACS, AU 
Details, Net XF45, sharply detailed, very lightly cleaned, luster 
does not connect the obverse stars. (Total: 2 coins) 


1692 1879-S AU53 PCGS. Sharply detailed with a nearly complete band 
of luster across the obverse stars. The intermittent orange-gold pati¬ 
na is somewhat unusual. The surfaces are modestly abraded, with a 
small scratch near the tip of the bust as the only distraction. 

1693 1879-S MS61 NGC. Nicely struck with extensive luster and lightly 
abraded surfaces. A scarce issue in Uncirculated grades. 

1694 1880—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The 
golden-rose surfaces are moderately hairlined with several scratches 
in the obverse field after Liberty’s portrait. 

1695 1880 MS61 NGC. Well struck with bright luster and lightly abrad¬ 
ed surfaces. The earliest readily available Half Eagle issue in Mint 
State grades. 

1696 1880-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Both sides 
display reddish-gold color with a bold looking obverse and slightly 
softer definition on the reverse. A glossy textured representative of 
this important CC-mint Five with a limited original mintage of 
51,017 pieces. 


1710 1882 AU58 ANACS. A lightly abraded example that has pleasing 
luster and a good strike. The second 8 in the date is very lightly 
repunched within the left upper loop. The reverse legends are strike 
doubled. 

1711 1882 MS62 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous, but the left obverse 
field is somewhat scuffy. Both sides have faint die cracks (as struck) 
in the lower periphery. 

1712 1882 MS63 NGC. A well struck and lustrous example that has rich 
lemon-gold patina. The obverse is lightly abraded, as expected for 
the grade. 

1713 1882-S AU58 ANACS. A sharply struck Half Eagle that has exten¬ 
sive bright luster and attractive golden-brown patina. The fields are 
lightly abraded. 

1714 1883—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Green-gold 
undertones yield to warmer orange-gold highlights as the boldly 
detailed surfaces turn into the light. Scattered hairlines are indicative 
of a cleaning. 
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1715 1883 AU55 PCGS. Nicely struck with bright remaining luster and 
lightly abraded surfaces. The reverse has tiny speckles of russet pati¬ 
na. A scarcer date. 

1716 1883 MS64 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck near-Gem that has 
bright lemon-gold patina. There is a minor pinscratch on the nose of 
Liberty that does not distract. Population: 9 in 64, 3 finer (3/02). 

1717 1883-CC—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Traces of 
brightness are noted in the fields of this reddish-gold representative. 
Typically struck with even overall wear, scattered abrasions, and a 
scratch over the upper left obverse. The Carson City Mint produced 
just 12,958 Half Eagles in 1883, only 100-125 examples of which 
are believed extant (per Winter and Halperin, 2001). 

1718 1883-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Rich copper 
and olive-gold tinting envelops both sides with bold overall defini¬ 
tion. The surfaces are somewhat glossy, but there are no sizeable 
abrasions. 

1719 1883-S AU50 PCGS. Sharply detailed with abundant bright luster 
and golden-brown patina. There are no mentionable abrasions. A 
scarcer issue than the mintage of 83,200 pieces would indicate. 

1720 1883-S AU58 NGC. With just 83,200 pieces produced, it is little 
wonder that the 1883-S is a challenging issue to locate in grades near 
the Mint State threshold. This is an originally toned, copper-gold 
example whose well defined surfaces are typically abraded for a cir¬ 
culated Half Eagle from the San Francisco Mint. 

1721 1884 AU55 PCGS. An average strike with soft details on the eagle’s 
neck. There is an alloy spot on the eagle’s shoulder. The obverse has 
bright lemon patina. Lustrous but somewhat heavily abraded. A sur¬ 
prisingly scarce issue that must not have survived in bag quantity. 
Population: 34 in 55, 69 finer (1/02). 

1722 1884 AU58 PCGS. The borders and devices have pale pink luster. 
From a good strike with lightly abraded fields. A minor horizontal 
abrasion in the left obverse field serves as the only possible distrac- 


1723 1884 MS60 NGC. Sharply struck with abundant luster and moder¬ 
ately abraded fields. The portrait is surprisingly clean and has attrac¬ 
tive bright honey-gold patina. A scarce issue in Uncirculated condi- 


1724 1884-S AU50 PCGS. Lustrous for the grade with sharp details and 
golden-brown patina. Lightly abraded but with good eye appeal. 

1725 1884-S AU55 ANACS. This bright, green-gold representative is 
sharply detailed with no uneven or otherwise distracting wear. Par¬ 
tially lustrous, as befits the Choice AU grade level. 

1726 1884-S AU58 NGC. Nicely struck except for the often weak arrow 
feathers. There is a planchet flaw between the ES in STATES. The 
surfaces are lightly abraded with no individual distractions. The 
mintmark is filled and tilts oddly to the left. 

1727 1885 AU53 ANACS. The richly toned surfaces display reddish-gold 
coloration with a smattering of light to moderate marks from circu¬ 
lation. Well defined. 

1728 1885 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with pleasing luster and a few 
light abrasions in the lower right obverse field. There is a heavy 
retained die break (as struck) above TE in UNITED. A wispy die 
crack (as struck) travels through the upper reverse legend. 

1729 1885-S MS61 ANACS. Nicely struck and lustrous with moderately 
abraded surfaces. 

1730 1886 AU55 ANACS. Both sides retain evidence of a modest semi¬ 
prooflike finish that highlights the ample remaining definition. The 
surfaces are originally preserved with no more than the expected 
number of abrasions for the Choice AU grade level. 

1731 1887-S AU58 ANACS. Bright, lustrous, and nicely struck, but the 
surfaces are peppered with myriad trivial abrasions. 

1732 1887-S AU58 ANACS. Mostly lustrous with a smattering of abra¬ 
sions from a short stint in circulation. 


1733 1888 AU53 ANACS. Rich copper colored patina seems to drift 
toward the borders of this nicely defined example. Scattered abra¬ 
sions are seen on both sides, particularly in the fields. 

1734 1888-S XF40 NGC. The eagle’s wing plumage is sharply detailed, 
but the strike is soft on the stars and on the hair curls above the coro¬ 
net. The mintmark is filled. The luster is ample for the grade, and the 
surfaces are moderately abraded. A somewhat better date within the 
series. 

1735 1890-CC XF40 NGC. Typically struck with modest wear and faint 
slide marks across both sides. Luster glimmers where it is protected 
by devices. Only 53,800 pieces were struck. 

1736 1891 AU50 ANACS. The strike, while not complete, is generally 
free of criticism, and the scattered abrasions do not include any sin¬ 
gularly distracting blemishes. One of just 61,413 pieces produced. 

1737 1891 AU50 ANACS. Lustrous and richly detailed for the grade, but 
the obverse has a pinscratch below the bust with another in the field 
near the chin. 

1738 1891-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The clean¬ 
ing is especially harsh on the obverse. There is an abrasion in the 
field on the left side of the date. Typically struck but with consider¬ 
able luster. 

1739 1891-CC—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Warmly 
colored, if somewhat subdued, the surfaces are adequately detailed 
in all but a few isolated areas. There is a mentionable scratch on the 
obverse over and before the bridge of Liberty’s nose. 

1740 1892 AU50 ANACS. The yellow-gold surfaces retain some original 
luster in the more protected areas around the margins. There is a 
noteworthy scratch in the left obverse field. 

1741 1892 MS61 PCGS. Well struck with impressive luster and attractive 
tan-brown patina. The fields have the light chatter that is typical for 
the grade. 

1742 1892 MS63 NGC. Sharply struck except for a couple of obverse 
stars. A lustrous example that has an especially well preserved 
reverse. The obverse has a few very minor contact marks, none of 
which are located on the cheek. 

1743 1892-S XF40 PCGS. A nicely detailed example with ample luster 
and golden-brown patina. The surfaces are modestly abraded. A 
slightiy scarcer issue. 

1744 1892-S—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. This is a 
richly and originally colored coin with sandy-gold shadings over 
well detailed features. There is a scrape in the reverse field after the 
word UNITED. 

1745 1893—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Golden-rose in 
color with pinscratches toward the left obverse border. Both sides 
are a little subdued with scattered abrasions. 

1746 1893 AU55 PCGS. A well struck example of this common issue. 
The borders and devices have bright mint luster. The devices have 
faint slide marks. The reverse has a heavy die crack from 12 o’clock 
to 2 o’clock, as struck. 

1747 1893 AU58 NGC. Sharp and lustrous with mildly prooflike fields, 
but the surfaces are somewhat bagmarked. There is a faint streak of 
grease near the eagle’s left claw. 

1748 1893-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Typically 
struck and obviously cleaned on both sides. 

1749 1893-S AU53 NGC. Lustrous for the grade with a good strike, but 
somewhat dirty and abraded. A small scrape between stars 8 and 9 
serves as the only mentionable distraction. 

1750 1893-S MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck and showing a number of 
small abrasions on the obverse; otherwise, problem-free for the 
grade. 
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1893- S MS62 NGC. The flashy luster is only slightly subdued in the 
. obverse field. A sharply struck example that has moderately abraded 
surfaces. 

1894 AU53 ANACS. The bright surfaces have a reddish accent 
around the devices. 

1894- S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Weakly 
struck on the reverse, the obverse shows a couple of small marks, 
and the surfaces overall are bright from cleaning. 

1894- S XF40 NGC. The eagle’s wings are sharply detailed, but the 
neck, arrow feathers, and portions of Liberty’s hair betray some 
weakness of strike. There are no mentionable abrasions. Some luster 
survives in protected areas. A scarce issue with only 55,900 pieces 
struck. 

1895— Scratched Reverse—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Sharply struck with thin, but complete mint luster. 

1895 MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck with good luster. There are no 
mentionable abrasions. 

1895 MS62 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous example. The 
reverse is pleasing, while the obverse has faint luster grazes. 

1895-S XF40 NGC. Lustrous for the grade, but the strike is some¬ 
what soft on the eagle’s neck and the arrow feathers. The wing feath¬ 
ers are nicely detailed. The surfaces have light slide marks but are 
without any notable abrasions. A much scarcer date for this late in 
the series. 

1895-S AU50 ANACS. There are a couple of field marks on each 
side of this popular S-mint Five. Reddish patina surrounds the 
devices. 

1895- S AU53 PCGS. A pleasing, problem-free example of this 
scarcer S-mint Half Eagle from the 1890s. 

1896 AU50 ANACS. Bright surfaces with deep reddish patina sur¬ 
rounding the devices. 

1896 AU58 NGC. Sharply defined with nearly complete mint luster. 
A nice near-Mint type piece. 

1896- S—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF30. Noticeably 
scratched on each side, but the coin has decent remaining luster and 
reddish patina around the devices. 

1896-S XF45 NGC. Typically struck, but with sharp plumage detail 
on the wings. The ample luster has an occasional lavender hue. The 
surfaces are moderately abraded. A slightly better date. 

1896- S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
Both sides are lightly hairlined, and the left obverse field has a few 
trivial short scratches. Although not fully struck, a thick band of lus¬ 
ter connects the obverse stars. The reverse legends are strike dou¬ 
bled. 

1897 AU50 ANACS. Good luster for the grade with a few shallow 
field scratches on each side. 

1897 MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck except for the left side stars. 
The luster is full and creamy. There is a minor scratch below star 8, 
with the surfaces otherwise pleasing for the grade. 

1897 MS64 NGC. Well struck and lustrous with pleasing surfaces. 
The lower bust truncation has an occasionally shiny surface that was 
caused by the ejection from the dies, and is as struck. 

1897- S AU53 ANACS. Reasonably well struck with bright surfaces. 

1898- Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. This is a 
crisply impressed example with warm, orange-gold coloration. Pin- 
scratches are noted in the obverse field. 

1898 AU53 ANACS. From a good strike with pleasing luster. There 
are no singularly mentionable abrasions. 


1772 1898 AU58 PCGS. Sharply struck with virtually full luster and rich 
honey-gold patina. There is a minor pinscratch below the eagle, and 
there are a few unimportant abrasions near star 5. 

1773 1898 MS64 NGC. A lustrous and well struck near-Gem that has 
excellent eye appeal due to its remarkably clean surfaces. While the 
1898 Half Eagle is not rare in Mint State, this issue like so many oth¬ 
ers was carelessly stored, and high grade survivors are very elusive. 
Population: 46 in 64, 12 finer (1/02). 

1774 1898-S AU50 ANACS. A lightly wom example that has a hint of 
weakness of strike on the neck of the eagle and on the arrow feath¬ 
ers. The periphery has bright and extensive luster, however, and the 
surfaces are relatively clean. 

1775 1898-S MS60 PCGS. Well struck with good luster and pleasing sur¬ 
faces for the grade. The reverse is strongly strike doubled. 

1776 1898-S MS61 ANACS. Both sides are bright with a pleasingly 
satiny finish. The orange-gold surfaces display scattered abrasions 
that confirm the MS61 designation. 

1777 1899 AU50 ANACS. Repunched Date. Breen-6769. The upper left 
portions of the 99 are lightly repunched to the left. “Rare” according 
to Breen. Reddish patina surrounds the devices and a long diagonal 
scratch covers the chin and upper part of Liberty’s neck. 

1778 1899 MS61 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with bright tan-gold 
surfaces. Lightly abraded with a few tiny gray-brown spots on the 
reverse. A nice example of this common issue. 

1779 1899 MS62 PCGS. Well struck with rich luster and relatively clean 
surfaces. A nice example for the grade. 

1780 1899 MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck with smooth, even satiny luster. 
Very few abrasions stand between this piece and an MS65 grade. 

1781 1899-S MS63 NGC. A sharply struck and lustrous example that has 
excellent eye appeal. The surfaces are well preserved. A scarce issue 
at this level despite a hearty mintage. Population: 45 in 63, 30 finer 
( 1 / 02 ). 

1782 1900 AU58 PCGS. A sharply struck Half Eagle that has a few minor 
scattered abrasions. The luster is essentially complete, and many 
would not hesitate to consider this example as fully Uncirculated. 

1783 1900 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous. Typically abraded 
with a minor scratch above the denomination. 

1784 1900-S XF45 ANACS. Uncommonly bright surfaces. 

1785 1900-S AU55 NGC. Sharply struck with good remaining mint lus¬ 
ter and some reddish patina. 

1786 1900-S AU58 ANACS. The bright luster is not quite complete, but 
the strike is sharp and the surfaces do not have any mentionable 
abrasions. 

1787 1901 AU58 ANACS. Repunched Date. Breen-6778. The base of the 
first 1 is doubled at the base. Bright with reddish patina around the 
peripheries. 

1788 1901 MS61 NGC. Well struck with pleasing luster and and a few 
minor abrasions on the obverse. 

1789 1901 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and clean but a bit lackluster for 
a higher grade.

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1790 1901 MS62 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous with lemon-gold pati¬ 
na. A Half Eagle that has pleasing eye appeal despite a few light 
abrasions in the fields. 

1791 1901/0-S AU55 ANACS. An arc of extra metal that presumably rep¬ 
resents a largely effaced 0 is noted to the right of the second 1 in the 
date. The strike is good, and the surfaces have abundant luster and a 
modest number of abrasions. 

1792 1901-S MS61 ANACS. Both sides are lightly speckled with russet- 
brown and lemon-gold patina. Well struck with good luster and a 
hidden pinscratch in the hair of Liberty. 

1793 1901-S MS62 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with attractive 
orange-red patina. The obverse has several wispy die cracks, as 
struck. A decidedly common issue, but a coin with much eye appeal 
for the grade. 

1794 1901-S MS62 ANACS. There are remarkably few distracting abra¬ 
sions for the MS62 designation, and the orange-gold surfaces are 
sharply detailed throughout, 

1795 1902 MS61 ANACS. The peripheral golden-brown patina is espe¬ 
cially rich on the reverse. Sharply struck with good luster and rela¬ 
tively pleasing surfaces for the grade. 

1796 1902 MS62 ANACS. There are a few alloy spots over the upper 
right obverse and on the reverse over the eagle’s left (facing) wing. 
Both sides are free of noticeable striking incompleteness. 

1797 1903 AU55 ANACS. This otherwise orange-gold example reveals 
rich crimson-copper shadings in the more protected areas around the 
peripheral devices. 

1798 1903 MS60 PCGS. A very good strike with modest luster and sur¬ 
faces that are only lightly abraded for the grade. 

1799 1903 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with immaculately pre¬ 
served surfaces. An impressive near-Gem. A lower mintage issue. 
Population: 37 in 64, 14 finer (1/02). 

1800 1903-S MS60 ANACS. The strike is good, although a few of the 
stars are flatly struck. The luster is complete, but is subdued in the 
left obverse field. There are no mentionable abrasions. 

1801 1903-S MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with lightly 
abraded surfaces. An attractive and problem free example. 

1802 1904 AU55 PCGS. Bright yellow luster flows across the peripheries 
and the devices. Nicely struck with surfaces that are only lightly 
abraded. A problem free example. 

1803 1904 MS60 ANACS. A little lackluster, the richly colored, orange- 
gold and crimson-copper surfaces are not excessively abraded for 
the grade. 

1804 1904 MS62 PCGS. The strike and luster are very good, and the sur¬ 
faces have pleasing eye appeal 

1805 1904-S AU50 ANACS. This coin has the luster of an AU55 exam¬ 
ple, but it has been lightly cleaned. A surprisingly scarce issue that 
has a combined NGC and PCGS population of only 211 coins in all 
grades. 

1806 1904-S AU55 ANACS. Well struck with reddish peripheral color. 

1807 1904-S AU58 ANACS. The obverse has a good strike, with slight 
weakness on the hair curls and a few of the stars, while the reverse 
is well struck. The obverse is lightly abraded. The devices and bor¬ 
ders have intense luster. A scarce issue that has a mintage of just 
97,000 pieces. 

1808 1905 AL58 ANACS. Well struck and peppered with numerous small 
abrasions. 


1809 1905 MS62 NGC. Nicely struck with good luster and pleasing sur¬ 
faces. A problem-free representative of this relatively common issue. 


1810 1905 MS62 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with bright lemon-gold 
color. There is a pinscratch above the denomination, but the surfaces 
are otherwise pleasing for the grade. 

1811 1905-S XF40 ANACS. Evenly worn over the highpoints. 

1812 1905-S AU55 NGC. Bright with nearly complete mint luster, there 
are several patches of light reddish color on each side. 

1813 1905-S AU58 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright surfaces that retain 
almost complete mint luster. 

1814 1905-S AU58 NGC. A lustrous, near-Mint example with original 
surfaces. 

1815 1905-S AU58 NGC. Sharply struck with light reddish patina. 

1816 1905-S MS60 NGC. The strike is not sharp for a late date Liberty 
Half Eagle, but the copper-gold patina is original and attractive. The 
surfaces are moderately abraded, and the luster is especially bright 
at the borders. 


1817 1905-S MS62 PCGS. A lustrous and sharply struck example that has 
fields that are only lightly abraded. The portrait is nicely preserved 
There is a tiny amount of grease residue within AMERICA on the 
reverse periphery. Population: 17 in 62, 21 finer (1/02). 

1818 1906—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Sharply struck 
throughout. 

1819 1906 MS61 PCGS. Well struck with pleasing luster and clean sur¬ 
faces for the grade. 

1820 1906-D—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A couple 
of shallow scratches are seen on the reverse. Good luster for the 
grade. 

1821 1906-D AU55 PCGS. Nicely struck with abundant bright luster, but 
the eye appeal is reduced due to several reeding marks on the 
obverse. The first Half Eagle issue from the Denver Mint. 

1822 1906-D MS62 PCGS. Lustrous with a good strike. The surfaces are 
pleasing and have blushes of honey-gold patina. 

1823 1906-S AU55 ANACS. Well struck with rich reddish tinted col¬ 
oration and retaining good portions of mint luster. 

1824 1906-S AU58 ANACS. Nicely struck with pervasive bright luster. 
An attractive example of this relatively common issue. 

1825 1906-S MS60 ANACS. Rather extensively abraded on the obverse 
with bright mint luster. 

1826 1907—Repunched Date, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. The 7 in the date is clearly repunched, with the secondary 
image directly north of the prominent digit. This coin has the rich 
luster of an MS63 to MS64 example, but the obverse has obvious 
hairline abrasions from a cleaning. 

1827 1907 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with modestly 
abraded surfaces. 

1828 1907 MS62 ANACS. Bright mint luster and fully struck. 

1829 1907-D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Bright from 
cleaning with reddish tinted peripheries. 

1830 1907-D AU55 ANACS. The orange-gold surfaces are amply 
detailed over all but a few of the central highpoints. Lightly abrad¬ 
ed, yet free of individually conspicuous distractions. 

1831 1907-D AU58 ANACS. Breen-6800. The 7 in the date is repunched, 
with just a trace of extra metal near the base. Well struck with pleas¬ 
ing luster and clean surfaces for the grade. 

1832 1907-D MS62 PCGS. Orange-red patina outlines the devices. 
Sharply struck and without any mentionable abrasions. One of only 
two Denver mint issues in the series. 
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1833 1907-D MS63 ANACS. Somewhat softly struck for this final year 
issue, but lustrous and well preserved. The base of the 7 in the date 
is repunched, with a curve of extra metal to the lower right. 

1834 1908 MS62 PCGS. Lustrous with a very good strike and lightly 
abraded surfaces. The upper obverse periphery has tiny planchet 
flaws, as struck. 

1835 1908 MS62 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with a very good strike. A 
small abrasion impacts the right half of the 9 in the date, but the sur¬ 
faces are otherwise only moderately abraded. 

INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


1836 1908 AU55 PCGS. A very choice example that has good luster char¬ 
acteristics and rich reddish patina with no mentionable abrasions. 

1837 1908 AU58 ANACS. The honey-gold surfaces are well detailed on 
the obverse with no unduly bothersome abrasions on either side. 

1838 1908—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. Sharply struck 
and showing evidence of light cleaning. An attractive coin that 
should prove to be quite a good value for a budget-minded collector. 

1839 1908-D AU58 ANACS. Well detailed in virtually all areas, the sur¬ 
faces are overlaid in rich olive-gold color. Neither side is excessive¬ 
ly abraded for a lightly circulated gold coin. 

1840 1908-D MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck with deeper patina in the 
fields surrounding pinkish-golden centers. 

1841 190S-S XF45 NGC. The mintmark is discernible but in low relief. 
Nicely detailed for the grade with some yellow-gold patina across 
the otherwise golden-brown surfaces. A problem free example of 
this scarcer issue. 

1842 1908-S AU55 ANACS. This warmly patinated, honey-gold coin dis¬ 
plays remnants of a seemingly above average strike. Lightly abrad¬ 
ed overall, and important as one of just 82,000 pieces originally pro¬ 
duced. 

1843 1909—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Well struck 
with very little wear, but the surfaces are subdued and have abundant 
faint hairlines. 

1844 1909—Cleaned Reverse—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. 
Sharply struck with tan-gold color and a hint of rub on the devices. 
The reverse has a few faint pinscratches, which are perhaps the 
result of an abrasive cleaning. 

1845 1909 AU58 NGC. Well struck with light rub on the Indian’s cheek¬ 
bone. The obverse has a few very trivial pinscratches, while the 
reverse is only lightly abraded. 

1846 1909-D MS60 PCGS. A relatively attractive coin for the assigned 
grade, the devices are sharply struck throughout and the surfaces are 
bathed in pleasing golden-rose coloration. 

1847 1909-D MS61 ANACS. The surfaces are lightly abraded, aside from 
a minor scratch below star 5. Sharply detailed with bright luster and 
light golden-brown patina. The mintmark is filled. 

1848 1909-D MS61 ANACS. Well struck with extensive and mildly 
prooflike luster. The fields are lightly abraded. The mintmark is 
filled. 

1849 1909-D MS61 ANACS. Deep ruddy patina in the fields with a num¬ 
ber of small abrasions scattered about. 

1850 1909-D MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck. 

1851 1909-D MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck—an uncommon feature for 
the type—with pleasing satin luster quality, this tan-gold and 
orange-gold colored example would fit nicely into a BU type set. 

1852 1909-D MS62 PCGS. Both sides have rich orange-yellow patina. A 
well struck example that has a few unimportant abrasions in the 
fields. 


1853 1909-D MS62 NGC. The honey-gold surfaces are moderately 
abraded in the fields, yet free of the often encountered striking soft¬ 
ness. A nice, original coin for BU type purposes. 

1854 1909-0 AU58 NGC. The final gold coin struck at the New Orleans 
Mint, the ‘09-0 was produced to the extent of just 34,200 pieces. 
Winter (1992) states that 300-350 coins are extant, most of which 
grade XF-AU. This near-Mint survivor is originally colored in olive 
and orange-gold shades that highlight the minimally abraded fea¬ 
tures. A faint reeding mark is, however, seen in the upper reverse 
field, and the mintmark is softly impressed. Still, this is an aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing and important coin for the 20th century gold special¬ 
ist. Trends: $4,700 in 58. 

1855 1909-S XF40 ANACS. The peripheries offer hints of the original 
luster. Modestly circulated with lightly abraded surfaces. The mint- 
mark is in low relief, and its location near the border nearly endan¬ 
gers its existence after 20 points of wear. A scarce issue despite a 
healthy mintage of nearly 300,000 pieces. 

1856 1909-S AU50 ANACS. A lightly worn example of this scarce S-mint 
Five. 

1857 1910 AU58 ANACS. Lustrous surfaces with just a bit of light pati¬ 
na on each side. 

1858 1910 AU58 PCGS. This yellow-gold example offers bold overall 
definition and ample remnants of a satiny finish. Scattered abrasions 
are seen on the reverse. 

1859 1910 AU58 ANACS. Attractive and lustrous still with much original 
patina on each side. Nice coin for the grade. 

1860 1910-D AU58 ANACS. Much brightness shows beneath the original 
reddish tinged patina. Sharply defined. 

1861 1910-D MS60 ANACS. Sharply struck with good luster. 

1862 1910-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. A well 
struck example, but the surfaces are subdued and the reverse is light¬ 
ly hairlined. The mintmark is blurry (as struck) but legible. A slight¬ 
ly better date. 

1863 1910-S AU55 ANACS. This olive-gold representative does not 
reveal any singularly mentionable handling marks, and the definition 
is bold everywhere except over the eagle’s shoulder feathers. 

1864 1911 MS60 ANACS. We can find few sizeable abrasions on either 
side of this suitably well defined Indian Half Eagle. A well con¬ 
cealed spot is noted in the center of the obverse. 

1865 1911 MS60 ANACS. Bright overall and somewhat softly struck. 

1866 1911-D XF45 PCGS. Relatively sharp for the grade with much lus¬ 
ter on the devices. The upper right field has a few minor abrasions. 
The mintmark is in low relief but is fully legible. One of the low 
mintage key dates of the series. 

1867 1911-D—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. An attractive, 
lightly cleaned example of this scarcer mmtmarked issue. 

1868 1911-D AU50 ANACS. Both sides are richly colored in olive-gold 
shades that lessen the effect of scattered abrasions. The overall detail 
is suitable for the AU50 grade level. 

1869 1911-S XF40 ANACS. The shoulder of the eagle is worn, as is much 
the lower headdress of the Indian. There are no mentionable abra¬ 
sions. 

1870 1911-S XF45 ANACS. Noticeably worn over the higher points of 
the design, the green-gold features reveal a little underlying glossi¬ 
ness. 

1871 1911-S AU50 ANACS. Lustrous and sharply detailed for the grade, 
with faint slide marks across the surfaces. The mintmark is blurry 
but readily discernible. The 1911-S has the second highest mintage 
of the series, but is a slightly better issue due to a comparatively low 
survival rate. 
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1872 1912 AU55 ANACS. Richly patinated, both sides do not display any 
abrasions that are out of context with the assigned grade. 

1873 1912 AU58 ANACS. Bright surfaces with slight friction over the 
highpoints and good luster. 

1874 1912 MS61 PCGS. Well struck with orange-gold coloration. 

1875 1912 MS62 PCGS. Both sides have hints of rich honey-gold patina. 
Nicely struck with radiant luster and lightly abraded fields. 

1876 1912 MS62 NGC. Lustrous with original olive-green patina in the 
fields. 

1877 1912-S XF40 ANACS. There are no mentionable abrasions, but the 
lower portion of the Indian’s headdress has noticeable wear. 

1878 1912-S AU58 ANACS. This tan-gold representative is typically well 
defined for the AU58 level of preservation. There are also few mod¬ 
erate abrasions, most of which are concentrated in the reverse field. 

1879 1912-S AU58 ANACS. A bit softly struck with deep ruddy patina on 
each side. 

1880 1913 AU55 ANACS. Olive-gold and honey-gold colors are both evi¬ 
dent over the lightly rubbed features. There are a few obverse dis¬ 
tractions on the Indian’s cheek. 

1881 1913—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Rich olive- 
gold color adds considerably to the eye appeal of this somewhat 
glossy example. 

1882 1913-S AU50 ANACS. While the obverse is a little glossy in tex¬ 
ture, the reverse displays a somewhat hazy appearance. A lightly 
worn representative of an issue that is seldom offered in Mint State. 

1883 1914 AU53 ANACS. This deeply and originally colored Half Eagle 
is free of singularly bothersome circulation marks. An attractive coin 
for AU type purposes. 

1884 1914 MS61 NGC. A good strike with modest luster and a few blush¬ 
es of golden-brown patina. The fields are moderately abraded, but 
the devices have good eye appeal. 

1885 1914 MS62 ANACS. Hints of tan-gold color are seen on the 
obverse, the reverse is more warmly tinted in orange-gold hues. The 
strike is mostly free of criticism, and there are only a few distracting 
abrasions in the left obverse field. 

1886 1914-D AU55 ANACS. Lightly abraded on the reverse, both sides 
are at least boldly detailed in all areas. 

1887 1914-D AU58 NGC. The mintmark is a blob, and there is a hint of 
dark patina embedded in portions of the lower obverse. Otherwise, a 
pleasing example of this readily available issue. 

1888 1914-S XF45 NGC. An affordable example with most of the wear 
concentrated on the lower half of the headdress. The low relief mint- 
mark is identifiable but partly worn into the field. The upper reverse 
has a pair of bright pinscratches. A slightly better date. 

1889 1914-S AU50 ANACS. Both sides are a little glossy beneath rich 
olive-tan patina. The lower right obverse is softly impressed. 

1890 1914-S AU53 ANACS. Lightly worn and showing some softness of 
strike on the obverse. 

1891 1915 AU58 NGC. A sharply detailed and problem free example of 
this common issue. 

1892 1915 AU58 PCGS. Richly toned in yellow, orange, and golden- 
brown hues. The devices are lustrous and richly detailed. The 
obverse has well preserved surfaces, while the upper reverse field 
has a few minor contact marks. 

1893 1915 AU58 ANACS. Well struck with light rose tinted surfaces. 


1894 1915 AU58 PCGS. The otherwise olive-gold surfaces exhibit mot¬ 
tled tan tinged overtones at a few angles. Boldly detailed, and per¬ 
fect for AU type purposes. 

1895 1915 MS61 ANACS. The highpoints have honey-gold patina. A 
richly detailed example that has pleasing surfaces for the grade. The 
upper right reverse has a pair of small alloy spots. 

1896 1915-S XF40 ICG. A lightly worn but pleasing and problem free 
example. A better date in the series. 

1897 1915-S—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The tan- 
gold surfaces are partially lustrous with bold definition in most 
areas. There are a series of scrapes in the left obverse field. 

1898 1915-S AU58 ANACS. Good mint luster but softly struck. 

1899 1916-S AU50 ANACS. Boldly detailed throughout with several 
moderate abrasions, most of which are on the obverse over and 
before the Indian’s cheek. 

1900 1916-S AU58 NGC. A softly struck example of this popular S-mint 
that retains almost full mint luster. 

1901 1916-S MS61 NGC. Lustrous with deep olive-green patina on each 
side. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 


1902 1843-0 XF45 ANACS. Richly detailed with surfaces that were like¬ 
ly once prooflike, but the reflectivity of the fields has been subdued 
by myriad but individually insignificant abrasions. A radial die crack 
(as struck) journeys from the reverse rim at 5 o’clock to the eagle’s 
shield. The tips of the eagle’s wings are nearly connected by a die 
crack (as struck) across the upper reverse legend. A surprisingly 
scarce issue. 

1903 1847 XF40 NGC. Original surfaces with dusky gray accents over 
each side and moderate abrasions. 

1904 1851-0 XF45 NGC. Rich, original, green-gold color overlays 
somewhat glossy textured surfaces. This is a well struck coin by O- 
mint standards with no abrasions that are out of context with the 
assigned grade. 

1905 1851-0 AU50 PCGS. A somewhat scarcer issue in AU and better 
grades, this piece retains generous portions of mint luster around the 
devices. A bit softly struck, as one would expect from an O-mint, 
with one prominent horizontal mark along the back of Liberty’s jaw¬ 
line. 

1906 1852 AU58 NGC. An original coin with most of the original mint 
luster still remaining. 

1907 1861-S AU55 NGC. Formerly offered as lot 8258 in our 2002 FUN 
Sale, where it was described as, “The ‘61-S is a rare No Motto ten 
with just 15,500 pieces minted. It is occasionally available in lower 
grades but examples are prohibitively rare in XF or better. Appar¬ 
ently only one Mint State example has survived of this issue. A bit 
weakly struck around the peripheral stars, the centers are well 
defined and the bright green-gold surfaces show a rich accent of red¬ 
dish patina around the devices. The only mentionable abrasion is a 
milling mark below OF on the reverse.” Trends $10,500. 

1908 1869-S AU55 NGC. Formerly offered as lot 8264 in our 2002 FUN 
Sale, where it was described as. “The ‘69-S is an elusive With Motto 
Ten at all grade levels. Only 6,430 pieces were shuck even though 
the Philadelphia Mint shipped six obverse and two reverse dies west 
in October of 1868. The surfaces of this piece are free from any large 
or distracting blemishes, with a few small marks that become appar¬ 
ent once the coin is viewed with a magnifier. Sharply struck in the 
centers, the peripheral stars show some weakness, as usual.” Trends 
$14,000. 

1909 1870-S VG8 ANACS. A well wom example of this rare issue. LIB¬ 
ERTY and the shield lines are complete, but the plumage and hair 
tresses have heavy wear. There are no individually mentionable 
abrasions. Only 8,000 pieces were struck. 
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1872-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details, Net VG8. The cleaning 
is very mild. The eagle has very sharp details for the grade. Hints of 
purple luster outline the devices. Only 17,300 pieces were struck, 
few if any of which were set aside upon issue. 

1874 VF30 ANACS. Subdued mint luster hugs outlines the legends 
and devices. The surfaces are moderately abraded. The eagle’s left 
wing still has rich plumage detail. The obverse has a minor rim ding 
at 11 o’clock. Only 53,140 pieces were struck. 

1874-CC XF45 NGC. It has been reliably estimated that fewer than 
30 1874-CC Tens are believed extant at the XF level out of an orig¬ 
inal mintage of 16,767 pieces. Weakly defined, as usual, the surfaces 
are moderately abraded and bright overall. 

1874-S VF30 ANACS. The fields have orange-gold patina and are 
moderately abraded. There are a few minor scrapes. The remaining 
luster has a purple-blue tint. A fairly sharp coin for the grade. 

1874-S XF40 NGC. A scarcer issue than one might imagine, even 
considering its already low mintage of only 10,000 pieces. A bit soft¬ 
ly struck on each side, as always, the surfaces are bright and orange- 
gold in coloration. Trends $3,500. 

1876- S VF20 ANACS. A lightly cleaned example of this rare issue. 
Some mint luster remains at the borders, and the eagle has rich 
plumage detail for the grade. Just 5,000 pieces were struck. 

1877- S XF45 PCGS. A sharply detailed example that has golden- 
brown color, with a hint of rose patina on the eagle. The luster is 
ample but somewhat subdued. The surfaces possess good eye 
appeal, and are less abraded than is usual for the grade. 

1877- S XF45 ANACS. The borders and devices have pleasing lus¬ 
ter. The surfaces are lightly abraded. There is a small planchet flaw 
at 9 o’clock on the obverse. Just 17,000 pieces were struck, with sur¬ 
vivors very scarce. 

1878- Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A lightly 
cleaned example that has a sharp strike aside from the arrow feath¬ 
ers and the hair just above the ear of Liberty. The borders have ample 
bright luster. The reverse has a few minor abrasions. Just 73,800 
pieces were struck. 

1879 AU50 ANACS. A completely problem free example that has 
sharp details, extensive luster, and only lightly abraded surfaces. 

1879 AU55 ANACS. Breen-6993. The so-called 1879/8 variety, 
which has a curved remnant of extra metal inside the loop of the 9 
in the date. Not a clear overdate variety, but certainly very scarce. 
Both sides have considerable albeit somewhat subdued luster. There 
is a scratch in the upper left obverse field, but the surfaces are oth¬ 
erwise lightly abraded. The upper reverse legend has minor strike 
doubling. 

1879- S AU53 ANACS. A somewhat prooflike example that has very 
sharp details and moderately abraded surfaces. While not a great rar¬ 
ity, the 1879-S is scarcer than most S-mint issues that follow in the 
series. 

1879- S AU58 PCGS. A scarce issue in near-Mint condition and 
especially strictly Uncirculated grades, in spite of the larger 
mintages that began for S-mints in 1879. Sharply struck and attrac¬ 
tive overall with good portions of remaining mint luster. 

1880— Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. The borders and 
devices have ample subdued luster. The fields are moderately abrad¬ 
ed. The eagle is sharply detailed, but there is obvious wear on the ear 
of Liberty. 

1880-CC AU55 NGC. A median rarity among Carson City Eagles, 
this is a particularly choice example that retains good portions of 
mint luster around the sharply struck devices. Bright and problem- 
free with no mentionable abrasions. Population: 21 in 55, 21 finer 
(1/02). Trends $5,750. 

1880-S MS62 PCGS. A well struck and lustrous example with mild¬ 
ly prooflike surfaces on the reverse. Lightly abraded with a hint of 
orange-gold patina. Population: 56 in 62, 15 finer (1/02). 



1881—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. This example 
has only slight rub, but the surfaces are subdued due to a harsh clean¬ 
ing. Luster flows readily across the devices and legends. 

1881 MS60 ANACS. Scattered bagmarks confirm the MS60 desig¬ 
nation. Both sides exhibit pleasing golden-rose color and a well 
frosted sheen. 

1881 MS61 ANACS. This yellow-gold example is well frosted for 
the grade with a smattering of abrasions on both sides. 

1881 MS63 NGC. A well struck example that has full luster and 
lightly abraded fields. There is a short vertical scratch below the left 
wing of the eagle. 

1881-S AU50 ANACS. Flashes of modest reflectivity are noted in 
the fields as the coin turns into the light. The scattered abrasions 
include a few moderate obverse distractions. 

1881-S MS62 PCGS. Original gray-rose patina covers each side of 
this sharply struck Ten. 

1881- S MS62 PCGS. A sharply struck example that has good luster 
and moderately abraded surfaces. 

1882— Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The obverse 
shows a couple of larger abrasions. 

1882 MS62 PCGS. Well struck with good luster and moderately 
abraded surfaces. Along with the 1880, one of the more common 
issues from the decade. 

1882-0 XF45 ANACS. An evenly worn, lightly abraded example of 
this scarcer O-mint issue. 

1882- S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Bright 
orange-gold surfaces. 

1883 AU53 ANACS. Well struck with a couple of obverse milling 
marks. 

1883 MS62 NGC. Sharply struck throughout with bright, lustrous 
surfaces. A milling mark is seen in the upper left obverse field and 
there is a long grease stain on the right side of the obverse at 3 
o’clock. 

1883- CC—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Traces of 
brightness are seen in the fields at a few angles, but the outward 
appearance is one of olive-gold and reddish-orange patina. Evenly 
worn with a few faint scratches in the obverse field. The second most 
common CC-mint Eagle from the 1880s, the 1883-CC (12,000 
pieces produced) has an extant population of perhaps 150-175 coins. 

1883-S AU55 PCGS. Sharply detailed with ample luster and gold¬ 
en-brown patina. The mildly prooflike surfaces have a substantial 
number of minor abrasions, and the reverse has a pair of thin purple 
streaks that were apparently left by a felt-tip marker. An underrated 
issue which has a mintage of only 38,000 pieces. Population; 19 in 
55, 36 finer (1/02). 

1883- S AU55 ANACS. Fully struck with semi-prooflike fields. 

1884— Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Good remain¬ 
ing luster, but a deep scratch extends from the bridge of Liberty’s 
nose to star 5. 

1884-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. This is a 
remarkably abrasion-free example whose devices retain ample evi¬ 
dence of a razor sharp strike. The dull, lackluster surfaces point to a 
cleaning. The 1884-CC (9,925 pieces produced) is similar in overall 
rarity to the 1882-CC and 1883-CC. 

1884-S MS60 ANACS. Semi-prooflike and fully struck. 

1884-S MS62 PCGS. The ‘84-S is surprisingly difficult to locate in 
the better grades of Uncirculated with only 26 pieces certified by 
PCGS in this grade and a paltry two coins finer (3/02). Lustrous and 
sharply struck with even reddish coloration. Trends $1,650. 

1885 AU55 ANACS. Fully struck with dazzling prooflike fields. 
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1947 1885 MS61 NGC. The reddish-gold surfaces are warmly frosted in 
finish, and there are no complaints about the sharp strike. 

1948 1885 MS63 PCGS. A conditionally challenging issue in this grade 
with only 15 coins so graded by PCGS and another 7 in higher con¬ 
dition (3/02). Sharply defined with pronounced reddish patina over 
each side. 


1949 1885-S AU58 ANACS. Moderately abraded with rich, original color 
that deepens in shade toward the denticles. 

1950 1886—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. This is a yel¬ 
low-gold example with traces of original luster and a few scratches 
in the lower obverse field. 

1951 1886 AU58 NGC. Sharply struck with bright surfaces overall and 
good remaining luster. 

1952 1886-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Well detailed 
with a few small abrasions on the obverse. 

1953 1886-S MS61 PCGS. Sharply defined with full mint luster but 
downgraded by a few milling marks on the lower portion of the 
obverse. 

1954 1887—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The orange- 
gold features exhibit bold striking definition with several moderate 
abrasions in the obverse field. Some haziness is seen over the 
obverse. This low mintage (53,680 pieces) P-mint issue is anything 
but common in Mint State. 

1955 1887 AU53 ANACS. Lightly abraded with small amounts of luster 
surrounding the devices. 

1956 1887-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Well defined 
with light reddish patina. 

1957 1887-S AU53 ANACS, pink luster surrounds the central devices, 
there is a minor scratch below the neck of the eagle; 1901 AU58 
ANACS, well struck, clean, and lustrous, outstanding for the grade; 
and a 1901 MS60 ANACS, lustrous and richly struck, but the cheek 
is somewhat bagmarked. (Total; 3 coins) 

1958 1887-S MS62 NGC. A difficult issue to locate any finer, this BU 
representative displays rich reddish-gold color over nicely detailed 
features. Lightly abraded, yet free of singularly distracting bag- 
marks. 

1959 1887-S MS62 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous with a typically 
abraded obverse field. The surfaces have rich lemon gold patina. The 
mintmark is unusually low and to the right, and touches the arrow 
feather. 

1960 1888 AU55 ANACS. The richly colored, orange-gold features are 
boldly detailed overall with scattered circulation marks. Olive-gold 
undertones are seen as the coin turns away from the light. 

1961 1888-0 MS61 NGC. Well struck in the centers, but the stars are 
mostly flat. The lustrous surfaces are moderately abraded, and there 
is a pair of reeding marks on the reverse rim at 7 o’clock. The 
reverse border has multiple die cracks, as struck. Only 21,335 pieces 
were minted. 

1962 1888-S—Mount Removed, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net 
Finel5. Bright from cleaning but the mount removal doesn’t show 
in the holder. 

1963 1890 AU58 NGC. Well struck but noticeably abraded with nearly 
complete mint luster. 

1964 1890 MS62 NGC. Well defined overall with original reddish tinted 
mint luster. 

1965 1891 -CC—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Luster hugs 
the stars individually, but not as a group. There are no singularly 
mentionable abrasions. Softly struck above the ear of Liberty, but the 
eagle has sharp plumage details for the grade. The surfaces are sub¬ 
dued from a cleaning. 


1966 1891-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Sharply 
struck. 

1967 1892 MS62 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck but quite extensive¬ 
ly abraded. 

1968 1892-0 AU58 NGC. Lustrous with light reddish-golden color. An 
original coin that has slightly soft striking details. 

1969 1892-0 AU58 ANACS. Sharply struck with extensive bright luster, 
but the fields are somewhat bagmarked. There is a small planchet 
flaw (as struck) to the right of the mintmark. Only 28,688 pieces 
were struck. 


1970 1892-0 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck in the centers, but a few 
obverse stars are softly defined. Moderately abraded with good lus¬ 
ter. The right reverse legends are slightly strike doubled. There is a 
small alloy spot below AM in AMERICA. 

1971 1893—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, well struck 
and without bagmarks but lightly cleaned, the obverse luster is not 
impressive; and a 1914-D—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net 
AU50, Liberty has a short scratch on the cheek, the luster is sub¬ 
dued. (Total: 2 coins) 

1972 1893 MS60 ANACS. The mostly bright, yellow-gold surfaces 
exhibit a sharp strike in the centers and a modest glow in the fields. 
Scattered bagmarks account for the MS60 designation. 

1973 1893 MS62 PCGS. Well struck and lightly abraded with full but 
somewhat subdued luster. Both sides have a few wispy peripheral 
die cracks, as struck. 

1974 1893-CC XF40 PCGS. Richly detailed with bright honey-gold pati¬ 
na in the centers. Luster glimmers across the stars and devices, and 
connects the reverse legends. A seemingly conservatively graded 
example. The final Carson City Eagle is a much better date for this 
late in the series. Only 14,000 pieces were struck, and survivors with 
the eye appeal of this example are very elusive. 

1975 1894 MS61 ANACS. The reddish-gold features are expectantly 
abraded for the grade with a pleasing frosted finish. 

1976 1894 MS62 PCGS. The strike and luster are very good, and the sur¬ 
faces are lightly abraded. Both sides have many faint peripheral die 
cracks, as struck. 

1977 1895 MS62 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with bright lemon-gold 
patina. The obverse is typically abraded for the grade, with the 
reverse better preserved. 

1978 1895-S AU55 PCGS. Sharply detailed with considerable luster and 
light golden-brown patina. There is a small scratch below star 8. The 
upper reverse legends are strike doubled. An issue that is even more 
scarce than the low mintage of 49,000 pieces would indicate. Popu¬ 
lation: 30 in 55, 16 finer (1/02). 

1979 1897 MS62 PCGS. Well struck with good luster and a trace of die 
clash (as struck) above the eagle’s right shoulder. There is a scratch 
near star 5, and a spot of grey debris rests on the reverse border at 9 
o’clock. A series of faint die cracks (as struck) encircles the reverse 
periphery. 

1980 1897-0 AU55 NGC. An original coin with good portions of remain¬ 
ing luster and deeper patina around the devices. Well struck. Popu¬ 
lation: 13 in 55, 136 finer (1/02). 

1981 1897-S MS61 ANACS. A lustrous example that has a very good 
strike, but the obverse field is moderately abraded. A surprisingly 
elusive issue in Uncirculated grades. 

1982 1897-S MS62 NGC. Bright yellow-gold color covers the moderate¬ 
ly abraded surfaces. 

1983 1898 MS62 PCGS. A sharp strike with good luster and lightly 
abraded fields. The T in UNITED is affected by a minor scrape. The 
reverse periphery has lengthy die cracks, as struck. 

1984 1898 MS62 NGC. Attractive golden-rose colors are seen on both 
sides of this nicely impressed Eagle. 
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1985 1898 MS63 NGC. Well struck with soft, frosted mint luster. 

1986 1899 MS62 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with milky orange- 
gold patma and relatively pleasing surfaces. The upper reverse bor¬ 
der has a series of light die cracks, as struck. 

1987 1899-0—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 

This is a tan-gold example whose surfaces displays scattered hair¬ 
lines and a curiously glossy sheen. There are, however, no singular¬ 
ly distracting abrasions. 

1988 1899-S MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with pleasing eye 
appeal. Despite a healthy mintage, a surprisingly scarce issue in 
Uncirculated grades. 

1989 1900 MS61 PCGS. A well struck representative that has extensive 
luster. The surfaces are only lightly abraded for the grade. 

1990 1900 MS62 NGC. Pleasingly lustrous with yellow-gold surfaces 
and a few moderate abrasions on the obverse portrait. 

1991 1901 MS62 PCGS. Well struck with very good luster and modestly 
abraded surfaces. 

1992 1901 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck with satiny, reddish tinted sur¬ 
faces. 

1993 1901-S MS62 PCGS. Moderately abraded with lustrous, orange- 
gold surfaces. 

1994 1901-S MS64 NGC. Satiny in finish, the orange-gold features are 
sharply struck with no singularly mentionable distractions. 

1995 1902 MS62 PCGS. Well struck except for the final star. Lightly 
abraded for the grade with pleasing luster. A scarcer and seemingly 
underrated issue that carries little premium despite a low mintage of 
82,513 pieces. 

1996 1902 MS63 NGC. Fully struck throughout with bright, semi¬ 
prooflike fields on each side. Nice coin for the grade. Trends $1,125. 

1997 1903-0 AU58 PCGS. Well struck for an O-mint and showing near¬ 
ly complete satiny luster. Light reddish coloration. 

1998 1903-S MS63 NGC. Sharply defined throughout with scintillating 
mint luster. A very attractive coin for the grade. 

1999 1904-0—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
Well struck with subdued surfaces from cleaning. 

2000 1904-0—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. This is a 
remarkably attractive, mostly satiny example despite the impair¬ 
ment. True, there are scattered handling marks on both sides, but the 
only scratch we can see is a small, generally inconspicuous one in 
the right reverse field. 

2001 1904-0 MS61 ANACS. This orange-gold example reveals pleasing 
cartwheel luster effects as the coin turns under the light. A boldly, if 
not sharply struck example. 

2002 1905 MS63 NGC. Well struck and satiny with semi-prooflike fields. 
A scarcer P-mint, especially in this grade. Population: 97 in 63, 55 
finer (1/02). 

2003 1905 MS63 PCGS. Thick, satiny mint luster covers each side of this 
moderately abraded example. 

2004 1905-S AU55 PCGS. A challenging S-mint issue to locate in Mint 
State, the present example is mostly lustrous with ample remnants of 
a bright, satiny finish. There is little wear, and the otherwise yellow- 
gold surfaces exhibit richer orange-gold overtones on the reverse. 

2005 1906-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Somewhat 
bright from the cleaning, the copper-gold surfaces also reveal scat¬ 
tered hairlines at certain angles. The impression is bold and well bal¬ 
anced. 


2006 1906-0 AU58 NGC. Bright yellow-gold coloration. Very close to a 
technical Mint State grade. 


2007 1906-0 AU58 ANACS. This is an important Very Choice About 
Uncirculated survivor from an original mintage of just 86,895 
pieces. The golden-rose surfaces retain bold definition over all major 
devices, and the features, while lightly abraded, are free of singular¬ 
ly noteworthy distractions. 

2008 1906-0 MS61 NGC. Lustrous and nicely struck with surfaces that 
are only lightly abraded for the issue. There is a pair of tiny specks 
of grease in the field below Liberty’s chin. 

2009 1906-S AU55 ANACS. This is a mostly lustrous, satin textured 
example whose devices retain ample evidence of a bold impression. 
The scattered distractions include a moderate abrasion near the 
upper obverse border. 

2010 1907 MS62 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous example. The sur¬ 
faces are only lightly abraded for the grade, and the cheek has pleas¬ 
ing eye appeal. 

2011 1907 MS62 PCGS. Richly toned in olive-gold shades, the surfaces 
are free of bothersome striking incompleteness. There are also rela¬ 
tively few abrasions for the assigned grade. 

2012 1907 MS65 NGC. Sharply struck, except for the obverse stars, with 
bright green-gold satiny luster. 

2013 1907-D MS62 PCGS. Well struck with flashy luster and a hint of 
orange-gold color across the lightly abraded surfaces. Although the 
mintage is higher than that of the 1906-D Eagle, the 1907-D issue is 
seen much less often. 

INDIAN EAGLES 

2014 1907 No Motto AU58 PCGS. Sharply struck with just a bit of lus¬ 
ter missing over the highpoints. Quite a nice example of this popu¬ 
lar type and a good value in this grade. 

2015 1907 No Motto MS60 ANACS. Both sides are green-gold in shade 
with typical striking definition a smattering of light to moderate 
abrasions. An important coin for BU quality, first-year type purpos¬ 
es. 

2016 1907 No Motto MS60 NGC. Both sides have blushes of bright 
lemon patina. A lustrous representative that has pleasing surfaces for 
the grade as well as a good strike. 

2017 1907 No Motto MS62 NGC. Lightly abraded with satin-like mint 
luster. 

2018 1907 No Motto MS62 ANACS. Bright and warmly colored, the 
pleasingly lustrous features are uncommonly well struck for this 
desirable first-year issue. 

2019 1908 No Motto—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. This 
glossy textured example displays rich reddish-gold patination with 
light wear. This second-year issue is always in demand due to the 
limited original mintage of 33,500 pieces. 

2020 1908 No Motto AU50 PCGS. The surfaces are bright with ample 
luster, but are somewhat bagmarked. No Motto Indian Eagles were 
produced for only two years. A slightly better date with a mintage of 
just 33,500 pieces due to the addition of the motto later that year. 

2021 1908-D No Motto—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
There is a prominent scrape in the left reverse field, but otherwise a 
lustrous and pleasing lightly circulated example. 

2022 1908-D No Motto AU55 ANACS. An aesthetically pleasing coin for 
the grade, both sides are free of an excessive number of abrasions, 
and those that are present are mostly small and not individually con¬ 
spicuous. Warmly colored in original golden-rose and orange-gold 
hues. 

2023 1908-D No Motto AU58 ANACS. The only issue that has the mint- 
mark above the olive leaf. Lustrous and richly detailed with a hint of 
rub on the portrait. The lower neck of Liberty has a few minor con¬ 
tact marks. 
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2024 1908-D Motto AU58 ANACS. The reddish-gold features are boldly 
detailed overall. The lightly abraded surfaces retain ample evidence 
of a frosty finish. 

2025 1908 Motto AU58 PCGS. Radiant and lustrous with light rub on the 
highpoints of the devices. The obverse is moderately abraded, while 
the reverse has more pleasing surfaces. 

2026 1908 Motto AU58 ANACS. The bright, green-gold surfaces retain 
nearly complete mint luster despite light wear across the highest 
points of the design. 

2027 1908-D Motto AU53 PCGS. Lustrous for the grade with light rub 
and honey-gold color on the highpoints of the devices. The obverse 
is relatively clean, while the reverse has scattered minor abrasions. 
A curiously scarce issue despite a sizeable mintage. 

2028 1908-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Both sides 
are curiously bright with dominant green-gold coloration. Cleaned, 
yet not unattractive due to the relative lack of distracting abrasions. 

2029 1908-S XF45 ANACS. Golden-brown in color with ample luster 
where protected by devices and legends. The portrait has a few 
minor contact marks, but the surfaces are otherwise only lightly 
abraded. Only 59,850 pieces were struck. 

2030 1909—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. Orange-gold 
patina overlays the otherwise green-gold surfaces of this relatively 
well defined coin. Scattered hairlines confirm the cleaning. 

2031 1909 AU55 NGC. Nicely struck with a hint of wear on the cheek¬ 
bone and eagle’s shoulder. There is a luster graze at 9 o’clock on the 
reverse, and a very minor rim ding at 3 o’clock on the obverse. 

2032 1909 AU58 ANACS. The green-gold surfaces are free of an exces¬ 
sive number of abrasions with a little light rub over the central high- 

2033 1909-D—Scratched Reverse—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. 
The relatively pleasing, mostly orange-gold surfaces are well 
defined overall. There are some scratches in the upper and right 
reverse fields. 

2034 1909-D AU58 ANACS. A very good strike with pleasing luster and 
bright lemon-gold patina. There are a few tiny ticks on the cheek 
which do not reduce the considerable eye appeal. A scarcer issue. 

2035 1909-S XF40 ANACS. Worn overall, the tan-gold surfaces are typ¬ 
ically abraded for an Eagle that saw this extensive circulation. 

2036 1909-S AU50 PCGS. Richly detailed with ample luster but with 
obvious rub on the wing of the eagle. Only lightly abraded except for 
a well hidden and shallow scrape on the jaw of Liberty. The mint- 
mark is boldly impressed. 

2037 1909-S/S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. This is 
really not a bad looking coin despite the impairment, although the 
surfaces are a little hazy with scattered hairlines. Warm golden-rose 
color and remnants of original luster are seen on both sides of this 
suitably well detailed example. 

2038 1910 AU58 ANACS. Originally colored with considerable mint lus¬ 
ter remaining, the devices only really show wear over the highest 
points. 

2039 1910 MS61 PCGS. Nicely struck with full luster and relatively 
lightly abraded for the grade. 

2040 1910-D AU58 NGC. Lustrous for the grade with a very good strike. 
The eagle’s shoulder has some rub. The surfaces are very clean and 
have pleasing eye appeal. 

2041 1910-D AU58 ANACS. Sharply detailed, but with a hint of rub on 
the shoulder of the eagle. Lustrous and only lightly abraded. There 
are ghostly fragments of letters within E PLURIBUS UNUM, as 
struck perhaps from a dropped letter (i.e. a lamination from one coin 
that is struck into another) The mintmark is unusually sharp. 


2042 1910-D AU58 ANACS. The orange-gold surfaces are boldly defined 
throughout with no really distracting abrasions, although there are a 
typical number of small distractions for a lightly circulated Indian 
Eagle. 

2043 1910-D MS62 PCGS. The margins have bright lemon-gold patina. 
A lustrous Eagle that has a pleasing obverse and a very good strike 
The reverse field has a few light luster grazes. 

2044 1910-S—Rims Filed—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The 
orange-gold surfaces are moderately abraded with bolder striking 
detail on the obverse. Like all S-mint issues in this series, the 1910- 
S is scarce to rare in all Mint State grades. 

2045 1910-S AU58 NGC. The surfaces are relatively unabraded, but the 
definition and luster are not that impressive. A somewhat better date. 

2046 1911 AU53 ANACS. This richly colored, crimson-gold representa¬ 
tive is free of singularly bothersome handling marks. The wear is 
light and mostly confined to the highest points of the design. 

2047 1911 AU58 PCGS. Sharply struck with rich luster and some rub on 
the eagle’s shoulder. There are a pair of minor abrasions near the PL 
in PLURIBUS, but the orange-gold patina adds to the eye appeal. 

2048 1911 MS61 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck example that has 
excellent eye appeal due to the relatively unabraded surfaces. 

2049 1911 MS62 NGC. This orange-gold coin displays an uncommonly 
sharp strike for the type. Perfect for BU type purposes. 

2050 1911-D AU50 ANACS. Copper-gold in color, both sides are lightly 
worn with a smattering of wispy abrasions. A pleasing and important 
AU representative of this key Indian Eagle with an original mintage 
of just 30,100 coins. 

2051 1911-S MS60 ANACS. Richly colored in reddish-gold hues, the sur¬ 
faces are relatively abrasion-free for the grade. A well frosted sur¬ 
vivor of this conditionally challenging S-mint delivery. 

2052 1912—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Richly colored 
in reddish-gold shades, this is a typically struck example with not 
overly conspicuous evidence of the cleaning. 

2053 1912 AU58 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with tan-gold color. The sur¬ 
faces are clean aside from a luster graze in the left obverse field. The 
eagle’s shoulder has a hint of rub. 

2054 1912 MS62 PCGS. A lustrous beauty with a good strike and a nice¬ 
ly preserved obverse. The eagle has a few minor contact marks, 
which do not affect the impressive eye appeal. 

2055 1912-S VF35 NGC. Traces of subdued luster are especially evident 
on the reverse, however, much of the detail of the eagle’s wing has 
been lost due to wear. The upper reverse has a few minor abrasions. 
Along with a few other S-Mint issues, 1912-S Eagles have a curious 
mint-made secondary incused rim on both sides that is most obvious 
directly below the date. 

2056 1912-S XF45 ANACS. There are a few mentionable abrasions in the 
upper reverse field of this copper-gold example. The Indian’s por¬ 
trait also reveals some noteworthy distractions. 

2057 1913 AU58 ANACS. Both sides are somewhat bright with dominant 
green-gold coloration. Sharply struck for the type. 

2058 1913 MS61 PCGS. Nicely detailed with good luster and modestly 
abraded surfaces. 

2059 1913-S XF45 ICG. Rich crimson-gold color is seen on both sides of 
this lightly worn representative. Scattered abrasions are noted, par¬ 
ticularly on the Indian’s cheek. 

2060 1913-S AU53 ANACS. An attractive example that has extensive lus¬ 
ter and a few unimportant contact marks in the lower obverse field. 
The Indian has light rub on the cheekbone. Just 66,000 pieces were 
struck.

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1914 AU55 PCGS. Sharply struck with good luster and obvious rub 
on the eagle’s wing. There is a small scratch near the head of the 
eagle, with no other singularly mentionable abrasions. 

1914 AU58 ANACS. The luster is essentially complete, but there is 
a hint of rub on the shoulder of the eagle. The upper reverse field has 
a few trivial abrasions. The headdress has sharp detail. 

1914 MS63 PCGS. Sharply struck with subdued matte-like sur¬ 
faces. 

1914-D AU55 ANACS. A lustrous and sharply detailed example that 
has a hint of lemon patina on the highpoints. There is a minor scratch 
on the cheek, but the surfaces are otherwise clean. The mintmark is 
repunched, with the secondary image southeast. 

1914-S XF45 PCGS. There are a few minor abrasions in the upper 
reverse, but for the most part this is a nice circulated example of a 
somewhat better issue. 

1914.S_Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Typically 
struck for an S-mint Indian Eagle, the surfaces are hazy from the 
cleaning with scattered hairlines. Reddish-gold in color. 

1914- S AU58 ANACS. A lustrous example that has slight rub on the 
cheekbone. The headdress has sharp details. The upper reverse has a 
few unimportant contact marks. A somewhat better date. 

1915— Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. A fully lus¬ 
trous and lightly hairlined coin that has bright orange-yellow patina. 
The strike is good but not full. There is a small scratch in the lower 
obverse field, and the eagle has a few minor contact marks. 

1915 AU58 PCGS. A deceptive slider that has a hint of rub on the 
shoulder of the eagle. The surfaces and luster are pleasing for the 
grade. 

1915 MS60 ANACS. The highpoints of the eagle are not well 
struck, but the obverse has crisp details. A lustrous example that has 
pleasing surfaces for this usually abraded grade. 

1915 MS63 NGC. Bright mint luster and sharply struck with a cou¬ 
ple of short grease stains (as struck) on the lower reverse. 

1915- S AU55 ANACS. A lustrous and richly detailed Indian Eagle 
that has some bright lemon-gold patina. The reverse field has a few 
light abrasions. The left reverse legends are strike doubled. Only 
59,000 pieces were struck. 

1916- S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A lustrous 
example that has pleasing lemon-gold color. The surfaces are unnat¬ 
urally bright and somewhat harshly cleaned. There are a few minor 
scratches on each side. 

1916-S AU58 PCGS. The luster and strike are good, but the surfaces 
are somewhat abraded. There is a scratch in the reverse field above 
the motto. The mintmark is strike doubled. A slightly better date. 

1926 MS61 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck, but the obverse is 
moderately abraded. An abrasion impacts the first star. 

1926 MS62 PCGS. Well struck with good luster and pleasing sur¬ 
faces. 

1926 MS62 NGC. Sharply struck with light yellow-gold color. 

1926 MS65 NGC. With smooth, nearly blemish-free features and 
fulsome mint luster, this coin is earmarked for inclusion in a Gem 
quality type set. Well struck in virtually all areas. 

1932 MS61 NGC. Sharply struck with good luster and moderately 
abraded surfaces. 

1932 MS62 ANACS. A lustrous example that is well struck aside 
from the shoulder of the eagle. The portrait has a few minor contact 
marks, but the fields are relatively clean. 

1932 MS63 PCGS. Orange-gold in color with rich, glowing mint 
luster. 



2082 1932 MS64 NGC. Lustrous with a very good strike. The headdress 
has rich pink-gold patina. The reverse has a few tiny contact marks 
that are mentioned only for accuracy. 

2083 1932 MS64 PCGS. A well struck near-Gem that has flashy luster 
and only a few faint luster grazes. The last affordable issue in the 
series. 

LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

2084 1851—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Hints of the 
original prooflike luster persist in protected areas. A lightly cleaned 
and moderately abraded example. Most of E PLURIBUS UNUM is 
legible, and the coronet has not worn into LIBERTY. Struck from 
slightly rotated dies. 

2085 1851-0 XF45 ANACS. The olive-gold surfaces are evenly worn 
overall with bright undertones and no more than the expected num¬ 
ber of abrasions for the assigned grade. The strike is generally bold 
in the centers with softer definition around the peripheries. 

2086 1852 AU50 ANACS. Bright luster surrounds the stars and devices. 
The stars have full centril details. The surfaces are moderately 
abraded, and there is a bagmark right of the date. 

2087 1855-S—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. The olive- 
gold and reddish-orange colored surfaces are moderately abraded 
with a somewhat glossy sheen. The wear is evenly distributed over 
both sides. 

2088 1857 XF40 ANACS. Moderately worn, particularly on the obverse, 
the surfaces are richly colored in copper-gold shades. There are no 
singularly mentionable abrasions. 

2089 1857-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Lightly worn 
overall, the surfaces display copper-gold color and scattered abra¬ 
sions from circulation. Glossy. 

2090 1857-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. This richly 
colored, green-gold example is curiously abrasion-free for a circu¬ 
lated S-mint Twenty. There are, however, scattered hairlines from 
the cleaning. 

2091 1858 VF30 ANACS. Both sides are noticeably worn with rich, orig¬ 
inal color. Modest hints of brightness are still evident in the fields at 
direct angles. 

2092 1858-S XF45 ANACS. Luster fills the peripheral legends and 
devices. A sharply detailed but lightly cleaned representative. The 
obverse has a minor rim ding at 6 o’clock. 

2093 1859-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. This is a 
glossy textured, reddish-gold representative whose adequately 
defined features are moderately abraded. 

2094 1860-S XF45 NGC. A scarcer Type One Double Eagle and not 
available in hoard quantities as other issues are. Original reddish 
tinted surfaces with a couple of noticeable abrasions in the left 
obverse field. 

2095 1860-S AU50 NGC. Well struck and bright overall with lightly 
abraded surfaces. 

2096 1861—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Bright from 
cleaning with minimally abraded surfaces. 

2097 1862—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Noticeably 
cleaned, the olive-gold surfaces are glossy in texture with scattered 
circulation marks. There are, however, few distractions of moderate 
size. 
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2098 1862-S VF35 ANACS. Noticeably worn with rich orange-gold col¬ 
oration and deeply set, olive-gold undertones. We can find no singu¬ 
larly distracting abrasions, and modest traces of original luster are 
noted at select angles. 

2099 1865-S—Polished—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. We have 
never seen such a heavily polished coin. Sunglasses are required to 
view this glossy and moderately abraded Liberty Double Eagle. 

2100 1866—6 in Denticles, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
Portions of an errant digit can be found in the denticles to the right 
of the second 6 in the date. Abrasively wiped at one time, with a few 
telltale hairlines on the portrait. The middle arrow shaft is virtually 
absent, as struck due to die polish. Lustrous with sharp details, but 
both sides have a few scattered moderate abrasions. A scarcer date 
despite a hefty mintage. 

2101 1866—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The green-gold 
and olive-gold surfaces are boldly detailed overall with a dull sheen 
on the obverse. There are dense concentrations of hairlines above 
and below Liberty’s portrait. 

2102 1867—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Nicely struck 
and lustrous with mildly prooflike fields. A few minor pinscratches 
do not distract, but the coin has abraded surfaces that are typical for 
the issue. A somewhat scarcer date. 

2103 1867-S AU50 PCGS. A briefly circulated example of this first-year 
Type Two delivery. Generous portions of mint luster are seen around 
the devices and there is a slight reddish accent of color around the 
margins. A bit softly defined with a couple of larger marks on the 
obverse. 

2104 1868-S AU50 ANACS. Both sides are not excessively worn with a 
smattering of light to moderate bagmarks. There is a swirl of copper 
iridescence on the reverse over the UNI in UNITED. 

2105 1869-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Both sides 
are bright with a glossy sheen that can only be the result of a clean¬ 
ing. Adequately detailed despite a stint in circulation. 

2106 1869-S AU55 NGC. Originally toned in tan-gold hues, the surfaces 
retain generally bold definition over the central features despite light 
rub and some unevenness of strike. Moderately abraded, yet free of 
individually mentionable distractions. 

2107 1869-S AU58 NGC. This nearly Uncirculated example has almost 
complete mint frost on each side. Light reddish patina overlays the 
surfaces. The only noticeable abrasion is a cut across the nose of 
Liberty. 

2108 1870-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The borders 
have bright luster. The wing feathers are sharply detailed. The sur¬ 
faces have numerous abrasions, none of which is worthy of individ¬ 
ual mention. The cleaning is very light. The obverse has a minor rim 
ding at 2 o’clock. 

2109 1870-S AU58 NGC. Bright yellow-gold coloration with flashy 
semi-prooflike fields. Better defined than most S-mint Type Two 
Twenties. 


2110 1871 VF25 ANACS. Well worn with scattered abrasions and a curi¬ 
ously bright, glossy sheen. 

2111 1871-S—Rim Filed Obverse—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 
This somewhat glossy textured example is lightly abraded overall 
with an obverse indentation on the upper rim. 

2112 1871-S AU58 PCGS. There is a raised dash of extra metal to the 
lower left of the 7 in the date, presumably from an earlier but large¬ 
ly effaced date punch. The strike is sharp, and mint luster surrounds 
the devices. The fields are lightly abraded, but there are no individ¬ 
ually mentionable bagmarks. The mintmark is a blob. 

2113 1871-S AU58 NGC. The obverse is rather extensively abraded and 
the reverse shows almost complete mint luster. 

2114 1872—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. A lightly hair- 
lined golden-brown example that has numerous reeding marks on 
the obverse. The surviving luster has a purple-blue patina on the 
reverse. Richly detailed for the net grade. 


2115 1872-CC XF45 NGC. One of just 26,900 pieces produced, this orig¬ 
inally preserved, olive-gold example reveals flickers of original lus¬ 
ter in the more protected areas around the devices. Both sides are 
well detailed with a typical abrasion count for the assigned grade. 
Equal in rarity to the 1885-CC, the 1872-CC is less scarce than the 
1870-CC, 1871-CC, 1878-CC, 1879-CC, and 1891-CC. 

2116 1872-S—Damaged—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. Sharply 
detailed with ample luster and modestly abraded fields. A pair of 
unsightly scratches across the cheek account for the designation. The 
reverse legends are strongly strike doubled. 

2117 1872-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Both sides 
are muted from the cleaning with deeply set, olive-gold coloration. 
Well detailed for a lightly circulated Type Two Double Eagle. 

2118 1873 Open 3 XF40 NGC. The luster is ample although subdued. 
Nicely detailed, but moderately abraded with a few old pinscratches 
on each side. 

2119 1873 Open 3 AU53 ANACS. Neither side displays any sizeable or 
singularly bothersome circulation marks. This well detailed coin is a 
relatively inexpensive representative of the type. 

2120 1873 Open 3 MS60 NGC. Fully lustrous but peppered with numer¬ 
ous small abrasions on each side. 


2121 1873 Open 3 MS61 PCGS. Bright green-gold mint luster over each 
side with one larger mark in the lower left obverse field and another 
between stars 12 and 13. 

2122 1873 Open 3 MS61 NGC. Bright mint frost, almost all of the abra¬ 
sions are concentrated on the reverse. 

2123 1873 Open 3 MS62 NGC. Silky satin-like surfaces and moderately 
abraded for the grade. 

2124 1873 Open 3 MS62 PCGS. Lightly abraded, as the grade would 
indicate, with lovely rose-golden and lilac coloration interspersed 
over each side. 

2125 1873-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Free of sin¬ 
gularly distracting abrasions, both sides are, nonetheless, subdued 
with scattered hairlines. The Carson City Mint produced just 22,410 
Double Eagles in 1873, and Winter (2001) asserts that no more than 
500 pieces are extant in all grades. This issue is more available than 
the 1872-CC. 

2126 1873-S Closed 3 XF45 NGC. A good strike with sharp details on the 
wing feathers. The luster is ample although subdued. The green-gold 
surfaces have pleasing eye appeal as they are less abraded than is 
usual. 

2127 1873-S Closed 3 XF45 ANACS. The green-gold surfaces are even¬ 
ly worn overall with a somewhat muted sheen. We can find no sin¬ 
gularly distracting abrasions. 

2128 1873-S Closed 3 AU58 ICG. This bright example retains evidence 
of a modest semi-prooflike survivor. The surfaces are moderately 
abraded with pleasing golden-rose and tan-gold coloration. 

2129 1874 XF45 NGC. Richly detailed with bright remaining luster, but 
with typically abraded surfaces. 

2130 1874—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The right 
obverse field has some deep pinscratches. There are speckles of rus¬ 
set patina on each side. The portrait is moderately abraded. A sharply 
struck Double Eagle that has extensive luster 

2131 1874-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Scattered 
hairlines and a dull sheen confirm the cleaning, but this is a still- 
important representative of Double Eagle coinage at the Carson City 
Mint. 

2132 1874-S VF35 PCGS. A Double Eagle with nice details for the grade, 
but the surfaces moderately abraded. Subdued portions of the origi¬ 
nal luster can be found on the stars and within the legends. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the March 7, 2002 Population Rebort from PCQS; 
or the April 15, 2002 Census Rebort from NQC. All Trends are from April 12, 2002. 
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1874-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The borders 
have bright luster. The cleaning is very light. The obverse is moder¬ 
ately abraded. Liberty has a few die clash lines near her ear, as 
struck. 

1874-S AU55 NGC. Lustrous and reasonably well struck with sev¬ 
eral small abrasions in the center of the reverse. 

1874- S MS60 NGC. Lustrous orange-gold surfaces with numerous 
small to medium sized abrasions scattered over each side. 

1875— Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Subdued with 
orange-gold color, the surfaces are lightly to moderately abraded 
throughout. Glimmers of reddish-copper patina are also noted in a 
few areas. 

1875 MS62 NGC. Lustrous with even reddish tinted surfaces. Min¬ 
imally abraded for the grade. 

1875-CC AU58 NGC. Along the the 1890-CC, the 1875-CC is the 
second most common Double Eagles from this fabled frontier mint. 
This is an uncommonly attractive CC-mint gold coin with few abra¬ 
sions on either side, none of which are sizeable. The green-gold and 
orange-gold surfaces are sharply defined with a mostly lustrous 
sheen. A strong candidate for inclusion in a high grade circulated 
type set. 

1875-S XF45 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with relatively sharp 
details, but the surfaces are typically abraded. The lower reverse leg¬ 
ends are strike doubled. 

1875-S AU50 ANACS. This not unattractive example is typically 
abraded for the grade, yet free of sizeable distractions. 

1875- S MS62 NGC. Good luster for the grade with a prominent 
mark located on the hair curls just behind Liberty’s ear. 

1876 AU50 ANACS. Both sides are mostly orange-gold in hue with 
typical definition for an AU quality representative of this type. Some 
glossy undertones are evident on the obverse. 

1876 AU58 NGC. The luster is essentially full, but the obverse is 
somewhat abraded. A bright and well struck example. 

1876- CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Although 
not too heavily abraded for a circulated CC-mint Double Eagle, the 
surfaces are glossy from the cleaning. Well defined with a faint 
planchet streak (as struck) on the obverse before the date. 

1876-S XF40 NGC. An original, moderately worn example that 
shows one angling mark across the highpoint of Liberty’s cheek. 

1876-S XF45 NGC. Relatively sharp with much bright luster, but 
the surfaces are typically bagmarked with several lesser abrasions on 
the cheekbone. 

1876-S XF45 ANACS. Traces of original luster are noted at a few 
angles, but the outward appearance is one of rich orange-gold color. 
Boldly detailed overall. 

1876- S MS61 NGC. This attractive Type Two Twenty is character¬ 
ized by bright mint luster, but its grade is derived from the numer¬ 
ous tiny abrasions that are mostly seen on the obverse. 

1877 AU50 ANACS. There are hints of golden-rose patina on the 
upper reverse. The surfaces are somewhat prooflike, but the reflec¬ 
tivity of the fields has been reduced by the myriad slide marks that 
Double Eagles quickly accumulate while in circulation. 

1877 AU50 ANACS. Both sides are sharply detailed with only light 
wear across the highpoints. Ample remnants of a semi-proofliice fin¬ 
ish are seen at most angles. 

1877 MS62 NGC. Well struck with bright, frosted mint luster. Pop¬ 
ulation: 60 in 62, 7 finer (1/02). 

1877- CC—Rim Damaged, Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40.This is an essentially olive-gold representative with bright 
undertones in the fields. There is a noticeable rim bruise at 9 o’clock 
on the obverse, and a reverse scratch bisects the eagle’s head. 



2153 1877-S AU50 PCGS. Lustrous with a good strike and typically 
abraded surfaces. 

2154 1877-S AU58 ANACS. Sharply detailed throughout, this warmly 
colored, orange-gold representative reveals modest brightness in the 
fields. There are a few moderate distractions on the obverse. 

2155 1878—Cleaned, Glue Residue—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
Both sides are richly colored in reddish-gold hues with scattered 
hairlines. The glue residue is noted over the upper reverse rim. 

2156 1878 AU55 PCGS. A flashy, well struck, and pleasing example. The 
reverse has especially clean surfaces for the grade. 

2157 1878 AU55 NGC. Well struck with nearly complete luster, but the 
surfaces are typically abraded. A scratch above the eagle’s head is 
the only singularly mentionable distraction. 

2158 1878-CC VF25 NGC. Both sides are moderately, yet evenly worn 
with a somewhat scuffy appearance from circulation. Warm orange- 
gold and olive-gold colors alternate depending on the angle. One of 
just 300-350 coins believed extant from an original mintage of only 
13,180 pieces. 

2159 1878-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Dull with 
orange-gold and olive-gold shadings, both sides reveal several mod¬ 
erate handling marks. 

2160 1879 AU50 ANACS. Rather heavily abraded on the obverse with 
bright surfaces overall. 

2161 1879 AU55 PCGS. A lustrous and sharply detailed example with 
moderate to heavy abrasions on the obverse. The reverse has a 
planchet defect at 7 o’clock, but is generally better preserved. 

2162 1879 AU55 ANACS. Fully struck with bright, semi-prooflike fields. 

2163 1879-CC AU50 NGC. Flickers of original luster are noted in the 
more protected areas around the devices. This is a mostly reddish- 
gold coin with scattered abrasions, none of which are sizeable or out 
of context with the assigned grade. The 1879-CC (10,708 pieces pro¬ 
duced) compares favorably to the 1878-CC in terms of overall rari¬ 
ty; most survivors of both deliveries grade no finer than XF. 

2164 1879-S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 
Both sides have obviously been cleaned, and there are several bright 
pinscratches. The reverse is especially lustrous with occasional hints 
of golden-brown color. 

2165 1879-S AU50 ANACS. The otherwise green-gold color warms up to 
orange-gold shades on the reverse. Boldly defined with no abrasions 
that are out of context with the designated grade. 

2166 1880 XF45 NGC. Richly detailed with considerable luster and mod¬ 
erately abraded surfaces. A scarcer issue with only 51,456 pieces 
struck. 

2167 1880—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Hazy orange- 

gold surfaces. 

2168 1880 AU58 NGC. A scarce and often overlooked P-mint with a low 
mintage of only 51,456 pieces. Very scarce in strict Uncirculated 
condition. This bright, lustrous example is very close to Mint State 
and each side shows numerous small abrasions from contact with 
other coins. Population. 44 in 58, 17 finer (1/02). 

2169 1880-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Subdued 
orange-gold surfaces with numerous abrasions on Liberty’s face. 

2170 1880-S XF45 PCGS. Richly detailed with better preserved surfaces 
than usually accompany the grade. The extent of remaining luster is 
especially pleasing on the reverse. The mintmark is filled. 

2171 1880-S AU53 ANACS. A well struck example that has extensive 
luster, but both sides have been lightly cleaned. There is a minor 
obverse nm ding at 2 o’clock. A slightly better date. 

2172 1881-S AU50 ANACS. This is a somewhat subdued example whose 
otherwise green-gold surfaces yield to orange-gold shades at certain 
angles. There are no areas of bothersome lack of detail. 
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2173 1882-CC AUS3 NGC. The otherwise green-gold surfaces yield to 
warm orange-gold shades as the coin turns into the light. Select 
angles also reveal hints of original luster, but there are few distract¬ 
ing abrasions that are worthy of individual mention. The 1882-CC is, 
like the 1889-CC and 1892-CC, of median rarity among Carson City 
Mint Double Eagles. 

2174 1882-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The other¬ 
wise green-gold color yields to warmer orange-gold overtones at 
certain angles. Hairlines and haziness are the result of the cleaning. 

2175 1882-S XF45 PCGS. Sharply detailed with abundant luster. The sur¬ 
faces are modestly abraded and have bright lemon-gold patina. A 
coin with good eye appeal. 

2176 1882-S AU58 PCGS. A flashy and well struck Borderline Uncircu¬ 
lated example that has bright lemon-gold patina. The surfaces are 
moderately abraded, and there is a small scratch above the eagle’s 
right wing. 

2177 1883-CC AU55 NGC. Warmly colored, olive-gold and yellow-gold 
features are seen on both sides of this Choice AU representative. 
Sharply detailed with some alloy spots over the upper reverse. 

2178 1883-S XF45 ANACS. The mintmark is a blob, but the details are 
otherwise sharp. The luster is bright and especially pervasive on the 
reverse. The surfaces are modestly abraded, and there is a bright 
scratch above star 11. 

2179 1883-S AU53 ANACS. Warmly colored in orange-gold hues, both 
sides are boldly detailed with a typical abrasion count for the 
assigned grade. 

2180 1883-S AU58 NGC. A richly detailed and lustrous example that is 
only lightly abraded for the grade. The mintmark is filled. 

2181 1883-S MS61 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with a hint of pink 
color on the devices. The obverse is moderately abraded, as is 
expected for the grade. 

2182 1884-CC XF45 NGC. Richly and originally colored, the orange- 
gold surfaces retain ample evidence of a sharp strike. Typically 
abraded for a CC-mint Double Eagle that saw 15 points of wear. 

2183 1884-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Green-gold 
in color with boldly detailed features. 

2184 1884-S AU58 PCGS. A pleasing Borderline Uncirculated example 
that has strong cartwheel luster and a very good strike. Although 
lightly abraded, the surfaces are problem free!" 

2185 1884-S AU58 NGC. Lightly abraded, but with good eye appeal due 
to the flashy luster, rich details, and bright honey-gold color. 

2186 1884-S MS61 NGC. A lustrous and mildly prooflike Double Eagle 
that has a very good strike and surprisingly clean surfaces 

2187 1885-CC VF25 NGC. The rarest CC-mint Double Eagle from the 
1880s, the 1885-CC was produced to the extent of just 9,450 pieces, 
only 350-400 coins of which are believed extant in all grades. This 
richly colored, reddish-gold representative is not excessively abrad¬ 
ed for the VF grade level. Evenly worn. 

2188 1885-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A sharply 
detailed and moderately abraded example that has extensive luster. 
There are a few faint hairlines that are most noticeable on the lower 
obverse. 

2189 1885-S AU53 NGC. The reflectivity of the prooflike fields have 

apparently been enhanced by a cleaning. Sharply struck with mod¬ 
erately abraded surfaces _

and devices have bright luster. A lightly cleaned Double Eagle that 
has sharp details on the eagle. There are a few reeding marks on the 
jaw, with no other remotely mentionable abrasions. 

2193 1887-S AU55 ANACS. An example that has likely never been cir¬ 
culated. but the obverse abrasions are a bit too heavy for the coin to 
merit a Mint State grade. A lengthy blemish in the field in front of 
Liberty's profile provides the most noticeable distraction. 

2194 1888 XF45 ANACS. The bright luster is especially extensive on the 
reverse. The surfaces are lightly abraded. The portrait has moderate 
wear on the cheek and coronet. 

Well struck with essentially complete luster, but 
the obverse and especially the portrait have numerous abrasions that 
impact the eye appeal. 

2196 1888 MS60 NGC. Bright mint luster rolls around each side of this 
sharply struck coin. A copper colored alloy stain is located at the top 
of the glory of rays on the reverse. 

2197 1888-S AU50 ANACS. A relatively sharp example with pleasing 
luster in those areas that are protected by the design. The surfaces arc 
better preserved than usual, but there is a bagmark in the field near 
the nose of Liberty. 

2198 1888-S AU50 ANACS. Rich green-gold undertones peer through 
warmer orange-gold patination. Both sides are hazy, perhaps from a 
cleaning. 

2199 1889—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Noticeably 
hairlined over the lower reverse, the otherwise golden-orange sur¬ 
faces exhibit some crimson tinged haziness in the center of the 
reverse. 

2200 1889 AU58 ANACS. The mint luster is virtually complete. The sur¬ 
faces are only lightly abraded, and have good eye appeal. The 
reverse has been struck from a clashed die, with raised lines in the 
field above the eagle.

The somewhat lackluster, reddish-gold surfaces exhibit several 
scratches throughout the obverse field. Both sides offer bold, if not 
sharp definition in all areas. 

Both sides are predominantly lustrous with a 
pleasingly frosted textured and rich crimson-gold coloration. A spot 
over the lower left reverse is the only mentionable distraction.

Lustrous and well struck with lightly abraded 
surfaces that are much less bagmarked than is usual for the grade. 

2257 1898-S MS63 ANACS. Well struck with intense luster and bright 
honey-gold patina. The fields have only a few very faint luster 
grazes.

2258 1899—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Attractively 
colored, yet glossy with noticeable reverse hairlines. 

2259 1899 MS60 NGC. Well struck and very prooflike with bright sur¬ 
faces due to the deeply mirrored fields.

Well struck with clean surfaces for the grade, but 
the luster is somewhat subdued and the upper left obverse has minor 
planchet flaking, as struck. 

2276 1901-S XF45 ANACS. There are no sizeable distractions on both 
sides, but a few wispy abrasions are seen on the obverse. Richly pati¬ 
na ted.

Sharply struck and pleasing for the 
grade. 

1908 No Motto MS63 ANACS. Typically struck with pleasingly 
colored, golden-rose surfaces, this is a suitably lustrous example

gold color that highlights the lustrous, minimally abraded features.

The reddish-gold features are frosty in luster 
quality with an average strike for the type. A difficult issue to locate 
as a Gem.

2400 1924 MS63 PCGS. The tan-gold patina further adds to the eye 
appeal of the lustrous and pleasing surfaces. A well struck represen¬ 
tative of this frequently seen issue. 

2401 1924 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and problem-free example that has 
rich honey-gold patina and a very good strike. 

2402 1924 MS63 PCGS. This lustrous, orange-gold example possesses 
the eye appeal of a higher grade. 

2403 1924 MS64 PCGS. Housed in a first generation PCGS holder, the 
surfaces are frosty in luster quality with a crisp strike. 

2404 1924 MS64 NGC. What a nice coin for the grade. Only kept from 
MS65 by a small nick on the knee of Liberty. 

2405 1924 MS64 NGC. Sharply struck with smooth, even, satiny luster. 
Quite close to Gem quality. 

2406 1924 MS64 NGC. A sharply struck blazer that has a pink-lilac hue 
to the luster on the central devices. The reverse field is particularly 
clean. 

2407 1924 MS64 NGC. A well struck and lustrous near-Gem that has an 
exceptionally preserved reverse. There is a tiny alloy spot near the 
obverse rim at 3 o’clock. 

2408 1924 MS65 NGC. The devices have faint pink-lavender patina. 
There is a miniscule alloy spot (as struck) at the back edge of the 
junction between the eagle’s wings. A lustrous and nicely struck 
Gem. 

2409 1924 MS65 NGC. Lustrous and nicely preserved. While nobody 
will ever comer the market for 1924 Double Eagles, the present Gem 
has better eye appeal than most due to its bright orange-gold patina. 

2410 1924 MS65 PCGS. This solidly graded Gem is fully frosted with 
alternating honey-gold and golden-rose coloration. Both sides are 
sharply defined. 

2411 1925—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. Bright lemon- 
gold patina covers most of the coin on both sides. Lustrous with a 
good strike and scattered light obverse abrasions. 
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2412 1925 MS63 PCGS. The centers have faint lilac and golden-brown 
patina, while the fields have a greenish tint. A lustrous and richly 
detailed example. The reverse is refreshingly clean. 

2413 1925 MS63 ANACS. Lustrous and well struck with a lightly abrad¬ 
ed obverse and a very pleasing reverse. A few miniscule alloy spots 
are noted. 

2414 1925 MS64 NGC. The right reverse periphery has a few miniscule 
specks of grease, but the devices are well struck and the surfaces are 
highly lustrous. The obverse is exceptionally preserved. 

2415 1925-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Both sides 
are glossy in texture with alternating orange-gold and green-gold 
coloration. There are no sizeable abrasions, scattered hairlines are 
noted. Despite a sizeable original mintage of 3.7 million pieces, the 
‘25-S is a scarce issue that saw widespread melting. This is the only 
branch mint Double Eagle from the 1920s that is more difficult to 
locate in Mint State than circulated grades. 

2416 1926 MS62 NGC. Lustrous and nicely struck with faint pink-rose 
color on portions of the devices. A few scattered contact marks 
account for the grade. 

2417 1926 MS62 ANACS. The surfaces are lustrous and have bright 
lemon patina. A moderately abraded example that is sharply struck. 

2418 1926 MS63 PCGS. Although each side has a small scratch, the sur¬ 
faces are otherwise remarkably clean for the grade. A well struck and 
boldly lustrous example of this common issue. 

2419 1927 AU50 ICG. Still sharp and lustrous. Liberty has a somewhat 
comical flat nose, due partly to the strike. 

2420 1927 MS63 PCGS. Extensively toned with pink and apricot patina. 
A nicely struck example that has splendid luster and clean surfaces. 

2421 1927 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous Double Eagle that has a very good 
strike and pleasing eye appeal. There is a minor diagonal pinscratch 
across the eagle that does not distract. 

2422 1927 MS63 ANACS. Well struck and lustrous. The obverse is mod¬ 
erately abraded, while the reverse is better preserved. 

2423 1927 MS63 NGC. Warmly frosted with generally sharp striking 
detail. 

2424 1927 MS64 PCGS. A well struck near-Gem that has favorable eye 
appeal due to its intense luster and bright honey-gold patina. A cou¬ 
ple of unimportant contact marks in the left obverse field are all that 
separates this lovely coin from an even higher grade. 

2425 1927 MS64 PCGS. The honey-gold features are nicely frosted with 
a few well concealed obverse abrasions. 

2426 1927 MS64 PCGS. Lustrous with reddish-gold features, this satin 
textured near-Gem is boldly brought up throughout. 

2427 1927 MS65 NGC. A gorgeous, lustrous Gem that has a very good 
strike and well preserved surfaces. The 1927 issue actually has a 
lower mintage than the excessively rare 1927-S, which was heavily 
melted after the gold recall of 1933. 

2428 1928 MS63 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous example that is sep¬ 
arated from a higher grade only by a faint luster graze or two. 

2429 1928 MS64 ANACS. An impressive near-Gem that is lustrous and 
well struck. There are only the faintest luster grazes in the obverse 
field.

2430 1893 Isabella Quarter—Cleaned—ANACS. line Details, Net 
AU50. Lightly toned over each side. 

2431 1893 Isabella Quarter AU58 NGC. Originally toned with a wide 
band of near-brilliance at the top of the obverse and a narrower 
swath on the lower reverse. Colorful and very attractive, this origi¬ 
nal piece is going to make someone a very nice type coin. 


2432 1893 Isabella Quarter MS63 PCGS. The deep golden-brown pati¬ 
na js surprisingly attractive. Well struck with moderate luster and 
very clean surfaces. 

2433 1893 Isabella Quarter MS64 PCGS. Lustrous with multiple layers 
of blue and golden toning over each side. A pleasing, problem-free 


2434 1921 Alabama MS65 PCGS. The surfaces are nearly brilliant but 
there are a few light dabs of color on each side and the mint luster is 
fulsome, as one would expect from this issue. Scarce and always in 
demand by advanced collectors. 

2435 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS63 ANACS. Lustrous with a sharp strike and 
pale olive patina. A heavy die crack (as struck) bisects the eagle. The 
fields are nearly pristine, but the portrait of Kilby has a few tiny con¬ 
tact marks. 

2436 1936 Albany MS64 PCGS. A well struck near-Gem that has good 
luster and light peripheral golden-brown color. The surfaces are vir¬ 
tually pristine. 

2437 1936 Albany MS64 PCGS. A lustrous, and well struck near-Gem 
that has faint olive patina. The surfaces have been carefully pre¬ 
served. 

2438 1935 Arkansas MS66 PCGS. Richly toned in shades of green-gold 
and lavender patina. A sharply struck Gem that has creamy luster. 
The reverse is nearly pristine. Population: 78 in 66, 8 finer (3/02). 

2439 1935-S Arkansas MS66 ANACS. The peripheries have rich golden- 
brown, yellow-green, violet, and cobalt-blue patina. A very good 
strike with good luster and a nearly pristine reverse. Only 5,506 
pieces were struck, as part of a PDS set. 

2440 1936 Arkansas MS65 NGC. Rich, original, antique-copper and 
lavender-gray toning overlays the Gem quality surfaces. 

2441 1937 Arkansas MS65 PCGS. A well struck Gem with moderate lus¬ 
ter and attractive golden-brown and lilac-gray patina. The reverse is 
especially well preserved. Only 5,505 pieces were struck. This issue 
was originally distributed as part of a PDS set. 

2442 1937-S Arkansas MS65 NGC. The dusky lavender surfaces also 
have a blush of yellow-green patina at the lower borders. Well struck 
with moderate luster and a virtually pristine reverse. Only 5.500 
pieces were distributed, with another 6 pieces sent to the Assay com¬ 
mission. 

2443 1938 Arkansas MS64 ANACS. Untoned and cleaner than many 
Arkansas Halves in this grade. 

2444 1938-D Arkansas MS60 ANACS, there is a faint pinscratch 
between the two dates that can only be seen from certain angles, oth¬ 
erwise a lustrous Gem, the base of the mintmark is strongly 
repunched; and a 1946 Iowa—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, 
Net MS60, lustrous with attractive golden-brown patina, well struck 
and pleasing despite the nearly imperceptible cleaning. 

2445 1938-S Ark an sas MS62 ANACS. The otherwise mottled slate-gray 
patina yields to warm golden-tan overtones on the reverse. Scattered 
abrasions are seen on the obverse portraits. 

2446 1939 Arkansas MS64 ANACS. Warm golden-olive patina overlays 
the obverse and a few isolated areas on the reverse. A suitably lus¬ 
trous representative of the type. 

2447 1936-S Bay Bridge MS65 PCGS. Streaks of rich golden and rose 
toning are seen over each side, probably from many years residency 
in a holder of issue. 

2448 1936-S Bay Bridge MS65 PCGS. A lovely, assiduously preserved, 
and exquisitely struck Gem. 

2449 1934 Boone MS66 PCGS. A band of bright golden-brown patina 
hugs the borders, while the centers have freckles of yellow-green 
color. A lustrous and well struck Gem that has an immaculately pre¬ 
served obverse. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the March 7, 2002 Population Report from PCQS; 
or the April 15, 2002 Census Report from NQC. All Trends are from April 12, 2002. 
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1935- D Boone MS66 NGC. Well struck with creamy luster and rich 
golden-gray patina.. The reverse is uncommonly close to pristine. 
Struck from slightly rotated dies. Only 5,000 pieces were struck, not 
including the 5 pieces reserved for assay. Population: 65 in 66, 4 
finer (1/02). 

1935/34 Boone MS65 NGC. Both sides have blushes of bright 
lemon-gold color, while russet-orange patina visits the borders. A 
well struck and immaculately preserved Gem. 

Ex: The Peter L Shaffer Collection (Superior, 9/88), lot 1080, as 
part of a complete PDS set. 

1935/34-D Boone MS66 PCGS. Both sides have milky silver-gray 
patina, and the reverse has a blush of speckled russet color. A well 
struck Gem with good luster and immaculately preserved surfaces. 
The mintage of 2,003 pieces is the lowest within the Silver Com¬ 
memorative series. 

1936 Boone MS62 ANACS, lustrous with a sharp strike, the 
obverse has faint slide marks; and a 1937 Boone MS64 ANACS, 
well struck and lustrous with silver-gray color and a nearly pristine 
reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1936 Boone MS65 NGC. Intense steel-lilac patina blankets both 
sides of this virtually pristine example. 

1936- D Boone MS65 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck Gem that 
has attractive milky lemon-brown patina. The reverse is immacu¬ 
lately preserved, as is the obverse field. 

1936-S Boone MS66 PCGS. Beautifully toned with yellow, orange, 
rose, and gold colors. The lower left obverse field appears to have a 
fingerprint, but the surfaces are lustrous and the devices are well 
struck. The reverse is especially close to pristine. Only 5,006 pieces 
were struck. 

1938 Boone MS64 ANACS. Untoned except for an occasional 
speckle of tan-gold or charcoal-gray patina. A highly lustrous near- 
Gem that has a very good strike. The fields are nearly pristine. 

1936 Bridgeport MS64 PCGS, well struck and lustrous, lightly 
speckled with russet patina, the reverse is strongly strike doubled; 
and an 1946 Iowa MS64 NGC, well struck with moderate luster and 
pleasing surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

1936 Bridgeport MS64 PCGS. Well struck and nicely preserved 
with original milky-tan and russet patina. The reverse is strongly 
strike doubled. 

1936 Bridgeport MS65 NGC. Both sides have faint olive patina. A 
lustrous and well struck Gem that has virtually pristine surfaces. The 
reverse is lightly strike doubled. 

1936 Bridgeport MS66 ICG. Both sides have blushes of bright 
apricot-gold patina. A sharply struck and lustrous Gem that has very 
clean fields. There is a minor contact mark on the upper neck of the 
eagle. 

1925-S California MS64 PCGS. A well struck and lustrous Com¬ 
memorative that has a hint of golden-brown patina. The rruntmark 
appears to be lightly repunched, but personal inspection is recom¬ 
mended. 

1936 Cincinnati MS65 NGC. The borders have attractive golden- 
brown and russet patina. Lustrous with a good strike and pleasing 
preservation. The slightly prooflike finish is unusual for the Cincin¬ 
nati issue. 

1936-D Cincinnati MS64 NGC. A lustrous near-Gem that has 
dusky lilac-gray patina. Well struck and with very pleasing surfaces. 

1936-D Cincinnati MS64 NGC. Both sides have bright lemon-gold 
patina. The fields are immaculately preserved. A lustrous and 
sharply struck near-Gem of this notoriously exploitative issue. 

1936 Cleveland MS65 NGC. Mottled tan-russet and orange-olive 
peripheral toning frames lavender-gray centers. The luster is full 
with a frosty sheen. 



1936 Cleveland MS65 PCGS. The obverse has richly variegated 
golden-brown and violet-blue patina, while the reverse is limited to 
powder-blue and gold color at the margins. A lustrous Gem that has 
a good strike and problem free surfaces. 

1936 Cleveland MS65 PCGS. Both sides have peripheral green, 
yellow-gold, and rose patina that frames the lavender centers. A lus¬ 
trous Gem that has a very good strike. 

1936 Cleveland MS65 ANACS. The highly lustrous surfaces have 
a hint of lemon patina. A nicely preserved Gem that has a good 
strike. The upper reverse legends appear to be lightly die doubled. 

1936-D Columbia MS64 PCGS. Sprays of pale olive-russet color 
are streaked over the reverse of this otherwise silver-gray near-Gem. 

1936-D Columbia MS66 NGC. Deeply toned on the obverse from 
decades of storage in an original holder of issue. The reverse is much 
lighter in hue and both sides show bright mint frost. 

1936-S Columbia MS65 NGC. Bright and satiny with just a touch 
of color on each side. 

1892 Columbian MS65 NGC. The well preserved surfaces have 
rich coffee-brown, rose-gold, and cobalt-blue patina. An exquisitely 
struck Gem of the first Commemorative issue. 

1893 Columbian MS62 NGC, two pieces, both show deep gray- 
olive toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

1893 Columbian MS65 NGC. The golden-brown, violet-rose, and 
aqua-blue patina is rich and unquestionably original. A sharply 
struck Gem that has good luster and nearly pristine fields. There is a 
small planchet flaw (as struck) on the central sail. 

1893 Columbian MS65 PCGS. A well struck and mildly prooflike 
Gem that has uncommonly clean surfaces. The obverse has attrac¬ 
tive bands of golden-brown and rose-violet patina, while the reverse 
has to settle for a hint of peripheral lemon color. 

1935 Connecticut MS63 PCGS. Lustrous and pleasing with a very 
good strike and blushes of light tan-brown color. 

1935 Connecticut MS65 PCGS. Lightly and originally toned with 
strong underlying mint frost. 

1936 Delaware MS64 NGC. The margins have speckles of bright 
russet patina. Sharply struck with flashy luster and well preserved 
fields. There is a small scratch in the lower central sail. 

1936 Delaware MS64 PCGS. The reverse has a blush of violet-gray 
patina, and the peripheries have faint lemon color. The strike is sharp 
on the obverse, but the sails are not fully brought up. Immaculately 
preserved with a very good luster. 

1936 Delaware MS64 ANACS. An attractive coin that is brilliant 
throughout and shows bright, semi-prooflike fields on each side. 

1936 Delaware MS65 PCGS. Light golden-rose toning is seen over 
each side. A pleasing, solidly graded Gem. 

1936 Elgin MS65 PCGS. A rich band of light tan-brown patina at 
the borders encroaches upon the brilliant centers. Typically struck, 
but lustrous and with essentially pristine fields. 

1936 Elgin MS65 PCGS. Exceptional multicolored toning covers 
each side. A very impressive Elgin. 

1936 Elgin MS65 NGC. Thick mint frost covers each side, as usual, 
with a light accent of golden patina present as well. 

1936 Elgin MS65 PCGS. Highly lustrous and typically struck with 
faint gold-green color. The fields are virtually pristine 

1922 Grant MS64 NGC. The lemon-gold and lavender patina is 
both original and attractive. Lustrous with a sharp strike and pleas¬ 
ing surfaces. The G in GRANT is recut on both sides. 
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2488 1922 Grant MS64 PCGS. A lightly toned near-Gem that has good 
luster and an above average strike. The obverse fields have promi¬ 
nent raised die polish lines, as struck. 

2489 1922 Grant MS66 NGC. Both sides have pale apricot patina. Well 
struck aside from the usual slight weakness on the second tree trunk. 
The luster is very good, and the surfaces are impressively preserved. 
The obverse field has numerous raised die lines, as struck. 

2490 1922 Grant with Star MS65 NGC. Lightly toned with peripheral 
lime-green and russet patina. Immaculately preserved with extensive 
luster and a very good strike. 

2491 1946 Iowa MS66 PCGS. Attractively toned with smoky green-gold 
and lilac-violet color. A lustrous, well struck, and uncommonly well 
preserved Gem. 

2492 1946 Iowa MS66 ANACS. Both sides have a blush of gold patina. 
Lustrous and well struck with an exceptionally preserved obverse. 
The upper half of the E in AMERICA has a trace of PVC residue. 

2493 1925 Lexington MS64 PCGS. Both sides have rich and milky 
green-gray patina. A sharply struck near-Gem with moderate luster 
and nicely preserved surfaces. 

2494 1918 Lincoln MS64 NGC. A well struck, lustrous, and nicely pre¬ 
served near-Gem that has attractive peripheral golden-brown patina. 

2495 1918 Lincoln MS64 PCGS. A well struck and lustrous Commemo¬ 
rative that has light lavender and green-gold patina. The reverse is 
nearly pristine. 

2496 1918 Lincoln MS65 NGC. This is an obviously original example 
with mottled antique-copper and steel-blue toning over crisply 
defined surfaces. 

2497 1936 Long Island MS65 PCGS. The lilac devices are framed by 
orange-gold, rose, and iridescent yellow-green patina. A sharply 
struck Gem that has good luster and clean surfaces. 

2498 1920 Maine MS64 PCGS. Lustrous with a good strike and faint 
lemon-tan patina. The reverse field has numerous raised die polish 
lines, as struck. There is a small planchet flaw (as struck) below the 
E in CENTENNIAL. 

2499 1934 Maryland MS65 PCGS. The olive-green patina is rich, but 
does not subdue the flashy luster. A well preserved Gem that has a 
good strike. There is a tiny planchet flaw (as struck) above the R in 
PLURIBUS. 

2500 1921 Missouri MS64 NGC. A richly toned and lustrous near-Gem 
that has pastel lime-green and russet patina. Well struck with a near¬ 
ly pristine reverse. 

2501 1921 Missouri MS65 NGC. A lustrous and well struck Gem that has 
clean surfaces and bright lemon-gray patina. 

2502 1921 Missouri 2x4—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
The obverse periphery has faint blushes of golden-brown patina. The 
obverse is thoroughly cleaned, but the reverse has fortunately 
escaped impairment. 

2503 1923-S Monroe MS66 PCGS. The Monroe Doctrine Centennial 
Commemorative was a notoriously low relief issue that is nearly 
always weakly struck, both on the hemispheres and on the back of 
lohn Q. Adam’s head. Somehow, the present Gem is not only well 
struck, but has excellent luster and carefully preserved surfaces. The 
russet-gold and green-gray patina is deep and irrefutably original. 
Population: 35 in 66, 5 finer (3/02). (See Color Photo) 

2504 1938 New Rochelle MS64 PCGS. A highly lustrous near-Gem that 
has a good strike and a hint of golden-brown color. 
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2505 1936 Norfolk MS68 ANACS. A well struck Superb Gem that has 
pleasing green-gold peripheral patina and virtually pristine surfaces. 

2506 1926 Oregon MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck and nearly pristine, but 
with moderate luster. The grape-purple and cobalt-blue patina is 
unusual. The obverse has a tripled die, which is most noticeable on 
the legend HALF DOLLAR. 

2507 1928 Oregon MS65 PCGS. Both sides have dappled yellow-gold 
patina. A well struck and nearly pristine Gem that has modest luster. 

2508 1934-D Oregon MS64 ANACS, lustrous with a good strike and 
immaculately preserved surfaces, the obverse has a tripled die, as is 
the case with all examples of this issue; and a 1936 Oregon— 
Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, there are some faint 
pinscratches above the extended arm of the Indian, otherwise a love¬ 
ly and well struck example. (Total: 2 coins) 

2509 1936 Oregon MS64 NGC. Gently toned with hues of golden-brown 
color. Well struck with modest luster and essentially pristine sur¬ 
faces. 

2510 1936 Oregon MS65 PCGS. Well struck and brilliant with good lus¬ 
ter and a virtually pristine reverse. The field in front of the Indian's 
face has multiple raised die polish lines, as struck. 

2511 1937-D Oregon MS64 PCGS. Densely toned with lavender and 
green-gray patina. A good strike with moderate luster and extremely 
well preserved surfaces. The only Oregon Trail issue for the year. 

2512 1937-D Oregon MS65 PCGS. Pearl-gray surfaces with rich satiny 
luster. 

2513 1937-D Oregon MS65 ANACS. The borders have a thin band of 
gold patina. Lustrous with a very good strike. The reverse is gor¬ 
geously preserved, while the obverse has only the most trivial con¬ 
tact marks. A seemingly conservatively graded example. 

2514 1920 Pilgrim MS65 NGC. The surfaces are highly lustrous despite 
deep lilac-gray patina. Sharply struck with a nearly pristine reverse. 
The lower obverse has a network of fine die cracks, as struck. 

2515 1921 Pilgrim MS63 PCGS. The pale lime-green patina is especial¬ 
ly vivid at the borders. Well struck and lustrous with surprisingly 
clean surfaces. A seemingly conservatively graded example. 

2516 1921 Pilgrim MS63 PCGS. The obverse border has iridescent yel¬ 
low-green color, while the remainder of the surfaces have dusky 
lavender-gray color. A well struck representative that has flashy lus¬ 
ter and pleasing surfaces. The upper reverse has several heavy die 
cracks, as struck. 

2517 1921 Pilgrim MS64 NGC. Pale, even, slate-gray patina covers each 
side of this scarcer Pilgrim issue. 

2518 1921 Pilgrim MS66 PCGS. The milky gray patina is accompanied 
by streaks of green-gold color. Well struck and lustrous with very 
clean surfaces. 

2519 1936 Rhode Island MS65 NGC. A dusky lavender-green example 
that has modest luster and an especially near pristine reverse. 

2520 1936 Rhode Island MS65 PCGS. A lustrous and immaculately pre¬ 
served Gem that has a good strike and a hint of lime-green patina. 

2521 1936-D Rhode Island MS65 NGC. Green-gold and russet patina 
surrounds the lavender devices. Immaculately preserved with good 
luster and a razor sharp strike. 

2522 1936-D Rhode Island MS65 PCGS. The gray patina that covers 
each side has significant underlying lilac and rose coloration and the 
mint luster is smooth and undisturbed. 

2523 1936-S Rhode Island MS65 PCGS. Blushes of iridescent yellow- 
green patina joins the speckles of russet color. Typically struck, but 
lustrous and exceptionally preserved. 

2524 1936-S Rhode Island MS65 PCGS. The peripheral yellow-green, 
electric-blue, and golden-brown patina is original and attractive. 
Lustrous with a very good strike and clean surfaces. 
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2525 1937 Roanoke MS63 PCGS. Were it not for slightly subdued lus¬ 
ter, the smooth surfaces would probably warrant a finer grade. Both 
sides are toned in essentially even copper-gray shades. 

2526 1937 Roanoke MS64 ANACS. Untoned save for pale obverse rim 
accents, this well frosted example is free of all but a few wispy abra¬ 
sions. 

2527 1937 Roanoke MS66 PCGS. The iridescent rose-gold and yellow- 
green patina is especially rich across the reverse periphery. Well 
struck and lustrous with a nearly pristine reverse. 

2528 1936 Robinson MS65 NGC. This richly toned Robinson displays 
shades of lavender-gray and andque-copper colors over relatively 
smooth surfaces. 

2529 1936 Robinson MS65 PCGS. Attractively toned with pastel green 
and golden-brown patina. A sharply struck Gem that has pleasing 
luster and a seemingly pristine reverse. 

2530 1925 Stone Mountain MS65 PCGS. Another beautifully toned 
commem from this consignor. Lustrous, as always. 

2531 1935-D Texas MS66 NGC. The patina alternates between dense 
lavender and bright orange-gold color.

2532 1936-D Texas MS65 NGC. Deeply toned with charcoal and ebony 
patina. Well struck and immaculately preserved. The mintmark is 
repunched, which is likely the case for all 9,039 pieces. 

2533 1936-D Texas MS66 PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has light lilac and 
milky-lemon patina. A well struck and immaculately preserved 
Commemorative. The mintmark is lightly repunched. 

2534 1937-D Texas MS66 NGC. The green-gold borders give way to rich 
lavender centers. Lustrous and well struck with very pleasing sur¬ 
faces. 

2535 1938 Texas MS65 NGC. Vivid rose-russet and silver-gray patina 
intermingles across both sides. A well struck and immaculately pre¬ 
served Gem that has moderate luster. 

2536 1938-S Texas MS66 NGC. Exceptionally lustrous, each side is 
lightly draped with rose colored toning. 

2537 1927 Vermont MS63 PCGS. Nicely struck with good luster and rel¬ 
atively clean surfaces. There is a small planchet flaw (as struck) 
below AUG on the reverse. A lightly toned Commemorative. 

2538 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS65 NGC. A lustrous and lovely 
Gem that has rich golden-brown and lavender-green patina. 

Ex: Peter L. Shaffer Collection (Superior, 9/88), lot 1185, where 
it realized $286. 

2539 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS66 NGC. Exceptional color with 
strong underlying mint luster. 

2540 1948 Booker T. Washington MS66 NGC. A lustrous and well pre¬ 
served Gem that has bright apricot patina. The portrait is not fully 
struck. A low mintage issue. Population: 66 in 66, 1 finer (1/02). 

2541 1949 Booker T. Washington MS65 PCGS. Light olive patina 
encompasses both sides. Lustrous with a typical strike and virtually 
pristine fields. Only 6,000 PDS sets were issued. 

2542 1949-D Booker T. Washington MS65 PCGS. A lustrous and light¬ 
ly toned Gem that has a very good strike. The surfaces are immacu¬ 
lately preserved. 

2543 1949-S Booker T. Washington MS65 PCGS. Nicely struck and 
lustrous with faint gold patina. A lovely Gem that has exceedingly 
clean fields. 

2544 1949 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS65 NGC. Likely an orig¬ 
inal set, all coins are richly frosted with minimal peripheral toning. 
There is a light planchet streak (as struck) in the left obverse field of 
the D-mint example. (Total: 3 coins) 


2545 1951-D Booker T. Washington MS66 NGC. The richly frosted and 
pristine surfaces are splashed with orange-russet toning in a few of 
the more protected areas around the peripheral devices. 

2546 1951-D Washington-Carver MS63 ANACS, sharply struck, dusky 
patina; 1951-S Washington-Carvei MS64 ANACS, gold and rus¬ 
set patina, softly struck; 1952-D Washington-Carver MS64 
ANACS, typically struck, the mintmark is lightly repunched; 1952- 
S Washington-Carver MS64 ANACS, softly struck but well pre¬ 
served; 1953 Washington-Carver MS63 ANACS, typically struck 
with a few contact marks on the collar; and a 1953-S Washington- 
Carver MS64 ANACS, the borders have bright lime-green patina, a 
typical strike, the fields are well preserved. Most of these issues have 
very low mintages. (Total: 6 coins) 

2547 1952 Washington-Carver MS66 NGC. Bright and lustrous with 
rich, multicolored toning over each side. 

2548 1953-D Washington-Carver MS64 ANACS. A lustrous Commem¬ 
orative that has an above average strike. The right reverse legends 
are strongly strike doubled. The reverse field has a few minor han¬ 
dling marks. Just 8,000 pieces were issued. 

2549 1936 Wisconsin MS65 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with bright 
lemon patina and immaculately preserved surfaces. 

MODERN ISSUES 

2550 1988-W Olympic Gold Five Dollar MS69 PCGS. This essentially 
perfect Superb Gem displays smooth, honey-gold surfaces. 

2551 1993-W Bill of Rights Gold Five Dollar MS70 PCGS. Perfect with 
no toning. 

2552 1993-P Jefferson Silver Dollar MS69 PCGS; 1994-D U. S. Capi¬ 
tol Silver Dollar MS69 PCGS; and a 1998-S Robert F. Kennedy 
Silver Dollar MS69 PCGS. All are untoned with pristine, frosty- 
white surfaces. (Total: 3 coins) 

MODERN BULLION COINS 


2553 1988-P Half-Ounce Gold Eagle PR70 Deep Cameo NGC. A gor¬ 
geous and seemingly perfect coin that has expertly struck devices 
and seamless mirrored fields. 

2554 1998-W Quarter-Ounce Gold Eagle PR70 NGC. An essentially 
perfect coin that has ebony fields and bright golden devices. 

2555 2000 Silver Eagle MS70 ICG. This untoned example is blemish- 
free. 

2556 2001-W Silver Eagle PR70 Deep Cameo ICG. The boldly con¬ 
trasted features are distraction-free. 

2557 2001 Tenth-Ounce Gold Eagle MS70 NGC. Exquisitely struck 
with intense luster, but the waist of Liberty does have a few faint 
pinpricks. 

2558 2001 Tenth-Ounce Gold Eagle MS70 ICG. Untoned with surfaces 
that are free of even the most trivial blemish. 

2559 2001 Quarter-Ounce Platinum Eagle MS70 ICG. Pristine with a 
lovely blend of frosty and mirrored finishes (as designed). 

CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 


2560 1853 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-102, R.5, MS63 PCGS. 
Reddish-golden color covers each side of this deeply reflective spec¬ 
imen. 

2561 1854 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-104, R.5, MS62 PCGS. 
Deeply mirrored with dark cherry-red coloration on the reverse. 

2562 Undated Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-222, R.4, MS62 PCGS. 
This richly colored, green-gold example would probably warrant a 
higher grade were the surfaces a little more vibrant. Well struck. 
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2563 1880 Indian Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-799Y, R.6, MS62 PCGS. A 
sparkling coin with brightly reflective mirrors in the fields. 

COINS OF HAWAII 


2564 1883 Hawaii Ten Cents MS64 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck 
near-Gem that has rich tobacco-brown and lavender patina. The 
reverse is nearly pristine. Population: 18 in 64, 16 finer (3/02). 

2565 1883 Hawaii Quarter AU58 PCGS. A sharply struck example that 
has virtually complete luster. The obverse field is lightly abraded, 
while the reverse has pleasing surfaces. 

PATTERNS 


2566 1854 One Cent, Judd-161 Original, PoUock-187, R.4, PR64 
Brown NGC. The design is similar to that on production large cents 
except there are no stars on the obverse, and the diameter is smaller. 
Struck in copper with a plain edge. The dark tan-brown surfaces 
betray sea-green patina when the coin is rotated under a light. Well 
struck w'ith impressively smooth surfaces. Struck from lightly 
clashed dies. Population: 5 in 64, 0 finer (1/02). 

2567 1858 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-204, Pollock-248, R.5, PR63 NGC. 
Flying Eagle pattern with a hook-necked eagle in flight on the 
obverse. The reverse has an oak wreath with a broad, ornamented 
shield at the top. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. This 
honey-brown example reveals pleasing reflectivity at direct angles. 
Well struck, a few faint carbon spots are seen in the fields. 

2568 1863 Two Cents, Judd-312, Pollock-377, R.4, PR64 Brown NGC. 
Similar to the adopted two cent piece of the following year except 
that the motto reads GOD OUR TRUST on the obverse, and the 
word CENTS is sharply curved within the wreath on the reverse. 
The wreath is tightly bound with no trailing ribbon ends. The D in 
GOD is lightly recut. The strike is razor sharp. The obverse is essen¬ 
tially pristine, while the reverse has extremely faint handling marks. 
A lovely near-Gem of this important and scarce pattern. Population: 
9 in 64, 12 finer (1/02). 


2569 1863 Two Cents, Judd-312, Pollock-377, R.4, PR65 Brown NGC. 
The designs are as described in the previous lot. The obverse has a 
center dot, as found on early U.S. coinage. The lowest horizontal 
shield bar is in lower relief and lies within the vertical bars. A well 
struck and exquisitely preserved Gem. Population: 5 in 65, 7 finer 
(1/02). 

2570 1869 Three Cent Nickel, Judd-676, Pollock-753, R.5, PR63 
PCGS. Similar to the adopted design except that the surface of the 
Roman numeral is smooth and the date larger. Distinguished from 
the other three cent nickel pattern of this year by the presence of 
short reverse dentils and a longer left ribbon tip. Struck in nickel 
with a plain edge. Well struck with milky gray patina and reflective 
mirrored fields. The reverse has a few tiny planchet flaws which are 
as struck. Population: 8 in 63, 24 finer (3/02). 

2571 1869 Standard Silver Ten Cents, Judd-702, Pollock-781, R.6, 
PR63 PCGS. Standard Silver design with a diadem in Liberty’s hair 
on the obverse. The reverse has an oak and laurel wreath with 
STANDARD SILVER above and the date below with 10 CENTS in 
the center. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. GOD has been recut. 
Well struck with relatively clean surfaces. There is a lintmark (as 
struck) near the upper right wreath, with another between SI in SIL¬ 
VER. Struck from slightly rotated dies. 

2572 1870 Standard Silver Quarter Dollar, Judd-888, Pollock-987, 
R.5-6, PR66 NGC. A bust of Liberty wearing a cap ornamented 
with three stars facing right, the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA surrounds the figure, and a scroll with IN GOD WE 
TRUST is below. The reverse reads 25 CENTS 1870 in the center 
and is surrounded by a wreath of cotton and com. Struck in silver 
with a reeded edge. Rose-gold and electric-blue patina appears when 
the deeply toned surfaces are rotated under a light. The strike is razor 
sharp, but a few wispy handling marks are noted on the reverse. Pop¬ 
ulation: 3 in 66, 2 finer (1/02). 

CERTIFIED MODERN PROOF SET 


2573 1951 Cent MS67 NGC, flashy, red, and problem-free; 1951 Nickel 
PR67 NGC, pale golden and lilac patina; 1951 Dime PR66 NGC, a 
dusting of golden-rose and blue toning is seen mostly in the reverse 
fields; 1951 Quarter PR63 NGC, deeply toned in the fields; and a 
1951 Half PR63 NGC, sketchy dark toning is scattered over each 
side. (Total: 5 coins) 

ERRORS 


2574 1894 Cent—Off-Center, Double Struck—MS60 Red and Brown 
ANACS. Struck about 15% off center at 7 o’clock on the obverse, 
with the bottom of the date off the flan. Struck a second time near 12 
o’clock, about 95% off center. The two strikes do not overlap. Yel¬ 
low and purple-tan patina. The reverse has a small scrape at 4 
o’clock that accounts for the grade. 

2575 1901 Cent—Broadstruck, Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net 
Fine 15. The obverse has some faint scratches. About half of LIB¬ 
ERTY is legible. A glossy, saddle-brown example. 

2576 1901 Cent—Off-Center—VF35 ANACS. Struck approximately 
30% off center at 1 o’clock. The bottom of the wreath and most of 
STATES OF is absent from the Cent. LIBERTY and the shield lines 
are sharp. The surfaces have deep purple-brown patina. 

2577 1997 Cent—Double Struck, Second Strike 75% Off Center— 
MS65 Red PCGS. The newly struck Cent was not fully ejected 
from the dies. It was struck a second time, 75% off center at 10 
o’clock on the reverse. The second strike has LIBERTY and a por¬ 
tion of Lincoln’s shoulder. The reverse of the second strike was 
struck over a planchet, and has only a distorted image from the ini¬ 
tial strike. The force of the off center second strike has brought a 
portion of the zinc core to the surface, especially on the seam 
between the two strikes. 

2578 1998 Cent—Broadstrike, Partial Brockage—MS64 Red 
ANACS. The broadstrike is quite pronounced but, of course, that is 
not what one first notices. The brockage covers approximately 60% 
of the obverse and the details are very distended. Bright, even red 
color over both sides. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


2579 1837 Feuchtwanger Cent—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. The obverse has faint pinscratches above the head of the 
eagle, while the reverse has a pair of tiny digs. Yellow-green patina 
clings to the devices, with flecks of russet color at the borders. 
Struck from rotated dies. 

2580 1837 Feuchtwanger Cent XF40 ANACS. Generally tan-gray in 
patina, with some green-gray color that surrounds the devices. The 
wear is concentrated on the high relief bodies of the eagle and snake. 
A circulated but attractive example.

2581 2000 English Half Sovereign MS67 PCGS. 55th Coin Struck. 

Bright and highly lustrous. 
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
